conclude upon those things which in Our said Parliament of Canada, by the 
Common Council of Our said Dominion, may by the favour of God be ordained.

General will arrive at the Main entrance of the Houses of Parliament at 3 p.m. 
on Thursday the 14th March, and when it has been signified that all is in 
readiness, will proceed to the Senate Chamber to open the Second Session of 
the Twentieth Parliament of Canada.

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A Message was delivered by the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod:— 
Mr. Speaker, 


His Excellency the Governor General desires the immediate attendance of 
this Honourable House in the Chamber of the Honourable the Senate. 


The House attended accordingly; 


And being returned, 


Mr. Mackenzie King introduced a Bill, No. 1, An Act respecting the 
Administration of Oaths of Office, which was read the first time. 


Mr. Speaker reported, That when the House did attend His Excellency the 
Governor General this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was pleased 
to make a speech to both Houses of Parliament, and to prevent mistakes, he 
had obtained a copy which is, as follows:— 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


It is just over six months since Canada emerged from six long years of war. 
The turmoil which has followed in the wake of war has created new problems 
for governments in all parts of the globe. The world is full of unrest. ‘Hunger, 
privation and suffering, have become the lot of millions. Other millions are 
homeless, many of them in exile. The problems which face the statesmen of 
every nation are formidable indeed. 


It is only in the light of the world situation that all our problems can be 
seen in true perspective. The future of our own and of every country depends 
upon success in the task of world reconstruction, and the establishment of an 
enduring peace. Many of the measures you will be called upon to consider at the 
present session will be concerned with this wider aspect of human affairs. 


Of world problems demanding immediate action, the most pressing is the 
provision of food to those peoples facing acute shortage, and, in some regions, 
widespread famine. The chance of a peaceful reconstruction of the world 
depends on food. The shortage at the present time is very great. The problem, 
moreover, is not only for the next few months, but also for the next few years. 
Unless the need is met, grave disorders, endangering peace itself, must be 
anticipated. 


The government is seeking by all practicable means to make available for 
export the maximum supply of foodstuffs. Every encouragement is being 
given to increasing production. The gravity of the situation demands, on the 
part of the people of Canada, a united and wholehearted effort. 


The maintenance of a. high level of employment and national income is a 
fundamental aim of government policy. Employment and income alike are 
bound up with the restoration and expansion of world trade. To the productive 
employment of vast numbers of Canadians, export markets are essential. 


The government has steadily pursued its efforts to restore former markets, 
to secure new markets and generally to expand peace-time exports. In pursuit 
of this policy, export credits, for which additional provision was made at the 
last session, have been extended to several of our wartime allies. 
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At this session you will be asked to approve an agreement, recently con- 
eluded, for a loan to the United Kingdom which will help maintain the British 
market for Canadian food products and other exports. The agreement will also 
contribute to the steady development of trade between the two countries, the 
removal of trade barriers and the free use of currencies for international trade. 


While Canada, in common with all countries, continues to experience dis- 
locations inevitable in a period of transition from war to peace, in no other 
country has the transition proceeded more speedily or with less friction. 

Conversion of war industries to civilian production is progressing steadily, 
with a minimum of industrial strife, and increased co-operation between labour 
and management. 


Wartime restrictions and controls are being removed as rapidly as condi- 
tions will permit. Price ceilings on many articles have been suspended. Wage 
and salary controls have been relaxed. Certain subsidies have been discontinued. 
Only such controls are being continued as are deemed necessary to prevent 
inflation and to safeguard the public welfare. 


Except for the forces still employed in connection with the occupation of 
Germany, practically all of our armed forces are now home. Demobilization 
of both men and women is taking place rapidly. Every effort is being made 
to ensure the orderly re-establishment of veterans in civil life. 


To complete consideration of the “Veterans Charter” you will be asked to 
reconstitute the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs. 


You will also be asked to make provision for the permanent armed forces, 
to the composition of which much consideration has been given.’ 

In our own as in other countries the demand for housing continues greatly 
to exceed the supply. Despite shortages of materials and labour, a very large 
number of houses have been constructed since V-E Day. Special efforts are 
being made to expand the supply of building materials to meet the demand 
for permanent housing, and, meanwhile, to provide emergency shelter. The 
Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation has been established. Its activities 
are being closely co-ordinated with those of Wartime Housing Limited and the 
Veterans Land Act Administration, with a view to having all matters relating 
to the construction of housing brought, as largely as possible, under the admin- 
istration of one Minister of the Crown. 


You will be asked to make provision for the redistribution of representation 
in the House of Commons. 


Among other measures to which your attention will be invited will be 
bills to revise and clarify the definition of Canadian citizenship, and to bring 
the legislation respectng national status, naturalization and immigration into 
conformity with the definition of citizenship; bills to place in statutory form 
a number of orders in council to which it is desired to give permanent legisla- 
tive effect; also a number of amendments to existing statutes. 


Since the close of the last session, the initial meeting of the General Assembly 
of the United Nations has been held in London. The Assembly will conclude: 
its first session in New York in September. The Security Council, the Economic 
and Social Council, the Commission on Atomic Energy, and the International 
Court of Justice have been established. Our country was represented at the 
General Assembly by a delegation including Ministers of the Crown, other 
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Members of Parliament, and leading officials of the Public Service. Canada 
was elected to the Economic and Social Council and to the Commission on 
Atomic Energy. A distinguished Canadian was elected a Judge of the Inter- 
national Court. 

It is the policy of my Ministers to see that the utmost support is given 
by Canada to the United Nations Organization. 


The problems of peace-making are exacting and arduous. 


Germany and Japan continue to be under Allied Military Control. Early 
in the year, a Canadian Mission was established in Berlin to safeguard Canadian 
interests in Germany. Canada’s interests in Japan are being watched through 
Canadian membership on the Far Eastern Commission, which recently visited 
Tokyo. The Commission has its headquarters in Washington. 

Time will be required for the drafting of the treaties of peace. A conference 
is to be held in Paris later in the year to consider proposed treaties with 
Italy, Finland, Hungary, Roumania and Bulgaria. Canada will be represented 
at this conference. 

A meeting of the Co-ordinating Committee of the Dominion-Provincial 
Conference was held in January. Progress was made in the consideration of 
proposals submitted by the Dominion and Provincial Governments. The Com- 
mittee will meet again on April 25. 

As a result of the Conference, there may be further legislative proposals. 
Members of the House of Commons: 


You will be asked to make financial provision for all essential services, 
and for credits required to maintain export trade and a high level of employ- 
ment and national income. 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


My term of office is now almost at an end. You have already been informed 
of the appointment of Field Marshal Viscount Alexander of Tunis as my 
successor. Lord Alexander will arrive in Canada early in April. As this is 
the last occasion on which I shall have the honour to address you, may I be 
allowed to strike a personal note. 


In 1914, I was unable to succeed His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught 
in the position of Governor General, for the simple reason that I was at that 
time a serving soldier. The disappointment I had sustained was, however, more 
than compensated for by my reappointment in 1940, strange to say, during 
another world war. It was for me a great honour to have been chosen. The 
intimate association with my Prime Minister, Ministers, Parliament and the 
people of this great country has brought you all very close to the hearts of 

rincess Alice and myself. 

The years we have been in Canada have been the most eventful years in 
worid history. It has been with profound admiration that we have witnessed 
the great part Canada has had in the preservation of world freedom, in the 
relief of suffering peoples, and in helping to lay the foundations of a new 
world order. 

Princess Alice and I will ever recall that in these momentous years it has 
been our proud privilege to share in your anxieties and rejoicings. Throughout 
our lives we shall cherish an abiding affection for Canada and her people. 


May Divine Providence continue to bless this nation, and to guide the 
Parliament of Canada in all its deliberations.

Mr. Speaker presented the Report of the Librarians of Parliament, which 
is as follows:— 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons: 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to submit their report 
on the library for the year 1945. 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased during’ 1945 
is in course of printing and will be distributed as soon as possible. 


The library staff, very much reduced for two or three years past, is now 
at full strength. The position of Assistant Librarian has been filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Robert M. Hamilton, B.A., who also holds the degree of 
Bachelor of Library Science. 


Several changes have been made in the library routine which it is hoped 
will provide Senators and Members with better service, but the Librarians again 
point out that not until additional adequate shelving space is provided can 
any attempt be made to institute a really modern system in the Library of 
Parliament. The Public Works Department has promised us some room in the 
new Supreme Court Building, but this will be only a minor and temporary relief. 


A new system of fluorescent lighting has been installed in two bays of the 
library. This lighting will be extended throughout the library after the passing 
of Public Works estimates this session. 
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The current literature has been procured as far as the resources of the 
library have permitted. The cost of books and essential services has increased 
greatly but it is expected that the sum of money withdrawn from the library 
vote some years ago as a wartime economy will be restored this year. 


The statisties of the Library will be presented to the Joint Committee on the 
Library at its first meeting.

Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented 
the Second Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee has considered the provisions of The Veterans’ Land Act, 
1942, and is of the opinion that certain amendments should be enacted immedi- 
ately in order that the benefits resulting therefrom may be enjoyed by veterans 
during the present crop year. 

Your Committee, therefore, recommends that the Government give con- 
sideration to amending The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, by Order in Council to 


=- enable the Director: 


(1) With the approval of the Minister, to enter into a contract under the 
Act with a soldier settled under the Soldier Settlement Act who has sold his 
property, or whose property has reverted to the Director and who is still legally 
indebted to the Director. 


(2) To purchase stock and equipment up to the value of $3,000 for a 
veteran leasing a farm, or owning his own farm, provided that the amount of 
such loan does not exceed 40 per cent of the value of the land and buildings, 
as determined by the Director; and provided further that 20 per cent of the 
cost of the stock and equipment so purchased is paid by the veteran. It is 
further suggested that provision be made for a grant of 40 per cent of the 
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amount of the loan on completion of the agreement under conditions similar 
to those presently provided in the Act; and that should a veteran later wish 
to purchase land and buildings he be eligible for assistance, with provision for 
a similar conditional grant of 40 per cent, up to the amount of the difference 
between the amount of his loan and the sum of $5,800. 


The attention of the Committee has been drawn to an anomaly in present 
legislation whereby a veteran must forfeit his re-establishment credit to take 
advantage either of educational benefits or benefits under The Veterans’ Land 
Act, 1942, but can receive university training and still be eligible for assistance 
under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942. It is, therefore, further recommended that 
the Government give consideration to the issuance of an Order in Council which 
would render any veteran who has received. university training under the Veterans 
Rehabilitation Act, other than a short course of not more than ten months 
duration in an agricultural college, known as a “diploma” course, ineligible for 
benefits under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942. 


Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented 
the Third Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


It has been brought to the attention of the Committee that members of the 
Women’s Royal Naval Service are not members of the Armed Forces of the 
Crown, although they are entitled to pension and certain other benefits from 
the government of the United Kingdom on a basis similar to that enjoyed by 
women members of the Armed Forces. Members of this Service who were 
domiciled in Canada prior to enlistment are, therefore, not eligible as members 
of “His Majesty’s Forces other than those raised in Canada” for the benefits of 
Canadian veteran legislation. Prior to the passing of Order in Council P.C. 
6938 of the 15th of November, 1945, a similar situation existed in respect to 
Canadian members of the South African Military Nursing Service. 


In order to remove this discrimination, your Committee recommends that 
the government give consideration to the introduction of a bill, a draft of 
which is appended, conferring the benefits of veteran legislation upon Canadian 
ex-members of these two services. 


DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 
INTITULED 
An Act respecting benefits for persons who served in the “Women’s Royal 
Naval Services and the South African Military Nursing Service.” 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 

1. This Act may be cited as the Women’s Royal Naval Services and the 
South African Military Nursing Service (Benefits) Act. 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “member” in relation to the Women’s Royal Naval Services means a 


person who 
(i) enrolled in the Women’s Royal Naval Service; 
(ii) enrolled in Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Na Service or the 
reserve therefor; 
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(iii) enrolled as a medical or dental practitioner employed with the 
i Medical Branch or Dental Branch of The Royal Navy with naval 
x status for general service; 

t (b) “Minister” means the Minister of Veterans Affairs. 

; 3. Every person domiciled and resident in Canada who since the tenth day 
M of September one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, served as a member 
i of the Women’s Royal Naval Services or as a member of the South African 

Military Nursing Service outside Canada and who, at the time that such person 
became a member of either of such services was domiciled in Canada, shall on 
termination of such service be deemed to be 

4 (a) a “veteran” as defined in 
f (i) paragraph (d) of section two of the Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, as 
i amended by Chapter 34 of the Statutes of 1945; 

y (ii) paragraph (k) of section two of The Veterans’ Insurance Act; 
(iii) sub-paragraph (ii) of paragraph (m) of section two of The 
Paes Veterans’ Rehabilitation Act, and 
l (iv) paragraph (d) of section four of The War Veterans’ Allowance 
Act, 1946, 


and as such entitled to all rights, privileges and benefits under those 
Acts respectively, subject to all conditions as are in such Acts respec- 
tively contained. 


(b) a person who 


i (i) “served in the naval, military or air forces of His Majesty” as that 
E expression is used in section five of The Department of Veterans 
Affairs Act and as similarly used in sub-paragraph (i) of para- 
graph (a) of section two of The Reinstatement in Civil Employ- 
ment Act, 1942, and as similarly used in section twenty-nine of 
the Civil Service Act; 


i (ii) “served on active service in any of the naval, military or air forces 
of His Majesty other than those raised in Canada” as that expres- 
sion is used in section seventeen of The War Service Grants ‘Act, 
1944, and as similarly used in sections forty-six A and forty-six B 
of the Pension Act, and 


(iii) falls within the class described as “members of the Canadian naval, 
military and air forces while in the Canadian Active Service Forces” 
as that expression is used in paragraph (t) of section four of the 
Income War Tax Act, 


and as such entitled to all rights, privileges and benefits under those 
Acts respectively, subject to all conditions as are in such Acts respec- 
tively contained.

His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House

1. The Soldier Settlement Act, chapter one hundred and eighty-eight of 
the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1927, is amended by adding thereto the 
following sections: 


“76. In any case where 


(a) a person is indebted in respect of any agreement made under this 
Act; 

(b) a person has not abandoned his land; 

(c) the agreement has not been terminated, rescinded or assigned; 


(d) a person at any time during the war that commenced in September, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine

(ii) was engaged on active service in any of His Majesty’s forces and 
at the time of his enlistment therein was ordinarily domiciled 
or resident in Canada;

(i) served in a theatre of actual war as designated by the Governor | 


in Council under the authority of the Pension Act; or 

(ii) served only in those parts of Canada that are not so designated 
by the Governor in Council as a theatre of actual war, for a period 
of not less than twelve months; or 

(iii) is by reason of disability incurred as a result of such service in 
receipt of a pension; and 


(f) a person has been honourably discharged from the force in which he 


was so engaged or has been permitted honourably to resign or retire 
therefrom; 


the rate of interest that may be charged in respect of any such agreement after 
the standard date in the year one thousand nine hundred and forty-two or the 
date of his enlistment in such force, whichever is the earlier, shall be three 
and one-half per centum per annum. 


“77. In any case where a settler has not abandoned his land and his agree- 
ment made under this Act has not been terminated, rescinded or assigned, the 
rate of interest that may be charged in respect of any such agreement after the 
standard date in the year one thousand nine hundred and forty-four shall be 
three and one-half per centum per annum.”

REFERRING ESTIMATES TO STANDING OR SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


1. A motion may be made without notice or debate to withdraw from the 
Committee of Supply any of the proposed resolutions included in the yearly 
Estimates and to refer them to a Standing or Special Committee where they 
shall be considered under the same rules of procedure as in Committee of Supply.

Plan being the sum of four hundred and twenty-five million dollars 
($425,000,000) ; (d) to borrow for the purpose of paragraph (a) under the pro- 
visions of The Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act, 1931, sums not exceeding 
one thousand two hundred and fifty million dollars ($1,250,000,000) ; and (e) to 
carry out the other provisions of the said agreement. 


Resolution to be reported. : 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in.

Honourable Members of the Senate, 
Members of the House of Commons: 


I thank you most sincerely for the kind Address of Farewell which you have 
presented to me on the occasion of my approaching retirement as Governor- 
General of the Dominion of Canada. 

It is with feelings of regret that I am concluding my official relationship 
as the Representative of His Majesty The King in this country. It has been an 
honour and a great privilege to have served as Governor-General during the 
most eventful and calamitous years in the history of our time. The period of 
the war was frought with innumerable difficulties many of which appeared at 
the time to be insurmountable. But Parliament and the Canadian people, by 
their unselfish and untiring devotion to the cause of freedom, played a major 
part in the victorious struggle of the United Nations against the implacable 
enemies of democracy. 


My numerous tours of this vast country have enabled me to see almost 
every section of Canada. 


I have been a witness of the efficiency, perserverance and courage displayed 
by the men and women of Canada, whether they served in the Armed Forces or 
were engaged in factories or in one of the numerous societies which performed 
such miracles of organization and effectiveness. This ready response to the 
call of duty was an evidence of the loyalty of the Canadian people to His 
Majesty the King and to the British Commonwealth of Nations, of which Canada 
is so important a part. 


I am very pleased to record that my relations with the Members of both 
Houses have been of the happiest. 


I shall not fail, on my return to England, to convey to Their Majesties the 
King and Queen the loyal sentiments so admirably expressed in your address. 
It will be my pleasure also to convey to Queen Mary your kind remembrances. 
Her Majesty the Queen Mother has the warmest interest in the people of this 
Country. 


I join with you in expressing the hope that Their Royal Highnesses the 
Princess Elizabeth and the Princess Margaret may pay a visit to Canada in 
the near future. 

On behalf of Princess Alice I wish to convey to you Her Royal Highness’s 

appreciation for the very kind references you have made to her in your address. 
These have touched us both very deeply. 
__. We shall never forget what Canada has contributed during the past six 
aifficult and testing years. She earned the admiration and true gratitude of 
all free peoples for her magnificent and munificent contribution to the victorious 
prosecution of the war and to the welfare and rehabilitation of the suffering 
peoples of the world. 

In bidding you farewell, Princess Alice and I wish to assure you of our 
deep and abiding affection and at the same time to express our complete con- 
fidence in the continued prosperity of Canada and the maintenance of her 
proud position as the Senior Dominion of the British Commonwealth of Nations.

THE VETERANS REHABILITATION ACT 


An Act to amend The Veterans Rehabilitation Act. 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


1. Section eleven of The Veterans Rehabilitation Act, chapter thirty-five 
of 1945 Statutes of Canada, is amended by adding thereto the following sub- 
section:— 


“(4) The Minister may, with the approval of the Governor in Council and 
subject to regulations, make a supplementary grant to any university in Canada 
for the purpose of assisting such university to meet expenses incurred in the 
training of veterans in respect of whom tuition fees are payable under this Act, 
provided, however, that the amount of such grant to any one university shall 
not exceed one hundred and fifty dollars in respect of any one veteran for a 
twelve month period, and where tuition fees are payable under this Act in respect 
of a veteran for only part of an academic year, the amount of this supple- 
mentary grant in respect of that veteran shall not exceed a sum which bears 
the same relation to the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars as such period 
bears to the whole academic year, and provided further that in no case shall 
the total payments made by the Minister to a university in respect of any one 
veteran for any one academic year exceed five hundred dollars.”

We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the Members of the 
House of Commons of Canada in Parliament assembled, humbly approach Your 
Majesty, praying that You may graciously be pleased to cause a measure to be 
laid before the Parliament of the United Kingdom to be expressed as follows: 

An Act to provide for the readjustment of representation in the House of 
Commons of Canada on the basis of the population of Canada; 
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Whereas the Senate and House of Commons of Canada in Parliament 
assembled have submitted an address to His Majesty praying that His Majesty 
may graciously be pleased to cause a bill to be laid before the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom for the enactment of the provisions hereinafter set forth, 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows: 

1. Section fifty-one of the British North America Act, 1867, is hereby 
repealed and the following substituted therefor: 

51. (1) The number of members of the House of Commons shall be Two 
hundred and fifty-five and the representation of the provinces therein shall 
forthwith upon the coming into force of this section and thereafter on the 
completion of each decennial census be readjusted by such authority, in such 
manner, and from such time as the Parliament of Canada from time to time 
provides, subject and according to the following Rules: 


1. Subject as hereinafter provided, there shall be assigned to each of 
the provinces a number of members computed by dividing the total popu- 
lation of the provinces by Two hundred and fifty-four and by dividing the 
population of each province by the quotient so obtained, disregarding, 
except as hereinafter in this section, provided, the remainder, if any, after 
the said process of division. 

2. If the total number of members assigned to all the provinces pur- 
suant to Rule One is less than Two hundred and fifty-four, additional 
members shall be assigned to the provinces (one to a province) having 
remainders in the computation under Rule One commencing with the 
province having the largest remainder and continuing with the other 
provinces in the order of the magnitude of their respective remainders until 
the total number of members assigned is Two hundred and fifty-four. 

3. Notwithstanding anything in this section, if upon completion of a 
computation under Rules One and Two, the number of members to be 
assigned to a province is less than the number of senators representing the 
said province, Rules One and Two shall cease to apply in respect of the 
said province, and there shall be assigned to the said province a number of 
members equal to the said number of senators. 

4. In the event that Rules One and Two cease to apply in respect of a 
province then, for the purpose of computing the number of members to be 
assigned to the provinces in respect of which Rules One and Two continue to 
apply, the total population of the provinces shall be reduced by the number 
of the population of the province in respect of which Rules One and Two 
have ceased to apply and the number Two hundred and fifty-four shall 
be reduced by the number of members assigned to such province pursuant 
to Rule Three. 

5. Such readjustment shall not take effect until the termination of the - 
then existing Parliament. 


(2) The Yukon Territory as constituted by Chapter forty-one of the 
Statutes of Canada, 1901, together with any part of Canada not comprised 
within a province which may from time to time be included therein by the 
Parliament of Canada for the purposes of representation in Parliament, shall be 
entitled to one member.

Your Committee begs to present its first report on the Library of Parliament. 


_ Your Committee held a meeting on May 22, 1946, and received from the 
eat Librarians a report which was unanimously adopted, and which reads as 
ollows:— 


The Librarians have been asked by the Speaker of the House of Commons, 
Dr. Gaspard Fauteux, to make a report on the state of the Library in the form 
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of answers to certain questions which were submitted to him by a Member of 
Parliament. The questions and answers are as follows:— 


Question One: 
The total number of books received by the Library to date? 


Answer: 

This can be estimated only, because in the early days of the Library 
no accession records were kept. A reasonable estimate would be about 
500,000 volumes, not including pamphlets. Of the latter the Library 
has 1,180 bound volumes of Canadian pamphlets; and 1,557 pamphlet 
cases containing American, English, and Canadian unbound pamphlets. 


Question Two: 
The number of books bound by the Library for each of the years 


since 1940? 


Answer: 

During 1945, which is typical of the last five years, 658 volumes 
were bound on the premises by the Library’s two bookbinders; and 464 
volumes, mostly newspapers and periodicals, were bound for the Library 
by the Printing Bureau.

The number of catalogued books returned to the Library in 1945 


was 19,140. Very few pamphlets, statutes, sessional papers, etc., were 
still charged as of December 31, 1945. 


Question Seven: 


The number of valuable books ($4 and over) which have been on 
loan for three years or more? 


Answer: 

For reasons stated above, and because books of the value stated form 
the great majority of non-fiction, upon which most of the Library’s 
annual vote is spent, we are not able to supply figures. 


Question Eight: 
The number of such books which the Librarians consider irre- 
coverable? 


Answer: 

The Librarians hesitate to say that any books are irrecoverable. 
It often happens that books charged out for many years and given up for 
lost are returned to the Library. However, an indefinite number of books 
may be considered as lost temporarily when the original borrower, 
whether Senator, Member, or Civil Servant in the course of his parlia- 
mentary or governmental duties loses track of a book which he has passed 
along .to a colleague or superior for consultation or information. Perhaps 
the following figures will give an idea of the books which may have been 
lost to the Library in the last fifteen years:

As for the mutilation of books: while this offense was quite common 
‘fifteen or twenty years ago, today we see scarcely any evidence of it. 
This may be due to the fact that rules forbidding the circulation of 
newspapers and valuable documents, except to Ministers or very respon- 
sible persons, are strictly enforced. 


Question Nine: 

The number of books which the Librarians consider could be trans- 
ferred to some other building or library to make room for newer material 
which is more likely to be used? 


Answer: 

This depends on the use, or non-use, of such books. If for storage 
purposes, we could remove from the Library 150,000 or more volumes. 
Should a National Library be created we could probably add to this 
number another 100,000 volumes providing they were still readily 
accessible to Senators and Members. 
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Question Eleven: 


The number of weeks holiday allowed each of these employees in 
each year? 


Answer: 


Twenty-six working days for those members of the staff, mostly 
permanent, who work extra hours during the sessions of Parliament. 
Eighteen working days for temporary employees who do not work extra 
hours. 


Following these questions the Librarians are also asked to make 
recommendations with regard to the following: 


(1) Providing room for extra reading material for the Library. 


Answer: 


The Library, as has been stated so often, is in desperate need of more 
space. In its present quarters books even have to be, in places, piled on 
the floor. One solution would be the provision of another building in 
which could be kept certain sections of the Library, such as old news- 
papers, old Canadian, British, and American sessional papers, bound peti- 
odicals, and earlier editions of yearbooks, city directories, legal manuals, 
trade and financial services, all of which would be referred to very infre- 
quently. Another suggestion for relieving the congestion in the Library is 
to inaugurate a program of microfilming the bound newspapers. This 
would be a comparatively expensive project, but a start could be made by 
purchasing a microfilm reading machine ‘and obtaining the microfilm 
editions of a number of leading newspapers such as the Globe and Mail, 
Vancouver Colonist, Winnipeg Free Press, Hamilton Spectator, Ottawa 
Citizen, Montreal Gazette, New York Times, etc., etc. It is expected 
also that some microfilming of older newspapers will soon be done by 
various interested bodies. 


A third suggestion is the possibility put forward by the Public Works 
Department some twenty years ago of adding to the Library building by 
means of a subterranean annex on either side or at the rear. This might 
be expensive, but no more so than a new building. 


(2) Changes in lighting. 
Answer: 


As stated in our report to Parliament, the Public Works Department 
commenced last year to instal a new system of lighting but were held up 
by lack of funds after finishing about two alcoves. Unfortunately no 
provision was made in the main estimates of this year for completing the 
installation. We are informed that supplementary estimates will contain 
`a provision for this outlay and we sincerely hope that it will be approved 
by. the Treasury Board and afterwards by Parhament. 


(3) Recommendations regarding salaries, schedules, hours of work, 
working conditions of the Staff. 


Answer: 


The Librarians submit that the present classification of the staff 
is badly in need of revision, and have suggested to the Civil Service 
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Commission that they should make a complete survey of the staff as 
organized. In the last three years we have lost two employees holding 
the position of Registry and Shelving Clerk, which requires qualifications 
of University and Library Science degrees but pays a maximum salary 
of only $1,920, which is also the maximum salary of a constable of the 
Protective Staff. Other positions are comparable. The Civil Service 
Commission agrees that, under the terms of a Treasury Board circular 
letter of April 21, 1945, respecting reclassification on the grounds of gross 
inequality or gross injustice, such a survey should be undertaken. The 
Librarians also recommend that in anticipation of the reclassification of 
staff and the inevitable redisposal or storage of some of the books, and 
to improve generally the cataloguing procedure that there be employed 
on a temporary basis one trained cataloguer and one experienced typist- 
filer, with a view to partial recataloguing of the books on a basis long 
established by the Library of Congress. This project we have already 
begun, but it is proceeding very slowly because we have no staff member 
to whom it can be assigned.

___ And whereas the effect of the aforesaid provisions has not been satisfactory 
in that proportionate representation of the provinces according to population 
has not been maintained; 


And whereas it is considered that a more equitable apportionment of mem- 
bers to the various provinces could be effected if readjustment were made on the 
basis of the population of all the provinces taken as a whole. 


A humble address be presented to His Majesty The King in the following 
words: 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the Members of the 
House of Commons of Canada in Parliament assembled, humbly approach Your 
Majesty, praying that You may graciously be pleased to cause a measure to be 
laid before the Parliament of the United Kingdom to be expressed as. follows: 


An Act to provide for the readjustment of representation in the House of 
Commons of Canada on the basis of the population of Canada; 


Whereas the Senate and House of Commons of Canada in Parliament 
assembled have submitted an address to His Majesty praying that His Majesty 
= may graciously be pleased to cause a bill to be laid before the Parliament of the 
_ United Kingdom for the enactment of the provisions hereinafter set forth, 


Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows: 


1. Section fifty-one of the British North America Act, 1867, is hereby 
repealed and the following substituted therefor: 


ad 51. (1) The number of members of the House of Commons shall be Two 
hundred and fifty-five and the representation of the provinces therein shall 
_ forthwith upon the coming into force of this section and thereafter on the 
= completion of each decennial census be readjusted by such authority, in such 
manner, and from such time as the Parliament of Canada from time to time 
provides, subject and according to the following Rules: 


1. Subject as hereinafter provided, there shall be assigned to each of 
the provinces a number of members computed by dividing the total popu- 
lation of the provinces by Two hundred and fifty-four and by dividing the

population of each province by the quotient so obtained, disregarding, 
except as hereinafter in this section provided, the remainder, if any, after 
the said process of division. 

2. If the total number of members assigned to all the provinces pur- 
suant to Rule One is less than Two hundred and fifty-four, additional 
members shall be assigned to the provinces (one to a province) having 
remainders in the computation under Rule One commencing with the 
province having the largest remainder and continuing with the other 
provinces in the order of the magnitude of their respective remainders until 
the total number of members assigned is Two hundred and fifty-four. 

3. Notwithstanding anything in this section, if upon completion of a 
computation under Rules One and Two, the number of members to be 
assigned to a province is less than the number of senators representing the 
said province, Rules One and Two shall cease to apply in respect of the 
said province, and there shall be assigned to the said province a number of 
members equal to the said number of Senators. 

4. In the event that Rules One and Two cease to apply in respect of a 
province then, for the purpose of computing the number of members to be 
assigned to the provinces in respect of which Rules One and Two continue to 
apply, the total population of the provinces shall be reduced by the number 
of the population of the province in respect of which Rules One and Two 
have ceased to apply and the number Two hundred and fifty-four shall 
be reduced by the number of members assigned to such province pursuant 
to Rule Three. 

5. Such readjustment shall not take effect until the termination of the 
then existing Parliament. 


(2) The Yukon Territory as constituted by Chapter forty-one of the 


“ Statutes of Canada, 1901, together with any part of Canada not comprised - 


within a province which may from time to time be included therein by the 
Parliament of Canada for the purposes of representation in Parliament, shall be 
entitled to one member. 

2. This Act may be cited as the British North America Act, 1946, and the 
British North America Acts, 1867 to 1948, the British North America Act, 1907, 
and this Act may be cited together as the British North America Acts, 1867 to 
1946. 


And the Debate continuing;

Your Committee has carefully considered the legislation relating to dis- 
ability pensions for veterans of World War I and World War II and has embodied 
its conclusions in a proposed bill to amend the Pension Act, a draft of which is 
appended hereto. Your Committee recommends that the Government give con- 
sideration to the introduction of such a bill. 
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A copy of the minutes of proceedings and evidence of the Committee to date 
is also appended. 


(For Copy of Minutes of Proceedings and Evidence see Appendix to the 
Journals No. 1) 


DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL TO AMEND THE PENSION ACT 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


1. Paragraph (dd) of section two of the Pension Act, chapter one hundred 
and fifty-seven of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1927, as enacted by section 
three of chapter thirty-eight of the statutes of 1928, is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor:— 


(dd) “Department” means the Department of Veterans Affairs, and 
includes in respect of matters antecedent to this Act, the Military 
Hospitals Commission, the Department of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establish- 
ment and the Department of Pensions and National Health; 


2. Paragraph (ggg) of section two of the said Act as enacted by section one 
of chapter forty-five of the statutes of 1933 is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor :— 

(ggg) “Hospital Allowance” means pay and allowances or compen- 
sation payable or paid by the Department to or on behalf of a person 
while undergoing treatment. 


3. Paragraph (o) of section two of the said Act, as enacted by section one 
of chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1940-41, is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor: — 


(o) “service in a theatre of actual war” means:— 

(i) in the case of the military or air forces during World War I, 
service in the zone of the allied armies on the continents of Europe, 
Asia or Africa or in any other place at which the member of the 
forces has sustained injury or contracted disease directly by a 
hostile act of the enemy; 

(ii) in the case of the naval forces during World War I, service on the 
high seas or wherever contact has been made with hostile forces 
of the enemy, or in any other place at which the member of the 
forces has sustained injury or contracted disease directly by a 
hostile act of the enemy; 

(iii) in the case of the naval, military or air forces during World 
War II, service on the seas, in the field or in the air, in any place 
outside of Canada; or service in any place in Canada at which 
the member of the forces has sustained injury or contracted disease 
directly by a hostile act of the enemy. 


4. Paragraphs (p) and (q) of section two of the said Act, as enacted by 
section two of chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1940-41, are repealed 
and the following substituted therefor:— 

(p) “World War I” means the war waged by the German Emperor and 

His Allies against His Majesty and His Majesty’s Allies; and the period 
denoted by the term “World War I” is the period between the fourth 
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day of August, one thousand nine hundred and fourteen, and the 
thirty-first day of August, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, 
both dates inclusive; i 

(q) “World War II” means the war waged by His Majesty and His 
Majesty’s Allies against Germany and Germany’s Allies which for 
the purposes of this Act shall be deemed to have commenced on the 
first day of September, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, 
the date or dates, as the case may be, of termination of which will be 
such date or dates, as may be proclaimed by the Governor in Council. 


5. Section two of the said Act, as amended by chapter thirty-eight of the 


statutes of 1928, chapter thirty-five of the statutes of 1930, chapter forty-five 


of the statutes of 1932-33, chapter forty-four of the statutes of 1936, chapter 
thirty-two of the statutes of 1939 (lst Sess.), chapter twenty-three of the 
statutes of 1940-41 and by this Act, is further amended by adding the following, 
subsections thereto :— 


“(2) The expressions ‘World War I’ and ‘World War II’ are substituted, 
respectively, for the expressions ‘Great War’ and ‘War with the German Reich’ 
wherever the latter expressions appear in this Act. 


“(3) The title ‘Department of Veterans Affairs’ is substituted for the title 
‘Department of Pensions and National Health’ wherever the latter title appears 
in this Act.” 


6. Subsections three, seven and nine of section three of the said Act as 
enacted by section two of chapter forty-four of the statutes of 1936 are repealed 
and the following substituted therefor :— 

“(3) The Governor in Council shall appoint one of the Commissioners to 
be Chairman and another of the Commissioners to be Deputy Chairman of 
the Commission. 


(7) The Chairman shall be paid a salary of Nine Thousand Dollars per 
annum, the Deputy Chairman shall be paid a salary of Seven Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars per annum and each of the other Commissioners, ‘including 
ad hoc Commissioners, shall be paid a salary at the rate of Seven Thousand 
Dollars per annum; such salaries shall be paid monthly out of any unappro- 
priated moneys forming part of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 

> (9) (a) The Chairman of the Commission shall have the rank and the 
powers of a deputy head of a department for the purposes of this 
Act and shall have control and direction over the disposition of and 
duties to be performed by the other Commissioners and shall have 
control over the duties to be performed by such staff as may be 
assigned to the Commission by the Department. 

(b) In case of the absence of the Chairman or his inability to act, the 
Deputy Chairman shall exercise the powers of the Chairman for him 
or in his stead, and in such case, all regulations, orders and other 
documents signed by the Deputy Chairman shall have the like force 
and effect as if signed by the Chairman. 

(c) Whenever the Deputy Chairman appears to have acted for or instead 
of the Chairman, it shall be conclusively presumed that he so acted 
in the absence or disability of the Chairman within the meaning of 
paragraph (b) of this subsection. 

(d) When the Chairman deems it necessary for the more speedy and 
convenient déspatch of business he may, in writing, delegate to the 
Deputy Chairman, from time to time, the performance of any of the- 
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duties imposed upon him under the provisions of this Act or arising 
out of the administration of the same, and when the performance of 
such duties has been so delegated, the performance thereof shall have 
like force and effect as if performed by the Chairman.” 


7. Section 10 of the said Act is amended by adding thereto the following 
subsections :— 

“(6) The Veterans’ Bureau, in addition to such duties in connection with 
the preparation and presentation of pension cases as are prescribed by the 
procedural sections of the Act, shall upon request advise pensioners and appli- 
cants upon any provision of the Act or phase of pension law or administration 
which may have a bearing upon their pension claims, whether in respect of 
entitlement to pension under Section 11 or otherwise, and when deemed by the 
Chief Pensions Advocate necessary or advisable shall make written or oral 
representations to the Commission in furtherance of such claims. 


(7) For the purposes of the next preceding subsection of this section 
Pensions Advocates shall be empowered to attend and assist the pensioner or 
applicant, or, in his absence represent him, at any hearing before the Com- 
mission or an Appeal Board thereof at which he is entitled to be present.” 


8. The introductory words of subsection one of section eleven of the Pension 
Act are repealed and the following substituted therefor:— 

“(1) In respect of military service rendered during World War I or during 
World War II,” 


9. Paragraph (c) of subsection 1 of section 11 of the Pension Act is repealed 

and the following substituted therefor :— 

(c) no deduction shall be made from the degree of actual disability of any 
member of the forces, who has served in a theatre of actual war during 
World War I or during World War II, on account of any disability or 
disabling condition which existed in him prior to his period of service 
in either of the aforesaid wars; provided that service by a member of 
the forces in a theatre of actual war may only be counted for the pur- 
poses of this paragraph when it has been rendered in the particular 
war with reference to service in which pension has been awarded; and | 
further provided that no pension shall be paid for a disability or 
disabling condition which, at the time he became a member of the 
forces, was wilfully and deliberately concealed, was obvious or was 
recorded on medical examination prior to enlistment. 


10. Subsection two of section eleven of the Pension Act is repealed and the 
following substituted therefor:— 

“(2) In respect of military service rendered in the non-permanent active 
militia or in the reserve army during World War II and in respect of military 
service in peace time, pension shall be awarded to or in respect of members 
of the forces who have suffered disability, in accordance with the rates set out in 
Schedule A to this Act, and in respect of members of the forces who have died, 
in accordance with the rates set out in Schedule B to this Act, when the injury 
or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in disability or death in respect of 
which the application for pension is made arose out of or was directly connected 
with such military service.” 


11. Subsection three of section eleven of the Pension Act is repealed and 
the following is substituted therefor:— 

(3) Notwithstanding sections twenty-seven and thirty-seven of the Pension 
Act, in the case of a pension awarded for disability or death in respect of military 
service during World War II that was wholly rendered in Canada on and after 
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the twenty-first day of May, one thousand nine hundred and forty, and no 
part of which was rendered in a theatre of actual war, when the injury or disease 
or aggravation thereof resulting in disability or death in respect of which the 
application for pension is made did not arise out of or was not directly connected 
with such military service, the pension shall not take effect on any day prior 
to the first day of June, one thousand nine hundred and forty-six.” 


12. Paragraph (c) of section twelve of the said Act, as enacted by section 
seven of chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1940-41, is repealed and the 
following substituted therefor :— 


(c) that in the case of venereal disease contracted prior to enlistment and 
aggravated during service, pension shall be awarded for the total 
pensionable disability existing at the time of discharge in all cases where 
the member of the forces saw service in a theatre of actual war, and 
no increase in disability after discharge shall be pensionable, but, if it 
subsequently appears upon examination that such disability has 
decreased in extent, pension shall be decreased accordingly; provided 
that pension may thereafter be increased or decreased, subject to the 
limitation hereinbefore prescribed, in accordance with the degree of 

i disability which may be shown to exist upon any subsequent 
examination. 


13. Section sixteen of the said Act as enacted by section eight of chapter 
eight of the statutes of 1928 and as amended by section seven of chapter forty- 
five of the statutes of 1933 is repealed and the following substituted therefor:— 


“16. When a pensioner appears to be incapable of expending or is not 
expending the pension in a proper manner or is not maintaining the members 
of his family to whom he owes the duty of maintenance, or, in the discretion 
of the Commission, when a retroactive pension is awarded or a pensioner is 
receiving treatment or care from the Department, the Commission may direct 
that the pension be administered for the benefit of the pensioner and/or the 
members of his family by the Commission or the Department or by some person 
selected by the Commission.” 


14. Subsection seven of section twenty-two of the said Act as enacted by 
section twelve of chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1941 is repealed and 
the following substituted therefor:— 

“(7) The children of a pensioner who has died and who at the time of 
his death was in receipt of pension in any of the classes one to eleven mentioned 
in Schedule A to this Act, shall be entitled to a pension as if he had died on active 
service whether his death was attributable to his service or not.” 


i 15. (1) Subsections nine and ten of section twenty-two of the said Act, as 
enacted by section thirteen of chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1940-41, 
are repealed and the following substituted therefor:— 

“(9) On and after the death of the wife of a pensioner pensioned on account 
¥ of disability, the additional pension for a married member of the forces may, in 
4 the discretion of the Commission, be continued to him for so long as there is 
= a minor child or are minor children of pensionable age, provided there exists a 
daughter or other person competent to assume and who does assume the house- 
hold duties and care of the said child or children, and further provided that 
in cases in which the pensioner in question is pensioned in respect of service 
during World War I, such children were born prior to the first day of May, 1944. 


(10) On and after the death of a widow of a member of the forces who has 
been in receipt of a pension, the pension for the widow may, in the discretion 
of the Commission, be continued for so long as. there is a minor child or there 
are minor children of pensionable age, to a daughter competent to assume and 
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who does assume the household duties and care of the other child or children, 
provided that in such cases the pension payable for children shall continue, but 
the rate payable for orphan children shall not apply, and further provided that, 
in cases in which the widow in question was in receipt of pension in respect of 
service during World War I, such children were born prior to the first day of 
May, 1944.” 


(2) Section twenty-two of the said Act is further amended by adding thereto 
the following subsection:— 

“(11) The Commission may, in its discretion, award or refuse to award 
additional pension, to or in respect of a child or children of a female member 
of the forces.” 


16. Section twenty-three of the said Act is repealed and the following sub- 
stituted therefor:— 

“23. When pension is awardable under the provisions of this Act in respect 
of the death of a member of the forces and when such member of the forces 
has died leaving an orphan child, or when his widow, divorced wife, parent or 
the woman awarded a pension under subsection three of section thirty-two 
of this Act, has died leaving an orphan child of such member of the forces, 
such orphan child shall be entitled to a pension in accordance with the provisions 
of Schedule B.” 


17. Subsection three of section twenty-four of the said Act, as enacted by 
section fourteen of chapter 23 of the statutes of 1941, is repealed and the follow- 
ing substituted therefor :— 

“24. (3) Pensions for disability resulting from pulmonary tuberculosis when 
during the treatment of a member of the forces the presence of tubercle bacilli 
has been discovered in the sputum or it has been proved that the disease is 
moderately advanced and clinically active, shall be awarded and continued as 
follows:— 

(a) In the case of a member of the forces who served in a theatre of 
actual war and whose disease was attributable to or was incurred or 
was aggravated during service, either during World War I or World 
War II, and in the case of a member of the forces who did not serve 
in a theatre of actual war whose disease was incurred during service 
during either of the said wars, a pension of one hundred per cent shall 
be awarded as from the date of completion of such treatment and shall 
be continued without reduction for a period of two years, unless further 
treatment is required; 

(b) In the case of a member of the forces who did not serve in a theatre 
of actual war whose disease was aggravated during service, either during 
World War I or World War II, a pension of ninety per cent shall be 
awarded as from the date of completion of such treatment and shall 
be continued without reduction for a period of two years, unless further 
treatment is required; 

(c) In the case of a member of the forces who has seen service in the non 

. permanent active militia or in the reserve army during World War II 
or in the case of a member of the forces who has seen service in peace 
time, whose disease occurred on service and arose out of or was directly 
connected with such service, a pension of one hundred per cent shall be 
awarded as from the date of completion of such treatment and shall be 
continued without reduction for a period of two years, unless further 
treatment is required; 

‘d) In the case of a member of the forces who has seen service in the non 
permanent active militia or in the reserve army during World War I 
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or in the case of a member of the forces who has seen service in peace 
time, whose disease was aggravated during service and the aggravation 
arose out of or was directly connected with such service, a pension of 
ninety percent shall be awarded as from the date of completion of 
such treatment and shall be continued without reduction for a period of 
two years, unless further treatment is required; 


Provided that after the expiry of two years no pension awarded in respect 
of pulmonary tuberculosis shall be reduced by more than twenty per cent at any 
one time, nor shall reductions be made at intervals of less than six months; and 
that the provisions of paragraphs (b) and (d) of this subsection shall not apply 
if the disease manifested itself within a period of three months after enlistment.” 


18. Section twenty-seven of the said Act, as enacted by section eleven of 
chapter thirty-two of the statutes of 1939, is amended by adding thereto the 
following subsection: — 

“(3) Notwithstanding any limitations contained in this section, the Com- 
mission may, in its discretion, in respect of service during World War II, make 
an additional award not exceeding an amount equivalent to an additional 
eighteen months’ pension where, through delays in securing service or other 
reeords, or through other administrative difficulties, beyond the applicant’s 
control, it is apparent that an injustice might otherwise ensue.” 


19. Section twenty-nine of the said Act as enacted by section twenty of 
chapter thirty-eight of the statutes of 1928, as amended by section twelve of 
chapter forty-five of the statutes of 1933 and as further amended by section 
sixteen of chapter forty-four of the statutes of 1936 is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor:— 


“29. (1) During such time as, under departmental regulations in that 
behalf, a pensioner is entitled to hospital allowance while an in-patient under 
treatment from the Department and his pension including the pension, if any, 
for his dependents, is greater than the hospital allowance awardable by the 
department, pension shall be reduced by an amount which will make such pension 
equal to the hospital allowance. 


(2) During such time as, under the departmental regulations in that behalf, ` 
a pensioner is an in-patient under treatment in respect of a disability other than 
his pensionable disability, his pension, if in excess of the amount he would 
have been entitled to receive by way of hospital allowance, if the disability for 
which he is under treatment had been pensionable, shall be reduced to. such 
amount; pending a fresh award, the payment of pension in full shall recommence 
forthwith upon the pensioner’s ceasing to be an in-patient as aforesaid. 

(3) Hospital allowance shall be paid from any appropriation granted by 
Parliament for this purpose or from moneys provided by Parhament for the pay- 
ment of pensions under this Act. 

(4) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsections one and two of this 
section, any addition to pension granted under subsections one or two of section 
twenty-six of this Act to a member of the forces who is blind shall be paid during 
the time he is an in-patient under treatment or care from the Department.” 


20. (1) Subsection one of section thirty-two of the said Act, as enacted 
by section twenty-four of chapter thirty-eight of the statutes of 1928, and 
amended by section twelve of chapter thirty-five of the statutes of 1930, is 
repealed and the following substituted therefor:— 

“32.(1) (a) No pension shall be paid to the widow of a member of the 

forces unless she was living with him or was, in the opinion of the 

Commission, entitled to be maintained by him at the time of his 

death and for a reasonable time previously thereto. 

(b) No pension shall be paid to a widower of a member of the forces.” 
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(2) Subsection two of the said section, as enacted by section sixteen of 
chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1940-41, is repealed and: the following 
substituted therefor:— 

“(2) Subject as in this Act otherwise provided, the widow of a member 
of the forces who was at the time of his death in receipt of a pension in any of 
the classes one to eleven, inclusive, mentioned in Schedule A to this Act, shall 
be entitled to a pension as if he had died on service whether his death was 
attributable to his service or not, 

(a) in the case of service during World War I, if she was married to him 

prior to the first day of May, 1944; and 

(i) the death of her husband has occurred more than one year sub- 
sequent to the date of marriage, or 

(ii) the death of her husband has occurred less than one year sub- 
sequent to the date of marriage and the Commission is of the 
opinion that he had at the date of such marriage a reasonable 
expectation of surviving for at least one year thereafter; 


provided that in awards made to widows married on or after the first 
day of January, 1930, no payment shall be made hereunder for any 
period prior to the first day of May, 1944. 


(b) in the case of service during World War II and in the case of service 
during peace time, if she was married to such member of the forces 
before he was granted a pension; provided that in cases in which 
marriage has taken place subsequent to grant of such pension, she shall 
be entitled to pension, 

(i) if the death of her husband has occurred more than one year sub- 
sequent to the date of marriage, or, 


(11) if the death of her husband has occurred less than one year sub- 
sequent to the date of marriage and the Commission is of the 
opinion that he had, at the date of such marriage, a reasonable 
expectation of surviving for at least one year thereafter; 


and further provided that no payment shall be made under this sub- 
section from a date prior to that from which pension is payable under 
the provisions of section thirty-seven of this Act.” 


21. Section thirty-two of the said Act as enacted by section thirty-three 
of chapter forty-three of the statutes of 1919 and amended by section sixteen of 
chapter twenty-three of the statutes of 1941 is further amended by repealing 
subsection four thereof and substituting the following therefor:— 


4 (a) A woman who has been divorced, legally separated or separated by 
agreement from a member of the forces who has died shall not be 
entitled to pension unless she was awarded alimony or an alimentary 
allowance, or is entitled to an allowance under the terms of the separa- 
tion agreement, in which case she shall be entitled, if she is in a 
dependent condition, to the equivalent of the widow’s pension or to the 
equivalent of the alimony or alimentary allowance which she was 
awarded, or of the allowance to which she is entitled under the terms 
of the separation agreement, whichever is the smaller in amount; 
provided that when such amount is smaller than the widow’s pension it 
may, Jn the discretion of the Commission, be increased to an amount 
not exceeding the rates set forth in Schedule B to this Act. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph (a) of this sub- 
section, when a woman has been divorced from a member of the forces, 
and such woman is in a dependent condition, the Commission may, in

such woman has not been awarded alimony, if in the opinion of the 
Commission, she would have been entitled to an award of alimony had 
she made application therefor under due process of law.

(ii) the death of her husband has occurred less than one year subse- 
quent to the date of marriage and the Commission is of the opinion 
that he had, at the date of such marriage, a reasonable expectation 
of surviving for at least one year thereafter; 


provided that in awards made to widows married on and after the first 
day of January, 1930, no pavment shall be made for any period prior 
to the first day of May, 1944. 


i 23. Subsection two of section thirty-three of the said Act is repealed and 
the following substituted therefor:— 

“(2) In cases in which a member of the forces has died leaving a widow 
or a widow and children or orphan children entitled to pension in addition to a 
parent or person in the place of a parent who previous to his enlistment or 
‘ during his service was wholly or to a substantial extent maintained by him, 
the Commission may, in its discretion, award a pension to each such parent or 
person not exceeding three hundred and sixty dollars per annum.”

“(3) Notwithstanding limitations contained in this section, the Commission 
may, in its discretion, in respect of service during World War II, make an 
additional award not exceeding an amount equivalent to an additional eighteen 
months’ pension where, through delays in securing service or other records or 
through other administrative difficulties, beyond the applicant’s control, it is 
apparent that an injustice might otherwise ensue: Provided that no such 
payment may be made in respect of any member of the forces who has died 
for any period prior to the date of death.

benefits of this Act in so far as the same or equivalent benefits are not provided 
in respect of them under the laws or regulations of any of the aforementioned 
countries; provided that payments may be made under the provisions of this 
section only to such persons as are residents of Canada and during the continu- 
ance of their residence therein; and further provided that no payments may 
be made under these provisions in respect of any period prior to June first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-six.” 


26. The said Act is further amended by adding ee the following section 
immediately after section forty-six thereof:— 


“46a. The benefits of this Act, in so far only as the same or equivalent 
benefits are not provided under the laws and regulations of members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, other than the Dominion of Canada and the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, or under the laws and 
regulations of the several countries allied with His Majesty, shall be conferred 
upon all persons domiciled in Canada at the date of the commencement of 
World War II, who subsequent to that date have served in the naval, military or 
air forces of any of the said members of the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
or in any of the aforesaid forces of any of the countries allied with His Majesty, 
and who, while so serving during the said war have suffered disability or death 
in respect of which a gratuity or pension has been awarded under the laws or 
regulations of any of the aforementioned countries; and the widows, children 
and other dependents of such persons shall be entitled to the benefits of this 
Act in so far as the same or eqivalent benefits are not provided in respect of 
them under the laws or regulations of any of the aforementioned countries: 
provided that payments may be made under the provisions of this section only 
to such persons as are residents of Canada and during the continuance of their 
residence therein.” 


27. The said Act is further amended by adding thereto the following section 
immediately after forty-six a thereof:— 


“46g. In the consideration of any claim or the authorization of an award 
under the provisions of any of the three sections next preceding, the Commission 
shall require the applicant or pensioner to take all or any steps to claim payment 
or additional payment under the laws or regulations of the several countries 
by authority of which the original grant of pension was made, or under the 
terms of any agreement which may have been or may hereafter be made with 
any of the countries concerned.”

“52. (1) When an application with respect to service in World War I is 
first made to the Commission after the coming into force of the amending Act 
of 1936, the Commission shall expeditiously consider such application and shall 
collect such relevant information, if any, as may be available in the records of 
any department of the Government of Canada and make, through its medical 
and other officers, such enquiry as appears advisable into the facts upon which 
the application is based; if satisfied on the material available, that the applicant 
is entitled to a pension, the Commission shall then award such pension, and shall 
take the necessary steps to cause payment of such pension to be made.” 


29. Subsection five of section fifty-two of the said Act is amended by 
adding thereto the following:— 
provided, however, that where the applicant is suffering from a neuro- 
psychiatric disease it shall be within the discretion of the Chief Pensions. 
Advocate whether the summary of evidence be furnished to the applicant. 


30. The said Act is further amended by adding thereto the following section 
immediately after section fifty-two thereof:— 

“524. (1) In respect of all applications for entitlement to pension arising out 
of World War II the Commission shall expeditiously consider each application 
and shall collect such relevant information, if any, as may be available in the 
records of any department of the Government of Canada and make, through 
its medical and other officers, such enquiry as appears advisable into the facts 
upon which the application is based; if satisfied, on the material available, that 
the applicant is entitled to a pension, the Commission shall then award such 
pension, and shall take the necessary steps to cause payment of such pension to 
be made. 


(2) Whenever such application is not wholly granted, the Commission shall 
promptly notify the applicant, in writing, of its decision, stating the grounds 
therefor, and shall inform such applicant that he may renew his claim, before 
the Commission on the submission of additional evidence, or before an Appeal 
Board of the Commission in person or by or with a representative, with or with- 
out additional evidence, and that he may have the assistance of the Veterans’ 
Bureau free of charge or of a service bureau of a veteran organization, or other 
representative at his own expense, in the preparation and. presentation of his 
application. 


(3) When the applicant renews his claim before the Commission, as provided 
for in subsection two hereof, and the Commission is satisfied, on the material 
available, that the applicant is entitled to pension, it shall then award such 
pension and shall take the necessary steps to cause payment of such pension to 
be made, but if this renewed application is not wholly granted, the Commission 
shall notify the applicant in writing, of its decision, stating as before, the grounds 
therefor, and shall inform him that he may, if he so desires, appear before an 
Appeal Board of the Commission. 


(4) The Commission may, in its discretion, entertain a further application 
in respect of any injury or disease resulting in disability, prior to a hearing by 
an Appeal Board of the Commission, but after a hearing by an Appeal Board, 
the Commission may entertain no further application in respect of any injury 
or disease whatsoever, subject, however, to the provisions of subsection four of 
section fifty-seven of this Act, respecting Jeave to reopen an application in 
certain instances. 
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(5) After a decision has been rendered by the Commission, upon the 
applicant’s written request, the Commission will arrange for a hearing by an 
Appeal Board of the Commission subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) That additional evidence may be submitted; 

(b) That prior to an Appeal Board hearing, the applicant has submitted 
to the Commission a statement, signed by himself, setting forth all 
disabilities which have been previously ruled on adversely by the 
Commission, and which he claims to be the result of injury or disease 
or aggravation thereof attributable to or incurred during military 
service, in regard to which he may desire to claim pension; 

(c) That no member of an Appeal Board of the Commission shall adjudi-

to the claim and shall mail a copy of the same to the applicant, or to such 
representative as he may direct; provided, however, that where the applicant 
is suffering from a neuropsychiatric disease it shall be within the discretion of 
the Chief Pensions Advocate whether the summary of evidence be furnished 
to the applicant.”

St. Laurent, —That, whereas by the British North America Act, 1867, it is pro- 
vided that in respect of representation in the House of Commons the province 
of Quebec shall have the fixed number of sixty-five members; 


And whereas the said Act provides that there shall be assigned to each of 
the other provinces such a number of members as will bear the same proportion 
to the number of its population as the number sixty-five bears to the number 
of the population of Quebec; 


And whereas the said Act provides for the readjustment of representation 
on the completion of each decennial census, and that on any such readjustment 
the number of members for a province shall not be reduced unless the proportion 
which the number of the population of the province bore to the number of the 
aggregate population of Canada at the then last preceding readjustment of 
the number of members for the province is ascertained at the then latest census 
to be diminished by one twentieth part or upwards; 


And whereas the effect of the aforesaid provisions has not been satisfactory 
in that proportionate representation of the provinces according to population 
has not been maintained; 

And whereas it is considered that a more equitable apportionment of mem- 
bers to the various provinces could be effected if readjustment were made on the 
basis of the population of all the provinces taken as a whole. 


A humble address be presented to His Majesty The King in the following 
words: 

We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the Members of the 
House of Commons of Canada in Parliament assembled, humbly approach Your 
Majesty, praying that You may graciously be pleased to cause a measure to be 
laid before the Parliament of the United Kingdom to be expressed as follows: 


An Act to provide for the readjustment of representation in the House of 
Commons of Canada on the basis of the population of Canada; 


Whereas the Senate and House of Commons of Canada in Parliament 
assembled have submitted an address to His Majesty praying that His Majesty 
may graciously be pleased to cause a bill to be laid before the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom for the enactment of the provisions hereinafter set forth. 


Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows: 

1. Section fifty-one of the British North America Act, 1867, is hereby 
repealed and the following substituted therefor: 

51. (1) The number of members of the House of Commons shall be Two 
hundred and fifty-five and the representation of the provinces therein shall 
forthwith upon the coming into force of this section and thereafter on the 
completion of each decennial census be readjusted by such authority, in such 
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manner, and from such time as the Parliament of Canada from time to time 
provides, subject and according to the following Rules: 


1. Subject as hereinafter provided, there shall be assigned to each of 
the provinces a number of members computed by dividing the total popu- 
lation of the provinces by Two hundred and fifty-four and by dividing the 
population of each province by the quotient so obtained, disregarding, 
except as hereinafter in this section provided, the remainder, if any, after 
the said process of division. 


2. If the total number of members assigned to all the provinces pur- 
suant to Rule One is less than Two hundred and fifty-four, additional 
members shall be assigned to the provinces (one to a province) having 
remainders in the computation under Rule One commencing with the 

_ province having the largest remainder and continuing with the other 
provinces in the order of the magnitude of their respective remainders until 
the total number of members assigned is Two hundred and fifty-four. 


3. Notwithstanding anything in this section, if upon completion of a 
computation under Rules One and Two, the number of members to be 
assigned to a province is less than the number of senators representing the 
said province, Rules One and Two shall cease to apply in respect of the 
said province, and there shall be assigned to the said province a number of 
members equal to the said number of Senators. 


4. In the event that Rules One and Two cease to apply in respect of a 
province then, for the purpose of computing the number of members to be 
assigned to the provinces in respect of which Rules One and Two continue to 
apply, the total population of the provinces shall be reduced by the number 
of the population of the province in respect of which Rules One and Two 
have ceased to apply and the number Two hundred and fifty-four shall 
be reduced by the number of members assigned to such province pursuant 
to Rule Three. 


: 5. Such readjustment shall not take effect until the termination of the 
a then existing Parliament.

DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL TO AMEND THE WAR SERVICE 
GRANTS ACT, 1944 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE WAR SERVICE Grants Act, 1944 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


1. Subsection two of section three of The War Service Grants Act, 1944, 
chapter fifty-one of the statutes of 1944-45, as enacted by section two of chapter 
thirty-eight of the statutes of 1945, (second session), is repealed and the follow- 
ing substituted therefor:— 


(2) In addition to the amounts mentioned in subsection one of this 
section, every member of the forces whose service includes overseas ser- 
vice shall, upon discharge, be entitled to be paid for each period of one 
hundred and eighty-three days of overseas service and proportionately for 
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any less period, an amount computed on the basis of seven days’ pay and 
allowances that were payable to or-in respect of him at the date of 
discharge. 


(2a) Where a member joined the permanent naval or military forces 
or the regular air force of Canada on or before the thirty-first day of 
March, one thousand nine hundred and forty-six, or volunteers and is 
accepted for service in the naval, military or air forces of Canada for a 
special period terminating on or after the thirtieth day of September, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-seven, the amount payable to such 
member under subsection two of this section shall be computed on the 
basis of the rates of pay and allowances payable to him or on his behalf 
at the commencement of his service excluded by section three a of this 
Act. 


(2b) Where a member has been required, prior to the date on which 
he ceases to be entitled to gratuity, to accept pay and allowances at 
lower rates, by reason of reversion in rank or appointment, or otherwise 
as a condition of acceptance for service in the permanent naval or 
military forces or regular air force of Canada, or in the naval, military 
or air forces of Canada for a special period terminating on or after the 
thirtieth day of September, one thousand nine hundred and forty-seven, 
the rates of pay and allowances payable to him or on his behalf immedi- 
ately prior to the date of his joining the permanent naval or military 
forces or the regular air force of Canada, or his acceptance for service in 
the naval, military or air forces of Canada for a special period terminating 
on or after the thirtieth day of September, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-seven, may be used for the purpose of computing the amount paid 
to him under subsection two of this section. 


2. The said Act is further amended by inserting immediately after section 


three thereof the following section:— 


34. (1) No member or former member of the naval, military, or air 
forces of His Majesty shall be entitled to any gratuity or credit under 
this Act in respect of service in such forces subsequent to 
(a) the day of his acceptance as a member of the permanent naval or 

military forces or the regular air force of Canada if he is so accepted 

after the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-six; 

(b) the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
six, if on that day he is a member of the permanent naval or military 
forces or the regular air force of Canada serving on active service; 

(c) the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
six, if he volunteers and is accepted for service in the naval, military 
or air forces of Canada for a special period terminating on or after 
the thirtieth day of September, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
seven, unless he was serving on overseas service on the thirty-first 
day of August, one thousand nine hundred and forty-five, and remains 
continuously on the strength of an establishment or unit or ship on 
Overseas service, in which case he shall be entitled to such gratuity 
and credit in respect of all such service. 


(2) A member or former member of the naval, military or air forces 
of Canada entitled to a gratuity or credit under this Act shall be entitled 
to such gratuity and credit in respect of all his full-time service as such, if 
he is not accepted as a member of the permanent naval or military forces 
or the regular air force of Canada or is not accepted for service in the 
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naval, military or air forces of Canada for a special period terminating on 
or after the thirtieth day of September, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-seven. 


(3) The Governor in Council may make such regulations as may 
be advisable to provide for the termination of entitlement under this 
_ Act of persons not mentioned in subsections one or two of this section. 


3. Section seven of the said Act as enacted by section seven of chapter 
thirty-eight of the statutes of 1945 (second session), is repealed and the follow- 
ing substituted therefor:— 

7. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every member of the forces 
who does not elect: to take benefits under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, 
except section thirteen thereof, or any educational, vocational or tech- 
nical training benefits under the provisions of The Veterans Rehabilita- 
tion Act shall, in order to assist in his re-establishment, be eligible, in 
addition to the war service gratuity, for a re-establishment credit in an | 
amount equaleto the total amount payable to him under subsection one 
of section three of this Act. 


4. The said Act is further amended by inserting immediately after section 
seven thereof the following sections:— 
7a. (1) Where a male member, who is eligible for a re-establish- 
ment credit, dies after discharge but before he has used his re-establish- 
ment credit in full, his widow or, in case he leaves no widow, his mother, 
if the mother in the opinion of the Minister or such person as the Minister 
may designate, was wholly dependent on the member immediately prior to 
his death, is eligible for the unused credit. 


: (2) Where a female member, who is eligible for a re-establishment 
credit, dies after discharge but before she has used her re-establishment 
credit in full, her mother, if the mother, in the opinion of the Minister 
or such person as the Minister may designate, was wholly dependent on 
the member immediately prior to her death, is eligible for the unused 
credit. 


(3) No eredit shall be made available under this section to a widow 
or mother unless she is resident in Canada and the Minister is satisfied 
that the credit will be used for one or more of the purposes specified’ in 
section nine of this Act. ; 


(4) With the consent of the Minister the credit for which a widow 
or mother is eligible under this section may be made available to such 
person as the Minister may designate, to be used for the benefit of the 
widow or mother, as the case may be, for such of the purposes authorized 
by or under this Act as the person so designated may in his discretion 
determine. 


_(5) Where no widow or mother is eligible for the credit under this 
section the credit shall cease to exist. 


(6) Where, before using the credit for which she is eligible under this 
section, a widow or mother dies or a widow remarries the credit shall 
cease to exist. 

7B. Sections nine, ten, fourteen, and twenty to twenty-five inclusive, 


of this Act shall mutatis mutandis apply to and in respect to the credit 
provided for by section seven a of this Act. 
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5. Paragraph (c) of section nine of the said Act as enacted by section nine

(c) the reduction or discharge of indebtedness under any agreement for 
sale, mortgage, or other encumbrance on his home, in an amount 
not exceeding twice the amount that the member himself contributes 
or has contributed to such purpose;

10. If there has been made available to or on behalf of a member 
of the forces all or any part of the re-establishment credit under the 
provisions of section seven of this Act, he shall not be eligible for a grant 
of any of the benefits under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, or any 
educational, vocational or technical training benefits provided under 
The Veterans Rehabilitation Act, except subject to a compensating 
adjustment in a namount which, in the opinion of the Minister, is 
equivalent to the re-establishment credit already made available to him 
or on his behalf. If a member has been granted any of the aforesaid 
benefits, the amount of which as determined by the Minister is less than 
the amount of any re-establishment credit which would otherwise be 
available to him, the difference between the amount of such re-establish- 
ment credit and such amount of any of the aforesaid benefits may be 
made available to him under section nine of this Act.

DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL RESPECTING BENEFITS TO-CERTAIN 
PERSONS WHO WERE RECRUITED IN CANADA BY UNITED 
KINGDOM AUTHORITIES FOR SPECIAL DUTIES IN 
WAR AREAS 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


1. This Act may be cited as the Special Operators War Service Benefits Act. 


2. In this Act and in any regulations made thereunder, unless the context 

otherwise requires, 

(a) “special operator”, means a person certified by the Under-Secretary of 
State for External Affairs as having been enrolled in Canada by United 
Kingdom authorities for special duty in war areas outside the Western 
Hemisphere during the war which commenced in September, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, and who, at the time of such 
enrolment, was resident in Canada; 

(b) “Western Hemisphere’, means the continents of North and South ` 
America, the islands adjacent thereto and the territorial waters thereof, 
including Newfoundland, Bermuda and the West Indies, but excluding 
Greenland, Iceland and the Aleutian Islands. 


3. Every special operator on the termination of his service as such shall 
be deemed 
(a) to be a “veteran” within the meaning.and for the purposes of 
(i) The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, 
(i) The Veterans Insurance Act, 
(Gii) The Veterans Rehabilitation Act, 
(iv) Part I of The War Veterans’ Allowance Act, 1946, and 
(v) The Unemployment Insurance Act, 1940; 


(b) for the purposes of The Department of Veterans Affairs Act, to have 
served in the naval, military or air forces of His Majesty; 

(c) for the purposes of the Civil Service Act, to have served on active 
service overseas with the naval, military or air forces of His Majesty; 

(d) for the purposes of the Pension Act, to have been a member of the forces 
who performed service as a sergeant in the military forces in a theatre 
of actual war; 

(e) for the purposes of the Income War Tax Act, and during the period of 
his service as such, to have been a member of the Canadian Military 
Forces while in Canadian Active Service Forces and overseas on the 
strength of an Overseas Unit outside the Western Hemisphere; 

(f) for the purposes of The Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1942, 
to have been on service in His Majesty’s forces. 
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_ 4. Every special operator, on the termination of his service as such, shall be 
deemed to be a discharged member of the forces with the rank of a sergeant 
in the military forces, for the purposes of The War Service Grants Act, 1944, 
without prejudice to any rights, privileges or benefits to which he is entitled under 
that Act for service in any of His Majesty’s forces. 

5. Every special operator who is not as a member of His Majesty’s forces 
entitled thereto shall, on the termination of his service as such, be entitled to 
receive a rehabilitation grant and clothing allowance equal to that which he 
would have received if he had been a member of the Canadian Army overseas 
with the rank of sergeant. eds] 

6. For the purpose of applying any Act mentioned in sections three and 
four of this Act to special operators the Minister administering the same may 
extend any time limited therein for the doing of anything, but not beyond one 
year from the time so limited. 

7. The Governor in Council may make regulations for carrying the purposes 
and provisions of this Act into effect. 

8. For the purposes of this Act and any Act mentioned therein the period 
of a special operator’s service as such shall be the period certified by the Under- 
Secretary of State for External Affairs. 


Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented the 
Thirteenth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 

Your Committee recommends that the Government take the appropriate 
action to ensure that all departments and agencies of the Dominion government 
comply fully with the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act. 


Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented the 
Fourteenth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 

Pursuant to an Order of Reference dated May 14, 1946, your Committee has 
studied the subject-matter of Bill 54, intituled “An Act to amend The Reinstate- 
ment in Civil Employment Act, 1942.” has examined the provisions of The 
Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1942, the regulations made thereunder 
and amending Orders in Council. Its conclusions are embodied in a draft of 
a suggested bill, a copy of which is appended hereto. 


Your Committee recommends that the Government consider the advisability 
of introducing such a bill.

DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 
An Act to provide for the Reinstatement in Civil Employment of discharged 
members of His Majesty’s Forces and other designated classes of persons. 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


SHORT TITLE 


1. This Act may be cited as The Reinstatement m Civil Employment Act, 
1946. 


INTERPRETATION 
2. In this Act and in any order or regulation made thereunder, unless the 
context otherwise requires, 


(a) “applicant” means a person who is or claims to be entitled to reinstate- 
ment under this Act; 
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(b) 


(c) 
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“employer” in relation to any person accepted for service in His 


Majesty’s forces, means a person carrying on any undertaking or 


service in which the person accepted for service had been employed 
for at least three months immediately prior to the date on which he 
was accepted for service, or in which on that date he had employee 
status or a recognized position by reason of an agreement between one 
or more employers and one or more trade unions or groups of employees; 
and references to an employer shall be construed as including references 
to any person for the time beìng carrying on any undertaking or service 
with which has been amalgamated the undertaking or service in which 
the person accepted for service was employed when so accepted or in 
which it was comprised when the employee’s service in His Majesty’s 
forces began; 


“Minister” means the Minister of Labour; 


(d) “reinstated employee” means an employee who has been reinstated 


(e) 


under this Act; 
“reinstatement” means reinstatement under this Act; 


(f) “Reinstatement Officer” means a person designated as such under this 


(g) 


(h) 


(i) 


Act; 
“reinstatement period” means the period of three months after discharge 
in Canada from the service or from hospital treatment following 


discharge in Canada, or the period of four months after discharge 
overseas or from hospital treatment following discharge overseas; 


“Selective Service Officer” means a National Selective Service Officer 
appointed under the National Selective Service Civilian Regulations; 
and 


“service in His Majesty’s forces” means— 


(i) service on active service in World War II in the naval, military 
or air forces of any of the nations allied with His Majesty, or 
any period of training, service or duty in consequence of having 
been called out under The National, Resources Mobilization Act, 
1940; 

(ii) service in the capacity of merchant seaman by any person. who is 
a British subject and a citizen of and resident in Canada engaged 
in such capacity on or since the ninth day of September, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, on a vessel sailing in 
coastwise waters or in waters outside the territorial limits of 
Canada, whether under Canadian registry or licence or registry or 
licence of any other country other than a country at war with 
the United Nations, and after such service for a continuous period 
of at least six months including layoff periods and after discharge 
or release from such service, or other termination thereof; Pro- 
vided that, with the exception of persons who were undergoing 
training in Dominion Government Marine and Engineering Train- 
ing Schools for the purpose of fitting themselves for engagement 
as merchant seamen on the seventh day of May, 1945, such 
service in the capacity of merchant seaman shall have commenced 
before the seventh day of May, 1945; 


(ili) service as a member of the Corps of (Civilian) Canadian Fire 
Fighters for Service in the United Kingdom during the period of 
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such service or any period of training, service or duty in con- 
sequence of having been called out under The National Resources 
Mobilization Act, 1940. 


(j) “World War II” means the war waged by His Majesty and His Majesty’s 
Allies against Germany and Germany’s Allies which for the purposes 
of this Act shall be deemed to have commenced on the first day of 
September, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine. 


TERMINATION OF SERVICE 


3. (1) For the purpose of this section, “member of an interim force” 
means a member of the naval, military or air forces of Canada who has offered 
to serve in any of the said forces for a specific period terminating on or after the 
thirtieth day of September, one thousand nine hundred and forty-seven, and who, 
having been accepted for such service, is so serving. 


(2) Where a person was, immediately before becoming a member of an 
interim force, on active service in the present war in the naval, military or air 
forces of Canada, his service shall, for the purposes of section five of this Act, 
be deemed not to have terminated whether or not he continues on active 
ne service as long.as he continues to perform fulltime duties as a member of one of 
E the said forces until, l 
me (a) the thirtieth day of April, one thousand nine hundred and forty-six; or 
> (b) if he has applied for retirement or discharge from the said service 
a before the thirtieth day of April, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
ie six, until actual termination of his service. 


do (3) For the purposes of section five of this Act the service of a member 
S of the interim force shall be deemed to have terminated on the thirtieth day of 

i April, one thousand nine hundred and forty-six, unless he has, prior to that date, 
applied for retirement or discharge. 


1 ae 4. For the purposes of section five of this Act, service by any person in the 
a capacity of merchant seaman, in any case where such service is not terminated 

= prior to the thirty-first day of December, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
f ve six, shall be deemed to have terminated on the said day, unless, on the said day. 
'__—ihe is engaged in such capacity on a voyage in coastwise waters or in waters 
outside the territorial limits of Canada, in which case such-service shall be 
deemed to have terminated on the day that voyage is concluded. 


REINSTATEMENT 


5. (1) It shall be the duty of an employer by whom a person accepted for 
service in His Majesty’s forces was employed when accepted for such service, 
to reinstate him in employment at the termination of his service in such 
occupation and position as would be consistent with the true intent and purposes 
of this Act and under conditions not less favourable to him than those which 
would have been applicable to him had he remained in the employment of that 
employer: Provided, that the right to reinstatement shall be subject to estab- 
lished rules of seniority in the employer’s establishment, with retention of 
seniority rights during the employee’s period of service with His Majesty’s 
forces, or, in an absence of such rules, to preference according to dates of first 
employment in the employer’s service with due consideration to continuity 
= Of: employment in that service: And Provided, further, that for determining 

_ the employee’s rights to pension or other benefits, service in His Majesty’s 
d = forces shall be deemed to have been service with the employer. 
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(2). For the purposes of this Act, where a man has, 

(a) upon being served with an order requiring him to report for military 
training, service or duty under regulations made by the Governor in 
Council, or 


(b) in the belief that he has been or will Be accepted for service in one 
of His Majesty’s armed forces, 


left his employment to comply with the order or to enter the service, he shall 
be deemed to have been accepted for service in His Majesty’s forces at the 
time he left the employment whether that time is before or after the time this 
Act comes into force; and his service in His Majesty’s forces shall be deemed 
to have been terminated when he ascertained that he was not being accepted for 
service therein whether that time is before or after the time this Act comes 
into force. 

(3) Where, after termination of his service in His Majesty’s forces, a 
person receives hospital treatment or is physically or mentally incapable of per- 
forming work to which he would have been entitled upon reinstatement, the 
period of the treatment or incapacity shall, upon reinstatement thereafter, be 
deemed to have been a period of service in His Majesty’s forces for the pur- 
voses of this section. 

(4) Where the Minister or a Selective Service Officer has, within the rein- 
statement period, directed or requested a person entitled to reinstatement to 
accept other employment and the person so directed or requested accepts the 
employment, his service in His Majesty’s forces shall be deemed not to have 
terminated for the purposes of this Act until the termination of the work which 
he has been so directed or requested to accept. 

(5) Where an employer’s employees are employed in various establish- 
ments and it is not reasonably practicable to reinstate an applicant in the 
establishment in which he was employed at the time he was accepted for 
service in His Majesty’s forces, the employer shal! reinstate the applicant in 
one of his other establishments in Canada if 

(a) it is reasonably practicable so to reinstate him; and 

(b) it is or has been the policy or practice of the employer to transfer 

employees in the applicant’s classification from one establishment to 
another. 


6. (1) An applicant may apply to the employer verbally or in writing for 
reinstatement. 

(2) The Minister may prescribe forms to be used in applying for reinstate- 
ment but an application is not invalid or defective because it is not in prescribed 
form. 

(3) The fact that an employer has offered to reinstate a former employee 
within the reinstatement period but before the employee has applied for rein- 
statement does not affect the employee’s right to apply for reinstatement ab a 
later time within the said period. 

(4) For the purposes of this Act, if an applicant inquires about reinstate- 
ment but does not expressly apply for reinstatement he shall be deemed not to 
have applied for reinstatement. 


7. (1) A person who has been offered reinstatement may accept the offer 
without prejudice to a claim that it does not comply with the requirements of 
this Act. 


(2) Where an applicant, having been offered reinstatement by the employer 
and having presented himself for employment, is of opinion that the employ- 
ment offered does not comply with the requirements of this Act, he may apply 
for assistance to a Reinstatement Officer in person or in writing.

_ 8. (1) If an employer claims that an applicant is physically or mentally 
incapable of performing work available in the employer's service, a Reinstatement 
Officer may arrange for a medical examination of the applicant. 

(2) Where, upon discharge from His Majesty’s forces, a person is physically 
or mentally incapable of performing work available in the service of the 


„employer by whom he was employed when accepted for service in His Majesty’s 


forces, he may notify the employer, during the reinstatement period that he 
intends to apply for reinstatement when he is capable of performing the werk. 


9. (1) Where there is a practice or policy of paying graduated scales of 
wages and where increases are given to employees principally on the basis,of 
length of service, it shall be deemed, for the purposes of this Act, that increases 
are given on the basis of length of service only and in any such case the 
employer shall, upon reinstatement of an applicant in his previous classification, 
remunerate him at the rate at which he would, on that basis, have been 
remunerated if his service in His Majesty’s forces had been service with the 
employer. 


(2) Where there is a practice or policy of giving increases in wages to 
employees by reason of acquired skills, experience or training, the employer 
shall, as soon as an applicant has, after he has been reinstated, manifested the 
skills, experience or training, give to the applicant the increases which he 
might have been given if the relevant skills, experience or training acquired 
in His Majesty’s forces had been acquired in the employment. 


(3) The employer shall grant to a reinstated employee upon reinstatement 
or as soon thereafter as is reasonably practicable every promotion to which 
he would have become entitled by reason of length of service or seniority if the 
time spent by the reinstated employee in His Majesty’s forces had been spent 
in the service of the employer. 

(4) Where, under the terms of employment, whether under a collective 
agreement or otherwise, employees obtain a permanent status in the employ- 
ment or are entered on the seniority lists after having been in the employer’s 
services for a fixed period, service in His Majesty’s forces shall be deemed 
to have been service with the employer for the purposes of determining : 

(a) his status or position insofar as it affects his right to reinstatement; 

and 

(b) his status or position after reinstatement. 


10. (1) Subject to the other provisions of this section, for the purpose 
of determining .a reinstated employee’s right to vacation with pay for the 
calendar year in which he is reinstated and all subsequent years, the period of 
service in His Majesty’s forces shall be deemed to be time spent in the service 
of the employer. 


(2) Subject to subsection three of this section, a reinstated employee is not 
entitled to vacation with pay for the calendar year in which he is reinstated 
unless he is in the employment ninety days in the calendar year after 
reinstatement. 


= (3) Notwithstanding anything in this Act the employer may, in accord- 
ance with his existing practice or policy or in accordance with a collective labour 
agreement or otherwise, grant vacation with pay commencing at any time after 
reinstatement. 


11. (1) Where an employer has reinstated a former employee in accord- 
ance with section five of this Act, he shall not, without reasonable cause, 
terminate the employment of that employee and, in any proceedings for violation 
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of this section in any case where the employment was terminated within six 
months of the reinstatement the onus shall be on the employer to prove that 
he had reasonable cause for terminating the employment. 


(2) Failure of a person who has applied for assistance under subsection two 
of section seven of this Act to perform the duties of the employment during a 
period when he is being assisted by a Reinstatement Officer, shall, for the pur- - 
poses of subsection one of this section, not be reasonable cause for terminating 
the employment. 


12. When reviving a contract of apprenticeship in any designated trade 
upon the discharge from service in His Majesty’s forces of a former apprentice 
or when entering into a new contract between the former master and such 
apprentice, due regard shall be given to and allowance made for any instruction 
relevant to such trade received by the said apprentice while serving in His 
Majesty’s forces, and the relationship of master and apprentice shall be deemed 
to be the relationship of employer and employee for the purposes of this Act. 


13. Where any employer has entered into a mutual agreement with his 
employees undertaking to restore to employment employees who enlist for 
service in His Majesty’s forces such agreement shall continue in force to the 
extent that it is not less advantageous to an employee than the provisions of 
this Act, and subject to such interpretation as may be mutually agreed to by 
the contracting parties. 


PROCEEDINGS AGAINST EMPLOYERS 


14. In any proceedings against an employer for the violation of section five 

of this Act, 

(a) it shall be a defence for the employer to prove that the person formerly 
employed by him did not within the reinstatement period apply to the 
employer for reinstatement, except that where such person upon dis- 
charge from His Majesty’s forces was physically or mentally incapable 
of performing work available in the service of such employer, it shall 
not be a defence to prove the facts aforesaid if the said person has 
notified his employer as provided in section eight of this Act and has 
within the reinstatement period or within six months thereafter made 
one or more applications for reinstatement; 


(b) it shall be a defence for the employer to prove that, subject to the pro- 
visions of paragraph (a) of this section, the person formerly employed 
by him applied for reinstatement before he offered reinstatement to 
him and that having been offered reinstatement by the employer he 
failed without reasonable excuse to present himself for employment 
at the time and place notified to him by the employer; the fact that an 
applicant has applied to a Reinstatement Officer for assistance under 
section seven of this Act shall be deemed to be a reasonable excuse for 
failing to present himself for employment during the period when he is 
being assisted by the Reinstatement Officer; 


(c) it shall be a defence for the employer to prove that, by reason of a 
change of circumstances, other than the engagement of some other per- 
son to replace him, it was not reasonably practicable to reinstate the 
person formerly employed or that his reinstatement in an occupation 
and under conditions not less favourable to him than those which would 
have been applicable to him had he not been accepted for service with 
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the armed forces was impracticable, and that the employer has offered 
to reinstate him in the most favourable occupation and under the most 
favourable conditions reasonably practicable; 


(d) it shall be a defence for the employer to prove that the person formerly 

employed was physically or mentally incapable of performing work 
Eo available in the employer's service, except that where such person has 
a notified the employer pursuant to section eight of this Act and has within 
the reinstatement period or within six months thereafter made one or 
more applications for reinstatement, it shall not be a defence to prove 
the facts aforesaid unless the employer also proves that the applicant 
was so incapable at the time of the last application for reinstatement 
made within the said reinstatement period or period of six months 
thereafter ; 


(e) it shall be a defence for the employer to prove 
(i) that the applicant was formerly employed directly or indirectly 
to take the place of an employee who had been previously accepted 
for service in His Majesty’s forces, 
(ii) that the applicant would not have been employed if such other 
employee had not left the employment, and 
(iii) that such other employee had been reinstated in his employment. 


ADMINISTRATION 


15. The Minister may designate any person as a Reinstatement Officer to 
assist in the administration and enforcement of this Act and may issue to a 
Reinstatement Officer a certificate of his designation as such. 


16. (1) A Reinstatement Officer may, for the purpose of enforcing and 
administering this Act, 
(a) enter at all reasonable times any premises or place, other than a private

OFFENCES 


18. Any employer who contravenes or fails to comply with the provisions 
of section five or section eleven of this Act, shall be guilty of an offence and 
liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and, 
in addition, the court shall order him to pay to the person whom he has failed 
to reinstate, or whose employment he has terminated, a sum not exceeding an 
amount. equal to twelve weeks’ remuneration at the rate at which he was being 
remunerated by that employer when he was accepted for service in His Majesty’s 


forces. 


19. (1) Any person who— 

(a) refuses to supply information as required by this Act; 

(b) obstructs, hinders or delays a Reinstatement Officer in making an 
inspection of registers, books, cards, wage sheets, records of wages and 
other documents under this Act; or 

(c) fails or refuses to produce a register, book, card, wage sheet, record 
of wages or other document, as required by this Act 


is guilty of an offence and liable, on summary conviction, in the case of a cor- 
poration to a fine of not less than one hundred dollars and not more than one 
thousand dollars and in the case of any other person to a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars and not more than five hundred dollars. 

(2) Every person who contravenes any of the provisions of this Act is 
guilty of an offence and, where no penalty is expressly provided, liable on 
summary conviction, in the case of a corporation to a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars and not more than one thousand dollars and in the case of any 
other person to a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars. 


20. The Minister shall, where he considers the circumstances warrant a 
prosecution under section eighteen of this Act, institute and conduct proceedings 
on behalf of a former employee without cost to such employee. 


21. In any prosecution for a contravention of any of the provisions of 
this Act, the complaint shall be made, or the information laid, within one year 
from the time when the matter of the complaint or information arose. 


REGULATIONS 


22. The Governor in Council may make all such orders and regulations 
as may be deemed necessary or desirable to carry out the purposes and intentions 
of this Act, which orders and regulations shall have the force of law and shall 
forthwith be published in the Canada Gazette and be tabled in Parliament 
forthwith if Parliament is in session, and if Parliament is not in session, within 
two weeks of the opening of the session next following the making of such order 
or regulation, and he may prescribe the penalties that may be imposed for the 
violation of such orders and regulations.

DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 


An Act respecting loans to Veterans to assist in their establishment 
in Business or Professionally. 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


1. This Act may be cited as The Veterans’ Business and Professional Loans 


Act. 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “bank” means a bank incorporated by or under the provision of The 
Bank Act; 


(b) “business” includes trade, industry or profession; 
(c) “Minister” means Minister of Finance; 
(d) “prescribed” means prescribed by regulation; 


(e) “purchase of a business” includes the purchase of an interest in an 
existing business and the advance of capital for a new business, if the 
business is to be the main occupation of the veteran and he intends 
to participate actively in that business; 


(f) “regulations” means regulations made under this Act; 


(g) “veteran” means a person resident and domiciled in Canada who has 
received or is entitled to a gratuity under The War Service Grants Act, 
1944, and who has not elected to take benefits under The Veterans’ 
Land Act, 1942. 
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3. The Minister shall, subject to the provisions of this Act, pay to a bank 
the amount of loss sustained by it as a result of a loan made to a veteran if,

the loan was made pursuant to an application in the form prescribed, 

signed by the veteran and stating the purpose for which the proceeds 

of the loan were to be used; 

the application stated that the loan was required by the veteran for 

one or more of the following purposes: : 

(i) the purchase or repair of tools, instruments or equipment for his 
business; 

(ii) the purchase of a business; 

(ili) any purpose connected with the establishment or expansion of his 
business as may be prescribed; 

a responsible officer of the bank certified that he had scrutinized and 

checked the application for the loan with the care required of him by 

the bank in the conduct of its ordinary business; 

the principal amount of the loan, together with the amount of any 

loan previously applied for by the veteran and concurred in under this 

Act and disclosed in his application, or of which the bank had knowl- 

edge, did not exceed the sum of three thousand dollars; 

the amount of the loan did not exceed two-thirds of the proposed 

total expenditure by the veteran for the purpose stated in the applica- 

tion; 


(f) the loan was repayable in full by the terms thereof in not more than

ten years; 


the rate of interest on the loan did not exceed five per centum per annum 
simple interest so long as the veteran was not in default; 


no fee, service charge, or charge of any kind other than interest, except 
such charge for insurance as may be authorized by the regulations, 
was, by the terms of the loan, payable to the bank in respect of the 
loan so long as the veteran was not in default; 


the application for the loan was concurred in by or on behalf of the 
Minister of Veterans Affairs before the loan was made and such con- 
currence shall be conclusive evidence that the applicant for the loan is 
a veteran; s 

repayment of the loan was secured in such manner as may be prescribed; 
and 


the loan was made on such terms and in accordance with such 
conditions in addition to those specified in the preceding paragraphs 
as may be prescribed. 


4. The Minister shall not be liable under this Act to make any payment 
to a bank in respect of loss sustained by it as a result of a loan under this Act,

made more than five years after the commencement of this Act; or 

made after a date and time not earlier than two weeks after despatch 

of a notice by the Minister to the head office of the bank by telegram 

or registered post, stating, ; 

(i) that the aggregate principal amount of such loans made by all

(ii) that, the Governor in Council having approved, the making of new 
loans under this Act shall terminate, 


but the provisions of this section shall not relieve the Minister of any liability 
imposed on him under this Act in respect of a loan previously made by the bank.

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5. The Minister shall not be liable under this Act to pay to a bank a total 
amount in excess of twenty-five per centum of the aggregate principal amount 
of loans under this Act made by such bank up to and including one million 
dollars, plus fifteen per centum of such aggregate principal amount which exceeds 
one million dollars. 


6. (1) The Governor in Council may, on the recommendation of the 
Minister of Veterans Affairs and the Minister of Finance, make regulations, 
(a) to prescribe a form of application for loans; 


(b) to prescribe the security if any, to be taken by the bank for the repay- 
ment of any loan; 


(c) to prescribe the terms of repayment and other terms not inconsistent 
with this Act upon which said loans are to be made; 


(d) to prescribe forms of notes and documents to be used in connection 
with loans or for the effective operation of this Act; 


(e) to provide that in the event of an actual or impending default in the 
repayment of a loan, the bank may, notwithstanding anything contained 
in this Act (but subject to paragraph (g) of clause three) with the 
approval of the borrower alter or revise any of the terms of the loan 
or any document connected therewith, and that such alteration or 
revision shall not discharge the liability of the Minister in respect 
thereof; 


(f) to prescribe in the event of default in the repayment of a loan, the 
legal or other measures to be taken by the bank and the procedure to 
be followed for the collection of the amount of the loan outstanding, the 
disposal or realization of any security for the repayment thereof held 
by the said bank and the rate of interest to be charged on overdue 
payments; 

(g) to prescribe the method of determination of the amount of loss sustained 
by a bank as a result of a loan and the procedure to be followed by a 
bank in making a claim for loss sustained by it in respect of a loan made 
under this Act; 


(h) to prescribe the steps to be taken by a bank to effect collection on 
behalf of the Minister of any loan in respect of which payment has 
been made by the Minister to the bank under this Act, and to provide 
that on failure by the said bank to take such steps the amount of such 
payment may be recovered by the Minister; 


(2) to require reports to be made periodically to the Minister by a bank 
in respect of loans made by it under this Act; 


(j) to make provision for any other matter deemed advisable or necessary 
to carry out the purposes of this Act. 


(2) No regulation shall be effective until published in the Canada Gazett 
and thereafter it shall be effective and shall have the same force and effect a. 
if it had been enacted in this Act. 


7. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in The Bank Act or any other 
statute, if a bank makes a loan under this Act in respect of which it is required 
by regulation to take security on real or immovable property, the bank may at 
the time of making such loan take as security for the repayment thereof and 
the payment of interest thereon, 
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(a) a mortgage or hypothee upon the real or immovable property in respect 
of which all or part of the proceeds of the loan are to be expended; 

(b) an assignment of the rights and interest of a purchaser under an 
agreement for sale of the real or immovable property in respect of which 
all or part of the proceeds of the loan are to be expended. 


(2) A bank shall have and may exercise, in respect of any mortgage, 
hypothee or assignment taken under this section and the real or immovable 
property affected thereby, all rights and powers which it would have or might 
exercise if-such mortgage, hypothec or assignment had been taken by the bank 
by way of additional security under The Bank Act. 


8. (1) Any person who makes a statement in an application for a loan 
under this Act which is false in any material respect, or who uses the proceeds 
of such loans for a purpose other than that stated in his application, shall be 
guilty of an offence under this section and liable on summary conviction to a 
fine of not more than five hundred dollars. 


(2) When any person is convicted of an offence under this section, there 
shall be imposed on him, in addition to any fine or imprisonment, a penalty 
equal to such amount of the loan made to him in respect of which such offence 
was committed as has not been repaid by him, with interest thereon to the date 
of payment of such penalty, and such penalty shall be paid to the bank by which 
the loan was made, or if payment has been made by the Minister to the said 
bank in respect of the loan, the said penalty shall be paid to the Receiver 
General of Canada and such payment to the bank or the Receiver General shall 
discharge the liability of such person to repay the loan. 


9. (1) Where payment is made by the Minister to a bank under this Act 
in respect of any loss sustained by the bank as a result of a loan under this Act, 
the bank shall execute a receipt in favour of the Minister in such form as may be 
prescribed, and the Minister shall thereupon be subrogated in and to all rights 
of the bank in respect of such loan and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, all rights and powers of the bank in respect of the loan, and in respect 
of any judgment in respect thereof obtained by the bank, and in respect of any 
security taken by the bank for the repayment thereof, shall thereupon be 
vested in the Minister on behalf of His Majesty, and the Minister shall be 
entitled to exercise all the rights, powers and privileges which the bank had or 
might exercise in respect of such loan, judgment or security, and to commence 
or continue any action or proceeding in respect thereof, and to execute any 
documents necessary by way of release, transfer, sale or assignment thereof, or 
in any way to realize thereon. 


(2) Any document purporting to be a receipt in the prescribed form and 
purporting to be signed on behalf of the bank shall be evidence of the payment 
by the Minister to the bank under this Act in respect of the loan therein 
mentioned and of the execution of such document on behalf of the bank. 


10. The Minister may pay any amount payable to a bank under this Act 
out of unappropriated moneys in the Consolidated Revenue Fund and the 
Minister and the Minister of Veterans Affairs may pay any amount necessary 
to meet the expenses incurred in the administration of this Act out of moneys 
appropriated by Parliament for the purpose.

11. The Minister shall annually prepare a report with respect to the 
administration of this Act during the preceding calendar year, and such report 
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shall thereupon be laid before Parliament, together with all regulations passed 
under the provisions of this Act, or, if Parliament is not then sitting, within 
fifteen days after the commencement of the next ensuing session thereof. 


12. This Act shall come into force on a day to be fixed by proclamation of 
the Governor in Council.

DRAPET OF A PROPOSEDSBILE 
An Act RESPECTING VETERANS OF Forces ALLIED WITH CANADA 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


1. This Act may be cited as The Allied Veterans Benefits Act. 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “allied veteran” means a person who,. subsequent to the tenth day of 
September, 1989, served in the armed forces of any of the nations 
allied with His Majesty in active operations against the enemy’in the 
war and who, at the time he joined any such forces, was domiciled in 
Canada; 


(b) “enemy” means Germany and Japan and the other nations associated 
with those nations in the war; 


(c) Rapes means the Minster of Veterans Affairs; 


(d) “war” means the war which commenced on the E day of Seepa 
1939. 


3. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every allied veteran who within two 
years from the date of his discharge from service or the eighth day of May, 
1945, whichever is the later, is domiciled and resident in Canada shall be 
deemed to have served in the forces of His Majesty other than Canadian 
forces, for the purposes of The Veterans Rehabilitation Act, The Veterans’ 
Land Act, 1942, and The Department of Veterans Affairs Act, and by reason 
of such service entitled to all rights, privileges and benefits thereunder, subject 
to such conditions as are in the said statutes contained. 


4. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every allied veteran who, within 
two years from the date of his discharge from service or the eighth day of 
May, 1945, whichever is the later, is domiciled and resident in Canada or who 
dies on service shall be deemed to have served in the forces of His Majesty 
other than those raised in Canada for the purposes.of The War Service Grants 
Act, 1944, and by reason of such service, entitled to all rights, privileges and 
benefits thereunder, subject to all conditions contained in said statute except 
those contained in section four and subsection three of section seventeen thereof. 


5. (1) Where an allied veteran, after establishing domicile in Canada 
within two years from the date of his discharge or the eighth day of May, 1945, 
whichever is the later, dies before he has received in full the rights, privileges 
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and benefits to which he may have been entitled under The War Service Grants 
Act, 1944, and leaves a widow, such widow, if resident in Canada and being 
maintained by the veteran at the time of his death, shall, if she has not remarried 
and subject to the provisions of the said Act, be entitled to receive such rights, 
privileges and benefits or such remaining part of them as the allied veteran did 
not. receive. 


(2) Where an allied veteran dies on service leaving a widow who was 
married to him at the time he joined the said forces, and if such widow has not 
remarried, and if she was domiciled and resident in Canada at a time within 
two years from his death or the eighth day of May, 1945, whichever is the 
later, and is so domiciled and resident at the time of her application, such widow 
shall be entitled to receive the rights, privileges and benefits under Part I of 
The War Service Grants Act, 1944, to which the allied veteran would have been 
entitled at the time of his death. 


(3) Where no person qualifies under the two immediately preceding sub- 
sections of this section to receive the rights, privileges and benefits to which 
the deceased veteran was in his lifetime entitled and such veteran leaves a 
mother resident in Canada who, in the opinion of the Minister or such person 
as the Minister may designate, was wholly dependent on the veteran immediately 
prior to his death, such mother shall be entitled to such rights, privileges and 
benefits or such remaining part of them as the allied veteran did not receive. 


(4) Where a widow or a mother eligible to receive the rights, privileges and 
benefits in respect of any veteran pursuant to this section dies before receiving 
such rights, privileges and benefits, those rights, privileges and benefits or such 
of them as have not been granted or paid shall not pass to the heirs of the widow 
or the mother, as the case may be, but shall on the death of the person so eligible 
cease to exist. 


6. Where rights, privileges and benefits of the same nature as are in this 
Act provided are available at the time of application to or in respect of any 
allied veteran domiciled in Canada, from the government of a nation with 
whose armed forces the veteran served, the Minister shall deduct the value of 
such rights, privileges and benefits from those available to the veteran under 
this Act, unless arrangements have been made with the said government for 
reimbursement to Canada of the cost, exclusive of administrative costs, of 
providing to such allied veteran, his widow or mother, the rights, privileges and 
benefits available to or in respect of him from said government and such 
arrangements have been approved by the Governor in Council. 


7. (1) The Minister may make arrangements with the government of a 
nation with whose armed forces any allied veteran served to ensure, so far as 
possible, reciprocal treatment by such nation to former members of His 
Majesty’s Canadian forces resident within the territories of such nation. 


(2) The Minister may make arrangements with the government of a nation 
with whose armed forces any allied veteran served whereby the administrative 
facilities of the Department of Veterans Affairs or of any other agency under 
the administrative authority of the Minister, may be made available without 
cost to such government in carrying out any plans of such government for the 
rehabilitation of any allied veteran. 


8. The Governor in Council may make such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary or advisable to give effect to the provisions of this Act. 


9. Order in Council P.C. 7516 of the 22nd day of January, 1946, is revoked. 


10. This Act shall be deemed to have come into force on the twenty- 
second day of January, 1946.

Your Committee has considered the provisions of The War Veterans’ 
Allowance Act, the regulations made thereunder and amending Orders in Council, 
and has embodied its conclusions in a draft of a bill respecting allowances for 
war veterans and dependents, a copy of which is appended hereto. Your Com- 
mittee recommends that the government consider the advisability of introducing 
such a bill. 


DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 


An Act respecting Allowances for War Veterans and Dependents. 
His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 


of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 
1. This Act may be cited as The War Veterans’ Allowance Act, 1946. 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires: 

(a) “allowance” means an allowance under this Act; 

(b) “applicant” means any person who has made application for an allow- 
ance or any person on whose behalf application for an allowance has 
been made; 

(c) “Board” means the War Veterans’ Allowance Board constituted by 
this Act; 

(d) “child” includes a step-child, an adopted child or a foster child of a 
veteran; 
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(e) “Department” means the Department of Veterans Affairs; 

(f) “Minister” means the Minister of Veterans Affairs; 

(g) “orphan” means a child of a veteran who is bereft by death of both 
father and mother; 

(h) “recipient” means any person to whom or on whose behalf payment of 
an allowance is authorized by the Board;

(b) as applied to the naval forces, the high seas or wherever con- 
tact has been made with hostile forces of the enemy, or 
wherever the veteran has sustained injury or contracted disease 
directly by a hostile act of the enemy; 

in the case of World War II, any place outside of the Western 
Hemisphere, any place in a seagoing ship of war, or any place in 
an aircraft outside of Canada and the United States of America 
and the territorial waters thereof: for the purposes of this sub- 
paragraph the expression “Western Hemisphere” means the contin- 
ents of North and South America, the islands adjacent thereto 
and the territorial waters thereof, including Newfoundland, Ber- 
muda and the West Indies, but excluding Greenland, Iceland and 
the Aleutian Islands; 


(k) “widow” means the widow of a veteran. 


3 (1) There shall be a Board to be known as the War Veterans’ Allowance 


Board which, subject to subsection four of this section, shall consist of not less 
than three nor more than five members to be appointed by the Governor in 
Council; provided that the Governor in Council may appoint, to be additional 
members of the Board, without remuneration as such, the Deputy Minister and 
as his alternate the Assistant Deputy Minister and one other person who is not 
on the staff of the Department. 


(2) One of the members shall be appointed by the Governor in Council 
to be Chairman of the Board. 
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(3) The person a holding the office of Chairman of the Board shall 
continue to hold such office during pleasure. 


(4) The Governor in Council may from time to time appoint not more — 
than three additional temporary members. 


: (5) Every temporary member shall be appointed for a period not exceed- 
ing one year but on the expiration of his term of office shall be eligible for 
re-appointment. 


(6) The Chairman of the Board shall have control and direction over 
the disposition of and duties to be performed by the other members and shall 
have control over the duties to be performed by such staff as may be assigned 
to the Board by the Department. 


(7) The Chairman shall be paid a salary of eight thousand dollars per 
annum and each of the other members, including temporary members, shall be 
paid at the rate of six thousand five hundred dollars per annum. 


(8) Two members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 


(9) Each member shall devote the whole of his time to the performance of 
his duties under this Act, and shall not accept or hold any office or employment 
which the Governor in Council may declare to be inconsistent with the perform- 
ance of his duties under this Act. 


(10) The Governor in Council, upon the retirement of any member of the 
Board who has served upon the Board 
(a) at least twenty years; or 
(b) at least ten years; and 
(i) has reached the age of sixty-five years; or 


(ii) is physically or mentally incapacitated 
and is not entitled to superannuation under the Civil Service Superannuation Act, 
may grant to him a pension for his life not exceeding:one-third of the salary to 
which he was entitled as such member. 


(11) On the advice of the Board and with the approval of the Governor 
in Council the Minister may make regulations relating to the manner of pay- 
ment of allowances and the procedure to be followed in matters coming before 
the Board for adjudication. 


(12) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Board shall have full and 
unrestricted power and authority and exclusive jurisdiction to deal with and 
adjudicate upon all matters and questions relating to the award, increase, 
decrease, suspension or cancellation of any allowance under this Act, and to the 
recovery of any overpayment which may have been made.

ALLOWANCE PAYABLE TO A VETERAN 


4. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires “veteran” means

(3) The maximum allowance payable in any year to or on behalf of an 
orphan or orphans shall be three hundred and sixty dollars in the case of one 
child of a veteran, six hundred and forty-eight dollars in the case of two children 
of the veteran and seven hundred and thirty dollars in the case of more than 
two children of the veteran, less the amount of any income of the orphan 
or orphans.

ALLOWANCES PAYABLE IN RESPECT OF CERTAIN OTHER EX-SERVICE PERSONS 


9. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, “veteran” means 
(a) a person who served during World War I and World War II as a 
member of His Majesty’s Canadian forces; 


(b) a person who served during World War I as a member of His Majesty’s 

forces other than Canadian forces, was domiciled in Canada when he 
became a member of the said forces and was a member of His Majesty’s 
Be Canadian forces during World War II.

(ii) is incapable and unlikely to become capable of maintaining himself 
or herself because of economic handicaps combined with physical 
or mental disability or insufficiency; 
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(d) a widow who 
(i) has attained the age of fifty-five years; or 
(ii) is, in the opinion of the Board, permanently unemployable because 
of physical or mental disability; or 
(iii) is, in the opinion of the Board, incapable and unlikely to become 
capable of maintaining herself because of economic handicaps 
combined with physical or mental disability or insufficiency; 


(e) an orphan. 


11. (1) The maximum allowance payable in any year to an unmarried 
veteran or a veteran bereft by death of his or her spouse or a widow, without 
child or children, shall be three hundred and sixty-five dollars, less the amount 
of any income of the recipient. in excess of one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
per annum. 


(2) The maximum allowance payable in any year to 

(a) a married veteran shall be seven hundred and thirty dollars, less the 
total amount of any incomes of such veteran and his or her spouse in 
excess of two hundred and fifty dollars per annum; 

(b) a veteran bereft by death of his or her spouse, or a widow with a child 
or children, shall be seven hundred and thirty dollars, less the amount 
of any income of such recipient in excess of two hundred and fifty 
dollars per annum. 


(3) The maximum allowance payable in any year to or on behalf of an 
orphan or orphans shall be three hundred and sixty dollars in the case of one 
child of a veteran, six hundred and forty-eight dollars in the case of two 
children of the veteran and seven hundred and thirty dollars in the case of 
more than two children of the veteran, less the amount of any income of the 
orphan or orphans. 


AGRA IV 
GENERAL. 


12. (1) No allowance shall be paid unless the applicant has been domiciled 
in Canada for three months immediately preceding the date of the proposed 
commencement of the allowance. 

(2) No allowance shall be awarded or continued while the applicant or 
recipient is in receipt of an old age pension under the laws of any province. 


13. Notwithstanding anything in this Act no deduction shall be made from 

any allowance by reason of— 

(a) any sum payable under section twenty-six of the Pension Act; 

(b) any additional allowance payable under the Pension Act on account 
of any children: 

(c) any pension or grant received by reason of a military decoration; 

(d) any casual earnings of the recipient to the extent of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars in any year; 

(e) any interest in premises in which the recipient resides unless the value 
of such interest exceeds four thousand dollars, in which case there 
shall be deducted from the allowance the annual value of such interest 
in excess of four thousand dollars; 
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(f) any gratuity paid or credit granted under The War Service Grants 
Act, 1944; 

(g) Receipt of money or assistance from any province or municipality by 
way of Mothers’ Allowance or by way of relief to dependent, children. 

(h) any allowance paid under The Family Allowances Act, 1944; 

(i) receipt of moneys of the class specifically excepted from the meaning 
of “income” as defined in the Regulations under the Old Age Pensions 
ACE, 

(J) the receipt of unearned income to the extent of twenty-five dollars per 
annum. 


14. When it appears to the Board that any applicant or recipient has 
made a voluntary assignment or transfer of property for the purpose of qualify- 
ing for an allowance or for a larger allowance than he might otherwise have been 
entitled to, the income derivable from such property shall, in determining 
the amount of allowance, if any, which such person should receive, be taken 
into account as if the assignment or transfer had not been made. 


15. Where in any case the Board is of opinion that the recipient would 
be likely to apply the amount of any allowance otherwise than to the best 
advantage, it may direct the payments to be made to and administered by 
such person as it selects. 


16. For the purpose of ensuring continued occupancy by a recipient of a 
home acquired by him under the Soldier Settlement Act or The Veterans’ Land 
Act, 1942, the Board may, with the consent in writing of the recipient, enter into 
an arrangement with the Director of Soldier Settlement, or The Director, The 
Veterans’ Land Act, as the case may be, to pay to him out of the recipient’s 
allowance an amount not exceeding fifteen dollars per month to be applied 
against the indebtedness of the recipient under the Soldier Settlement Act or 
The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942. 


17. (1) After the death of any recipient an amount not exceeding the sum 
of twelve monthly instalments of the allowance which the recipient was receiving 
‘at the time of his death may, at the discretion of the Board, be paid to his 
widow or for the benefit of any child of the recipient. 


(2) After the death of the wife or child of a recipient the allowance which 
the recipient was receiving by reason of the wife or child, may at the discretion 
of the Board, be continued to be paid thereafter for a period of one month. 


18. (1) No allowance shall be paid to or on behalf of a child unless this 
child is 

(a) a male child under the age of sixteen years; 

(b) a female child under the age of seventeen years; 


(c) under the age of twenty-one years and is following and making satis- 
factory progress in a course of instruction approved by the Board; or 


(d) under the age of twenty-one years and is prevented by physical or 
. mental incapacity from earning a livelihood. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in subsection one of this section, 
allowance may be paid under this Act on behalf of a child over the age of 
twenty-one years who is prevented by physical or mental incapacity from 
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earning a livelihood where such child is residing with his or her surviving 
parent: provided that no allowance shall be paid unless such incapacity 
occurred before such child attained the age of twenty-one years. 


19. (1) No allowance in excess of three hundred and sixty-five dollars in 
any one year shall be paid to a married person without a child or children 
unless such person resides with his or her spouse. 


(2) No allowance in excess of three hundred and sixty-five dollars in any 
one year shall be paid to a person bereft by death of his or her spouse but having 
a child or children, unless the child or children reside with such person. 


(3) Subject to subsection four of this section, no allowance shall be paid 
to a widow unless she was living with or being maintained by her husband 
at the time of his death. 


(4) The Board may exempt any widow from the operation of subsection 
three of this section in any case where it deems it just and reasonable so to do. 


19a. Notwithstanding anything in this Act, no allowance shall be paid to 
a widow of a veteran who died within one year from the date of his marriage 
unless such veteran was at the time of his marriage, in the opinion of the Board, 
in such a condition of health as would justify him having a reasonable expecta- 
tion of life for at least a year. 


20. (1) Every allowance shall be subject to review from time to time and 
the Board may, for the purpose of any such review, require the recipient to 
submit a statement of such facts as it may consider relevant to determine his 
right to have any allowance continued. 

(2) Such statement shall be verified in such manner as the Board may 
direct and in the event the recipient fails to furnish a statement as required, 
the Board may reduce or suspend payment of the allowance. 


21. (1) Subject to the provisions of subsections two and three of this 
section, payment of an allowance shall be suspended while the recipient is:— 
(a) a prisoner undergoing punishment for an offence; 
(b) resident out of Canada; or 
(c) being maintained at the expense of the Department as an inmate of 
any institution.

(a) for a period not exceeding twelve months, when such recipient is a 
prisoner undergoing punishment; or 
(b) during such time as any recipient is maintained at the expense of the 
Department as an inmate of any institution. 


(3) The Board may in its discretion continue payment for a period not 
exceeding three months of part of the allowance to a recipient without depend- 
ents when such recipient is maintained at the expense of the Department as an 
inmate of any institution, and who would otherwise suffer hardship if no part 
of the allowance were paid. ‘ 


22. The Board, and any person acting under its authority in that behalf, 
shall have all the powers of a commissioner under Part II of the Inquiries Act 
for the purpose of any investigation required to be made in order to determine 
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whether any allowance should be made, suspended or revoked, what should 
be the amount of any allowance, or whether payment of any allowance should 
be made to the recipient or to some other person for administration on his behalf. 


23. The Board shall have the right, for the purpose of ascertaining the age 
of any applicant, to obtain any information from the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics on the subject of the age of such applicant which may be contained 
in the returns of any census taken more than twenty years before the date 
of the application for such information. 


24. The amount of any payments of allowance made by reason of wilful 
non-disclosure of facts or of fraudulent misrepresentations shall be recoverable 
from the recipient as a debt due to the Crown. 


25. Except as provided in section sixteen of this Act, no allowance shall 
be subject to alienation or transfer by the recipient, or to seizure in satisfaction 
of any claim against him. 


26. Except as to the power, authority and jurisdiction of the Board to 
deal with and to adjudicate upon applications for allowances under this Act, 
the Minister shall be charged with administration of this Act. 


27. The right of any veteran to receive a pension under the Pension Act 
shall not be affected by anything in this Act or by the receipt. of any allowance 
thereunder. 


28. The War Veterans’ Allowance Act, and the Orders in Council mentioned 
in the Schedule to this Act are repealed. 


29. This Act shall come into force on the first day of August, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-six.

Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented

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Mr. Harris (Grey-Bruce), from the Joint Committee of the Senate and the 
House of Commons appointed to consider and report upon a suitable design for 
a distinctive national flag for Canada, presented the Second and Final Report 
of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee held fourteen public sessions. 


The submission of designs to the Committee was publicly invited and up 
to and including this date, 2,695 designs were received and considered. In 
addition, communications in the form of written letters, resolutions and printed 
form cards and printed form letters to the number of 42,168 were received and 
wherever the sender’s name and address were given, receipt was acknowledged. 


Evidence was heard from Colonel A. P. Duguid, D.S.O., Army Historian, 
Department of National Defence, (Army) and from Lieut. Commander Alan 
Beddoe, O.B.E., R.C.N. (R). 


In the discussion of all phases of the subject assigned to the Committee an 
admirable spirit of tolerance and co-operation was reflected. 


By a process of elimination the members of the Committee finally reduced 
their selection to one design, which has been evolved in the course of the 
deliberations of the Committee. The Committee has not prescribed the exact 
details of the design but has agreed upon the following recommendation: 


Your Committee recommends that the National Flag of Canada should be 
the Canadian red ensign with a maple-leaf in autumn golden colors in a 
bordered background of white replacing the coat-of-arms in the fly; the whole 
design to be so proportioned that the size and position of the maple-leaf in 
relation to the Union Jack in the Canton will identify it as a symbol distinctive 
of Canada as a nation.

Mr. Claxton, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the House, 
—Report of the Activities of the Family Allowances Division of the Department 
of National Health and Welfare, for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1946. 
(French edition). 


Mr. Mackenzie King, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before 
the House,—Final Report of the Royal Commission appointed under the pro- 
visions of Order in Council, P.C. 411, approved February 5, 1946: to investigate 
the facts relating to and the circumstances surrounding the communication, by 
public officials and other persons in positions of trust of secret and confidential 
information to agents of a foreign power. 


Mr. Smith (Calgary West), from his place in the House, asked leave 
under Standing Order 31, to move the adjournment of the House for the purpose 
of discussing a definite matter of urgent public importance, namely: 


“the threat to the whole Canadian economy which now exists due to the 
unsatisfactory relations between management and labour, accelerated as it now 
is by the present strike in the steel industry.” 


Mr. Speaker ruled that there was not that degree of urgency required by 
Standing Order 31 and declined to put the motion. 


The following Question on the Order Paper was passed by the House as an 
Order for Return under subsection 4 of Standing Order 44, and an Order of 
the House was issued to the proper officer accordingly, viz:— 

By Mr. Blackmore:—1. Did the Acadia Coal Mines Limited, of Calgary, 
Alberta, during May, 1946, apply to the Industrial Development Bank, Ottawa, 
for a loan of $100,000 to'improve its plant and expand coal production? 
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2. If so, was the application rejected, and for what reason? 


3. What action has the Federal Government taken to provide financial 
assistance to coal producers in order to increase coal production? 


The following Order was issued to the proper officer:— 


By Mr. Dorion:—Order of the House for a copy of all correspondence, 
telegrams, reports and other documents in the possession of the Department 
of National Defence for Air, relating to the construction, development and 
maintenance of the airports at Baie Comeau, Forestville and Grandes 
Bergeronnes, Quebec. 


Mr. Howe moved,—That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, 
at its next sitting, to consider the following proposed Resolution:— 


That it is expedient to present a measure to amend The National Housing 
Act, 1944, and more particularly; 


(1) to provide for changes in the administration of the existing housing 
legislation, consequent. rewording of definitions and references throughout the 
Act; 


(2) to provide for His Majesty to join with approved lending institutions 
in the making of loans for the construction of homes for home owners who 
have a leasehold interest only in the land upon which the home is to be built 
and to take security in such form as may be deemed: necessary to protect the 
interest of His Majesty and the lending institution; 


(3) to lengthen the period within which a joint loan to home owners may 
be repaid from twenty years to twenty-five years; 


(4) to authorize Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation on behalf of 
His Majesty to enter into agreements with builders who will undertake to 
build a specified number of houses to be financed under The National Housing 
Act, 1944, and to offer each such house for sale first to veterans and then to 
others, at a price not in excess of the selling price fixed in the agreement in 
consideration for the undertaking of Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
to purchase such houses from the builders within one year from their com- 
pletion if they have not been sold; 


(5) to authorize Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation to make direct 
loans in outlying areas to borrowers engaged in mining or lumbering, to assist 
them to provide low or moderate-cost housing for rent or sale to their employees 
and others in the area of the operations of the borrowers with a view to making 
possible increased employment in connection with the said operations; 


(6) to authorize Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation to hold, 
operate and manage and lease on terms satisfactory to the Minister, real or 
personal property owned by His Majesty and made available to the Corporation 
for such purpose, and to authorize the Corporation to collect the revenues from 
such properties and to pay such revenues to the Minister, less expenses incurred 
in connection with such properties and less such compensation to Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation as may be agreed upon by the Minister; 


(7) to provide greater facility for the making of joint loans for the con- 
struction on farms. 
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Whereupon, Mr. Howe, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House, That His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed 
of the subject- matter of the said proposed Resolution, recommends it to the 
House. 


Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, at the next 
sitting of the House, to consider the said proposed Resolution.

Your Committee recommends that the Government consider the advisability 
of introducing a bill to amend The Veterans Rehabilitation Act. A draft of 
the bill proposed by your Committee is appended hereto. 
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DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 
to amend 


THE VETERANS REHABILITATION ACT 


An Act to amend The Veterans Rehabilitation Act. 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


1. Section five of The Veterans Rehabilitation Act, chapter thirty-five of 
the statutes of 1945, is amended by adding thereto the following subsection: 

“(3) Where a veteran has been paid allowances under this section while 
waiting for training facilities to be available for him, the period during which 
such allowances are so paid shall not be included in any computation of time so 
as to limit or affect training benefits available to him under section seven of 
this Act.” ; 


2. Subsection three of section seven of the said. Act is repealed and the 
following substituted therefor: 

“(3) No allowance may be paid to a veteran under this section for a total 
period of more than twelve months except that, in special cases prescribed by 
regulation, the allowance may be paid for a period not exceeding the period of 
service of the veteran.” 


3. Subsection two of section eight of the said Act is repealed and the follow- 
ing substituted therefor: 

“(2) The total period for which an allowance may be paid to a veteran 
under this section shall not exceed his period of service, except that, if the 
Minister is of opinion that a veteran’s progress and achievements in the course 
he is taking are such that it is in the interest of the veteran and in the public 
interest that payment of the allowance be continued during a longer period, 
the Minister may pursuant to regulations made in that behalf, extend the period 
during which it may be paid.” 


4. The said Act is further amended by adding immediately after section 
nine thereof the following section: 


“Qa (1) Except as otherwise provided in this Act and notwithstanding any 
other Act or law, no allowance may be paid under section eight or nine of this 
Act to a veteran who has received benefits under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, 
and no benefits may be provided under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, for a 
veteran who has received allowances under either of the two sections aforesaid. 


(2) This section does not apply to a veteran to whom an allowance is paid 
under this Act for the purpose of taking a diploma course in agriculture or 
other vocational training in agriculture. 


(3) This section shall be effective as at the first day of June, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-six; provided however, that in the case of a veteran 
who, prior to such date, commenced a course in agriculture and received allow- 
ances under section eight or nine aforesaid, the Minister may, by regulation, 
on the application of such veteran and on being satisfied that the veteran 
commenced such course in the belief that he would be eligible for benefits under 
The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, give such veteran the option of continuing such 
course or receiving benefits under the said Act.” 
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5. Section eleven of the said Act is amended by adding thereto the following 

subsections: 

“(5) The Minister may, with the approval of the Governor in Council and | 

subject to regulations, 

(a) provide any university in Canada with moneys, whereby and where- 
from the university may make small loans to meet emergency conditions 
among veterans who are being paid allowances pursuant to sections 
eight and nine of this Act, and 

(b) pay expenses of repatriation of a veteran described in clause (i) of 
paragraph (m) of section two of this Act who was discharged in the ` 
United Kingdom in order to take a course of training outside Canada 
approved, by the Minister and the expenses of transportation of the wife 
and child of any such veteran from the United Kingdom to Canada or 
to any place designated by such veteran outside of Canada in which 
he was resident immediately prior to joining the forces. 


(6) A payment pursuant to the immediately preceding section shall not 
affect the amount of benefit to which a veteran would otherwise be entitled 
under The War Service Grants Act, 1944.” 


6. The said Act is further amended by adding immediately after section 
eleven thereof the following section: 

“11a. Where, in the opinion of the Minister, a pensioner requires training 
or re-training by reason of an increase in his pensionable or non-pensionable 
disabilities, the Minister may, pursuant to regulations made in that behalf, 
provide such training or re-training and pay. allowances, and the provisions 
of section ten of The War Service Grants Act, 1944, shall not apply to such 
pensioner.” 


7. The said Act is further amended by adding immediately after section 
seventeen thereof the following sections: 


“17s. (1) No member or former member of the naval, military or air forces 
of His Majesty shall be entitled to allowances or benefits under this Act in 
respect of service in such forces subsequent to, 

(a) the day of his acceptance as a member of the permanent naval or 
military forces or the regular air force of Canada if he is so accepted 
after the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-six; 

(b) the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
six, if on that day he is a member of the permanent naval or military 
forces or the regular air force of Canada serving on active service; or 

(c) the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
six, if he volunteers and is accepted for service in the naval, military or 
air forces of Canada for a special period terminating on or after the 
thirtieth day of September, one thousand nine hundred and- forty- 
seven, unless he was serving on overseas service on the thirty-first day 
of August, one thousand nine hundred and forty-five, and remains 
continuously on the strength of an establishment, unit or ship on 
overseas service, in which case he shall be entitled to allowances and 
benefits in respect of all such service. 


(2) A member or former member of the naval, military or air forces of 
Canada entitled to allowances or benefits under this Act shall be entitled to such 
allowances or benefits in respect of all of his full-time service as such, if he is 
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not accepted as a member of the permanent naval or military forces or the 
regular air force of Canada, or is not accepted for service in the naval, military 
or air forces of Canada for a special period terminating on or after the thirtieth 
day of September, one thousand nine hundred and forty-seven. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection one of this section the expression 
‘overseas service’ has the same meaning as that expression has in The War 
Service Grants Act 1944. 


(4) The Governor in Council may make such regulations as he may deem 
advisable to provide for the termination of entitlement under this Act of persons 
not mentioned in subsection one or subsection two of this section. 


“17B. Any veteran who is caused personal injury by accident arising out 
of or in the course of training with respect to which he is being paid allowances 
under section seven of this Act and who is not eligible for compensation under 
the workmen’s compensation laws of the province in which the accident occurred 


shall, while pursuing such training, be deemed to be an employee in the service * 


of His Majesty within the meaning and for the purposes of the Government 
Employees Compensation Act, and the Minister, with the approval of the 
Governor in Council, may determine the amount of direct monthly wage which 
the veteran shall be deemed to have been receiving at the time of his injury for 
the purposes of computing compensation.” 


8. The said Act is further amended by adding immediately after section 
eighteen thereof the following section: 


“18a. The Governor in Council may define the expression ‘termination of 
the war’ for the purposes of this Act.”

Mr. Croll, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented the 
Twentieth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee has examined the Orders in Council and regulations 
respecting civilian.war pensions and allowances and has embodied its conclusions, 
in part, in a draft of a proposed bill, a copy of which is appended hereto. 


Your Committee recommends that the appropriate officers be instructed 
to draft additional clauses for inclusion in the proposed bill to provide pension 
benefits for 


(a) the following groups similar to those provided for merchant seamen 
and other civilian groups: 


(i) V.A.D.’s who served with the Canadian Army under the provisions 
of Order in Council P.C. 49/3546 of April 30, 1942. 


(11) Former members of the Canadian Red Cross Society and the 
St. Johns Ambulance Brigade who served in an actual theatre 
of war; 
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(iii) Orthopaedic nurses selected by the Canadian Red Cross Society 
for employment by the Scottish Ministry of Health; 
(iv) Former civilian flying personnel of No. 45 Group Ferry Command, 
Royal Air Force, and 
(b) former members of the Pacific Coast Militia Rangers similar to those 
provided for members of the A.R.P.; 


and that the Government consider the advisability of introducing such a bill. 


DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 
An Act respecting Civilian War Pensions and Allowances i 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 


of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 
1. This Act may be cited as The Civilian War Pensions and Allowances 


Act. 
2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 
(a) “Commission” means the Canadian Pension Commission; 


(b) “War” means the war waged by His Majesty and His Majesty’s 
Allies against Germany and Germany’s Allies which for the purposes 
of this Act shall be deemed to have commenced on the first day of 
September, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, the date or 
dates, as the case may be, of termination of which will be such date 
or dates, as may be proclaimed by the Governor in Council; 


3. All claims for pensions, allowances and compensation under this Act 
shall be dealt with and adjudicated upon in like manner as claims under the 
Pension Act and all the provisions of the Pension Act not inconsistent with 
this Act shall, with such modifications as circumstances may require, apply 
to every claim under this Act. 


4. Every department of Government shall furnish the Commission with 
such information and material as the Commission may from time to time require 
for the purpose of considering applications for pensions, allowances and com- 
pensation under this Act. 


PARLE 


CANADIAN MERCHANT SEAMEN AND SALT-WATER FISHERMEN 


Interpretation 


5. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Canadian National’ means a Canadian National as defined in the 
Canadian Nationals Act; 

(b) “Canadian salt-water fisherman” means a British subject who served 
upon a ship engaged in the fishing industry of Canada in Canadian 
tidal waters; 
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(c) “Canadian ship” means a ship of Canadian registry or licence certified 
as such by the Director of Marine Services of the Department of Trans- 
port, but does not include a ship under bareboat charter to any charterer 
resident outside Canada; 

(d) “certified non-Canadian ship” means a ship, other than a Canadian 
ship, when employed on a voyage that the Director of Marine Services 
of the Department of Transport certifies was essential to the prosecu- 
tion of the War on behalf of His Majesty or His Majesty’s allies; 

\ (e) “enemy action, or counter-action against the enemy” includes extra- 
ordinary marine hazards occasioned by the War and encountered by 
a Canadian ship or by a certified non-Canadian ship when employed 
on a voyage that in the opinion of the Commission was essential to 
the prosecution of the War on behalf of His Majesty or His Majesty’s 
allies; 

(f) “ship” includes every description of vessel used in navigation not 
propelled by oars. 


6. For the purposes of this Part the class of a vessel, the nature of the 
trade in which a vessel is engaged and the status of the members of the crew 
shall be determined according to the provisions of the Canada Shipping Act, 
1934, and regulations made thereunder. 


Pensions for Disability and Death 


7. (1) Subject to this Part, pensions shall be awarded in accordance with 
the rates set forth in Schedules A and B of the Pension Act for members of the 
naval forces of Canada, to or in respect of, 


(a) persons who, while serving upon any Canadian ship; 
(b) Canadian nationals who, while serving upon any certified non-Canadian 
ship; and 


(c) Canadian salt-water fishermen who, while serving upon a ship engaged 
in the fishing industry of Canada in Canadian tidal waters, 


during the War and as a direct result of enemy action, of counter-action taken 
against the enemy, suffer injury or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in 
disability or death. 


(2) For the purposes of this Part, injury or disease or aggravation thereof 
shall be deemed to have been suffered while serving upon a Canadian ship or 
upon a certified non-Canadian ship where a is suffered by a person while he is 
out of Canada and 


(a) is proceeding by sea or by land or by air to a Canadian ship or to a 
- certified non-Canadian ship for the purpose of being in the service 
thereof; 


(b) is returning by sea or by land or by air to Canada or to the country 
of which he is a citizen or national, from a Canadian ship or from a 
certified non-Canadian ship after being in the service thereof; or 


(c) is on leave from a Canadian ship or from a certified non-Canadian 
ship that is in a port outside Canada. 
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8. The rate of pension to be awarded to or in respect of a person mentioned 
in section seven of this Act shall be determined according to the rank or rating 
of the naval forces of Canada assigned to such person’s status by the following

9. (1) Subject to subsection two of this section no pension shall be awarded 
under this Part unless an application is made therefor within one year after the 
occurrence of the death or disability in respect of which the pension is claimed. 


(2) Where it is established to the satisfaction of the Commission that 


(a) lack of communication facilities prevented a person from making an 
application within the time limited by subsection one of this section; or 
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(b) a dependent of a person in respect of whose death a pension is claimed 
did not receive notice of the death in time to enable him to make an 
-application within the time limited by subsection one of this section, 


the Commission may, on special application in that behalf, extend the time 
within. which an application for pension may be made. 


10. No pension shall be awarded under this Part in respect of any disability 
or death for which compensation is payable under any workmen’s compensation 
or similar laws unless evidence satisfactory to the Commission is provided 
that a claim for such compensation has not been made and unless the person 
entitled to such compensation submits to the Commission a waiver, in a form 
approved by the Commission, of all claims for such compensation in respect of 
such disability or death. 


11. The Commission may for the purposes of this Part presume death in 
every case where, according to the evidence available as to the circumstances 
surrounding the disappearance of the person whose death is in question or loss 
of the ship upon which he was serving, the Commission is satisfied beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the death has in fact occurred. 


12. Notwithstanding anything in this Part, the Commission shall deduct 
from the pension otherwise payable under this Part to any person in respect 
of death or disability of a Canadian national who served on a certified non- 
Canadian ship, the amount of pension payable to such person in respect of 
such death or disability under the laws of the country in which the ship was 
registered or licensed or to which it was chartered. 


13. Notwithstanding anything in this Part, where a person entitled to a 
pension under this Part is not a Canadian citizen and is not a resident of 
Canada the Commission may, in lieu of that pension, award such pension or 
such lump sum as the Commission deems commensurate with the pension that 
would be payable under this Part to such person if he were a Canadian 
citizen or a resident of Canada, having regard to comparative living costs 
and such other matters that may affect the value of the pension, but no 
pension or amount awarded under this section shall exceed the amount of 
pension that would be payable to such person under this Part if he were a 
Canadian citizen or a resident of Canada. 


Detention Aliowances 


14. (1) In any case where 

(a) a person, while serving upon a Canadian ship during the War; or 

(b) a Canadian national, while serving upon a certified non-Canadian 
ship, or upon a ship engaged in the fishing industry of Canada in 
Canadian tidal waters 


is detained by a foreign country and by reason of such detention payment of 
remuneration to him or on his behalf for such service is discontinued, in whole 
or in part, by his employer, the Commission may, subject to this section, award 
to such person a detention allowance equal to the amount by which the 
remuneration received by him immediately prior to such detention was so 
diminished. 


(2) In the case of a person who served upon a ship engaged in the fishing 
industry and who, at the time of his detention was engaged in a profit-sharing 
venture, the rate of remuneration received by him immediately prior to his 
detention shall, for the purposes of subsection one of this section, be deemed 
to be the average monthly remuneration received by him for the twelve months 
immediately preceding his detention. 
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(3) In the case of a Canadian national who served upon a certified non- 
Canadian ship the Commission shall deduct from the allowance otherwise 
payable to him under this section the amount of any detention or similar 
allowance payable to him under the laws of the country in which the ship was 
registered or licensed or to which it was chartered. 


15. The Commission may pay to the dependents of a person to whom an 
allowance is awarded under section fourteen of this Act such portion of the 
allowance as the Commission in its discretion deems reasonable, and the 
remainder of the amount so awarded shall be paid to such person or to his legal 
representatives upon termination of the detention in respect of which the 
allowance was awarded.

AUXILIARY SERVICES PERSONNEL 


Interpretation 


16. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “helper” means a person who was employed and paid by Canadian 
Legion War Services Inc., The National Council of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations of Canada, Knights of Columbus Canadian 
Army Huts, or Salvation Army Canadian War Services, to assist 
supervisors and who proceeded from Canada for attachment to 
(i) the Canadian naval forces under the authority of the Chief of 
Naval Personnel; 

(ii) active units and formations of the Canadian military forces under 
the authority of the Adjutant-General; or 

(iii) active units and formations of the Canadian air forces under the 
authority of the Air Member for Personnel; 


(b) “member of the Overseas Headquarters Staff” means a person who is 
not a supervisor or helper and who was a member of the Headquarters 
Staff of, and was employed and paid by Canadian Legion War Services 
Inc., The National Council of the Young Men’s Christian Associations 
ef Canada, Knights of Columbus Canadian Army Huts, or Salvation 
Army Canadian War Services, and who proceeded from Canada under 
the authority of the Chief of Naval Personnel, the Adjutant-General 
or Air Member for Personnel; 


(c) “Supervisor” means an authorized -field representative of Canadian 
Legion War Services Inc., The National Council of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations of Canada, Knights of Columbus Canadian 
Army Huts, or Salvation Army Canadian War Services, who directly 
provided services and recreational equipment to any of the naval, 
military or air forces of Canada and who was selected and approved 
by, and proceeded from Canada under the authority of the Chief of 
Naval Personnel, the Adjutant-General or Air Member for Personnel. 


Supervisors 


17. In respect of their service as supervisors rendered between the time of 
embarkation for service outside of Canada and the termination of such service 
by the appropriate naval, military or air force authorities, pensions shall be 
awarded in accordance with the rates set forth in Schedules A and B of the

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Pension Act for Captain (Military) to or in respect of supervisors who suffer 
injury or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in disability or death attribut- 


able to or incurred during such service. i 


Helpers 


18. In respect of their service as helpers rendered between the time of 
embarkation for service outside of Canada and the termination of such service 
by the appropriate naval, military or air force authorities, pensions shall be 
awarded in accordance with the rates set forth in Schedules A and B of the 
Pension Act for Lieutenant (Military) to or in respect of helpers who suffer 
injury or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in disability or death attribut- 
able to or incurred during such service. 


Overseas Headquarters Staff 


19. Subject to section twenty of this Act, pensions shall be awarded in 
accordance with the rates set forth in Schedules A and B of the Pension Act for 
Lieutenant (Military) to or in respect of members of the Overseas Headquarters 
Staff who, during their service as such and as a direct result of enemy action, 
or counter-action against the enemy during the War, suffer injury or disease or 
aggravation thereof resulting in disability or death. 


20. Whenever the appropriate naval, military or air force authorities certify 
that a member of the Overseas Headquarters Staff carried on duties with 
responsibilities comparable with those of an officer of higher rank than that of 
lieutenant, the pension to be awarded under section nineteen of this Act shall be 
that set forth in Schedules A and B of the Pension Act for Captain (Military). 


PART ATT 


Corps oF (CIVILIAN) CANADIAN FIRE FIGHTERS FOR SERVICE IN THE 
UNITED Kincpom 


21. Subject to this Part, pensions shall be awarded in accordance with the 
rates set forth in Schedules A and B of the Pension Act for members of the 
military forces of Canada, to or in respect of members of the Corps of 

(Civilian) Canadian Fire Fighters for Service in the United Kingdom who 
suffer injury or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in disability or death 
attributable to or incurred during their service as members of the said Corps in 
accordance with the provisions of the Pension Act. 


22. The rate of pension to be awarded to or in respect of a member of 
the Corps of (Civilian) Canadian Fire Fighters for Service in the United 
Kingdom shall be determined according to the rank or rating of the military 
forces of Canada assigned to such member’s status by the following table:—

23. (1) All claims for compensation under section twenty-one a of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police Act shall be referred to the Commission for 
consideration and adjudication, and the Commission shall assess the degree 
of disability in respect of which compensation may be awarded under the 
said section. 

(2) Compensation shall be awarded at such rate and in such manner 
as the Governor in Council may from time to time prescribe under section 
twenty-one a of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Act.

Pensions for Disability and Death 


25. Subject to this Part, pensions shall be awarded to or in respect of 
special constables who during the-War and as a direct result of the performance 
of their duties as special constables, suffer injury or disease or aggravation 
thereof resulting in disability or death. 


26. The pension to be awarded under this Part in respect of disability shall 
be awarded at such rate and in such manner as the Governor in Council may 
` from time to time prescribe under section twenty-one a of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Act. 


27. The pensions to be awarded under this Part in respect of death shall 
be awarded in accordance with the provisions of section seventy-six of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police Act and for the purposes of that section the pay 
and allowances which would have been permitted for pension purposes shall 
be the actual pay and allowances of which the special constable was in receipt 
at the time of his death. 


28. Where a special constable is in receipt of a disability pension under 
the Pension Act the amount of pension payable under this Part shall not at any 
time exceed the amount by which the pension authorized by the Pension Act 
for total disability exceeds the pension of which he is in receipt under the 
Pension Act. 


29. No pension shall be awarded under this Part for ‘any disability in 
respect of which a pension is awarded under the Penston Act. 


30. No pension shall be awarded under this Part to or in respect of a 
special constable until he ceases to be a special constable. 
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81. Unless it is established to the satisfaction of the Commission that 
the evidence upon which the application for pension is based was not in 
possession of the applicant or could not reasonably have been obtained by 
such applicant within the times hereinafter prescribed, no pension for death 
shall be awarded under this Part in respect of a special constable unless appli- 
cation is made therefor within one year after the death, and no pension for 
disability shall be awarded under this part to or in respect of a special constable 
unless application is made therefor within one year after he ceases to bea 
special constable. 


32. No pension for death shall be awarded under this Part to or in respect 
of any dependent other than the widow or children of the special constable on 
account of whose death pension is claimed.

AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS WORKERS 


Interpretation 


33. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “air raid precautions worker” means a person registered as a volunteer 
worker in a designated area by an official body organized for air raid 
precautions purposes, a duly registered voluntary evacuation worker 
or a person designated as such by the Commission pursuant to section 
forty-five of this Act; 

(b) “designated area” means any area prescribed by the Governor in 
Council. 

(c) “serious or prolonged disability” does not include a disability of a 
degree less than twenty per centum estimated in the manner provided 
by subsection two of section twenty-four of the Pension Act; 

(d) “war service injury” means, in the case of an air raid K 
worker other than a duly registered voluntary evacuation worker, 
any physical injury sustained during the War and arising out of and 
in the course of his duties as such as a direct result of enemy action, 
or counter-action against the enemy or action in apprehension of 
enemy attack or during a blackout, test or period of training duly 
authorized by the senior air raid precautions officer in the designated 
area in which such injury was sustained, and, in the case of a duly 
registered voluntary evacuation worker, means injuries arising out of 
and in the course of his duties as an evacuation worker. 


Pensions for Disability and Death 


34. Subject to this Part, pensions shall be awarded in accordance with the 
rates set forth in Schedules I and II to this Act in respect of serious or prolonged 
disability or death caused by a war service injury. 


35. No pension shall be awarded under this Part in respect of a war 
service injury sustained by reason of the wilful negligence or improper conduct 
of the air raid precautions worker by or in respect of whom pension is claimed. 


36. No pension in respect of a war service injury shall be paid under 
this Part to or in respect of any person during any period such person receives 
or is entitled to receive in respect of the same injury any grant, allowance,

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compensation, pension or other payment of a like nature, payable out of any 
public funds to which such person has not made a direct financial contribution, 
unless such grant, allowance, compensation, pension or other payment is less 
than the amount of the pension that would otherwise be payable under this 
Part, in which case pension equal to the amount by which the pension that would 
otherwise be payable under this Part exceeds such other grant, allowance, com- 
pensation, pension or other payment, may be paid under this Part during such 
period. 


37. (1) No pension shall be awarded under this Part to the widow of any 
person in respect of the death of such person unless she was wholly or to a 
substantial extent maintained by him at the time of his death, and unless she 
was married to him prior to the day the war service injury in respect of which 
pension is claimed was sustained. 


(2) No additional pension shall be awarded under this Part to any 
marrietl man in respect of his wife unless she was wholly or to a substantial 
extent maintained by him immedately prior to the day the war service injury 
in respect of which such additional pension is claimed was sustained. 


38. The Commission may, in its discretion, deduct from any additional 
pension payable under this Part in respect of any dependent, any amount 
payable by way of grant or allowance, whether payable out of public funds or 
otherwise, for the maintenance of such dependent. 


39. Where any two persons to whom any pensions may be awarded under 
this Part are married to one another, pensions may be paid to them under this 
Part as if they were unmarried, but in every such case the additional pensions, 
if any, that may be awarded under this Part in respect of any dependent child or 
children shall be paid in respect of the injury to the husband unless the wife is 
not wholly or to a substantial extent maintained by him, in which case 
such additional pensions, if any, shall be paid in respect of the injury to the 
parent who is responsible for the support of such dependent child or children. 


40. No additional pension shall be awarded under this Part in respect of 
any child born more than nine months after the day the war service injury 
in respect of which any pension is payable was sustained. 


41. Where a person to whom a pension may be awarded under section 
thirty-four of this Act is a male under the age of sixteen years or a female 
under the age of seventeen years, no pension shall be paid to such person until 
such person, if a male, attains the age of sixteen years, or, if a female, attains 
the age of seventeen years, but the Commission may direct that, until such age 
is attained, the pension shall be administered for the benefit of such person in 
the manner provided by section sixteen of the Pension Act. 


42. No pension shall be awarded under this Part in respect of any dis- 
ability unless application is made therefor within one year after the day the 
war service injury resulting in such disability was sustained, or in the case of a 
male under the age of sixteen years or a female under the age of seventeen 
years, within one year after respective ages are attained, and no pension shall 
be awarded in respect of death unless application is made therefor within 
one year after the death. 


43. Where the death of an air raid precautions worker is attributable to 
war service injury or where at the time of death such worker was in receipt of 
a pension under this Part, and where his estate has not sufficient assets to 
pay the expenses of his burial, the Commission may, if such worker was not 
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an in-patient under treatment in a hospital operated by the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, direct the payment of an amount not exceeding one hundred 
dollars in respect of such expenses. 


44. The Commission may designate as an air raid precautions worker any 
person who as an employee in an essential service, although unregistered as a 
volunteer worker, assisted in air raid precautions work consequent upon enemy 
action, or counter-action against the enemy or a duly authorized blackout. 


PART VII 
CIVILIAN GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES (WAR) 


Interpretation 


45. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “employee” means a person engaged as a permanent or temporary 
civilian employee of 
(i) The Government of Canada, or 
(ii) A company incorporated under Part I of the Companies Act, 
1934, all the issued shares of capital stock of which are owned 
by or held in trust for His Majesty in right of Canada, except 
shares necessary to qualify other persons as directors. 


whether serving with or without remuneration, and includes a salaried person 
directly providing services to the Government of Canada when his employer 
is reimbursed by the Government of Canada for his salary or wages, but does 
not include a person who is engaged locally at any place outside of Canada. 

(b) “salaried person” means a person who is paid a regular periodical 
salary or wage; 

(c) “war injury” means any physical injury that, during the War and 
as a direct result of enemy action, or counter-action taken against 
the enemy, was sustained out of Canada by an employee who was sent 
from Canada for the purpose of performing his duties for or on behalf 
of the Government of Canada; 

(d) “war flight injury” means any physical injury that during the War 
was sustained by an employee as a direct result of an air flight either 
within or outside of Canada, undertaken in aircraft in the Canadian 
Government Trans-Atlantic Air Service or in any aircraft, other 
than commercial aircraft on a scheduled trip, 

(i) in the course of duties arising out of the War; 

(ii) in the course of duties not arising out of the War, when such 
mode of travel was necessitated by conditions arising out of 
the War. 


Leave of Absence 


46. An employee who is a salaried person and who sustains a war injury 
or war flight injury may be granted special leave of absence with pay for such 
period of time as may be certified as necessary by a qualified medical prac- 
titioner and approved by the Commission, but not exceeding a total of one 
hundred and eighty days. 
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Pensions for Disability and Death 


47. Subject to the provisions of this Part pensions shall be awarded to 
or in respect of employees who suffer disability or death as a direct result 
of a war injury or a war flight injury, in accordance with the rates set forth 
in Schedules A and B of the Pension Act, for the rank or rating of the military 
forces of Canada assigned to such employee’s salary by the following table:—

48. (1) For the purposes of section forty-eight of this Act, the salary of 
an employee serving without remuneration or of a part-time employee shall 
be deemed to be the salary that would be paid to a permanent full-time 
employee performing duties of a similar nature, to be determined as provided 
in this section. 


(2) The salary that would be paid to the permanent full-time employee 
shall be fixed in the first instance by the Deputy Minister of the department 
concerned and the Deputy Minister shall notify the Commission in writing 
of the amount so fixed, and wherever possible the Deputy Minister shall fix 
the salary before the employee is exposed to risk of war injury or war flight 
injury. 

(3) The Commission shall determine the salary that would be paid to the 
permanent full-time employee but if the salary determined by the Commission 
is less than the salary fixed by the Deputy Minister the applicant for pension 


may appeal to the Treasury Board and the decision of the Treasury Board 
shall be final. : 


49. In the case of an employee who is entitled to the benefits under section 
forty-seven of this Act, payment of pension under this Part shall not commence 
until the day following completion of the initial period of treatment, or one 


hundred and eighty days after the incurrence of the injury, whichever is 
the earlier. 


50. All benefits under this Part shall be in addition to any benefits to which 
the employees or their dependents may be entitled under the Civil Service Act 
or the Civil Service Superannuation Act, but shall be subject to the deduction 
of any other compensation receivable on account of the war injury or war flight 
injury from any source to which the employee has made no direct contribution. 


51. Any pensions awarded to employees in respect of war injury or war 
flight injury prior to the coming into force of this Act under the authority of 
any order of the Governor in Council made under the War Measures Act may be 
increased in accordance with the rates established by Schedules A and B of the 
Pension Act. 
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PART VIII 
INJURY DURING REMEDIAL TREATMENT 


52. Pensions shall be awarded in accordance with the rates set forth in 
Schedules A and B of the Pension Act for Lieutenant (Military) to or in respect 
of persons who 

(a) were called up for training, service or duty under The National 
Resources Mobilization Act, 1940. 

(b) accepted and underwent treatment of any kind prescribed by the 
Department of Veterans Affairs for the purpose of improving their 
physical condition and rendering them fit for such training, service 
or duty, and 

(c) suffer injury or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in disability 
or death arising out of or directly connected with such treatment 


as if the persons had been members of the forces. 


53. Pensions shall be awarded in accordance with the rates set forth in 
Schedules A and B of the Pension Act for Lieutenant (Military) to or in 
respect of persons who 

(a) volunteered for active service in the naval, military or air forces of 
Canada but were not accepted owing to their physical condition, 

(b) were furnished with remedial treatment by the Department of Veterans 
Affairs, under the conditions prescribed by the Governor in Council, 
for the purpose of rendering them fit for active service in the said 
forces, and 

(c) suffer injury or disease or aggravation thereof resulting in disability or 
death arising out of or directly connected with such treatment 


as if the persons had been members of the forces. 


PART IX 


54. Subject to the provisions of this Part, pensions shall be awarded in 
accordance with the rates set forth in Schedule B of the Pension Act for 
members of the naval forces of Canada in respect of all pilots and members of 
the crew of pilot boats who while serving upon a pilot boat during the war, 
suffered death as a direct result of the collision of such pilot boat with another 
vessel in tidal waters, in or near to any area, that was at any time prior to 
the coming into force of this Act declared to be a “designated area” by the 
Treasury Board. 


55. The rate of pension payable in respect of a person mentioned in this 
part shall be determined according to the rank or rating of the naval forces 
of Canada assigned to such person’s status by the table set out in Section 8 
of this Act. 


56. No pension shall be payable under this Act to or in respect of any 
dependent other than the widow or children of the person on account of whose 
death pension is claimed. 


57. No pension shall be payable under this Part unless application is made 
therefor within one year after the coming into force of this Act.

(c) a gratuity of fifteen dollars for every thirty days of service in an 
actual theatre of war as defined in The War Service Grants Act, 1944; 
and that 


4. former civilian flying personnel of No. 45 Group, Ferry Command, Royal 
Air Force, be granted ! 
(a) vocational and educational training as for veterans; 
(b) benefits under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942; 
(c) a gratuity of fifteen dollars for every thirty days of service; 
(d) a re-establishment credit of fifteen dollars for every thirty days of 
service; 
(e) eligibility for Class III treatment as provided for veterans under the 
Veterans Affairs Act; 


(f) eligibility under The Veterans Insurance Act, and PE 
(g) income tax exemption as great as that granted any other civilian group. 


Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented

Your Committee recommends that the Government consider the advisability 
_ of introducing a bill to amend The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942. A draft of the 
bill proposed by your Committee is appended hereto. 


DRAFT OF A PROPOSED BILL 
An Act to amend The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 


of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 
1. Section three of The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, chapter thirty-three of 
the statutes of 1942-43, is repealed and the following substituted therefor: 


3. (1) The Governor in Council may appoint an officer to be known as ‘The 
Director, The Veterans’ Land Act” (in this Act referred to as “the Director’) 
who shall be responsible to the Minister and be paid such salary as may be 
fixed by the Governor in Council. 

(2) This Act shall be administered by the Minister and the powers and 
duties conferred or imposed by this Act on the Director shall be exercised or 
performed subject to the direction of the Minister. 


2. Paragraph (h) of subsection one of section nine of the said Act is 
repealed. 


3. The said section nine is further amended by adding thereto the following 
= subsections: — 

“(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection one of this section and 
subject otherwise to the provisions of this Act and the regulations made there- 
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under, the Director may contract with a veteran certified by him to be qualified 
to participate in the benefits of this Act for the sale to such veterans of land and 
improvements thereon, building materials, livestock and farm equipment, up 
to a total cost to the Director of five thousand eight hundred dollars, but subject 
to the following conditions: — 


(a) that the cost to the Director of livestock and farm equipment shall not 
exceed the sum of three thousand dollars; 


(b) that the cost to the Director of land and improvements and building 
materials shall not exceed an amount by which the sum of five thousand 
eight hundred dollars exceeds the cost to the Director of livestock and 
farm equipment; 

(c) that the veteran has paid to the Director twenty per centum of the 
cost to the Director of the livestock and farm equipment and ten per 
centum of the cost to the Director of the land, improvements thereon 
and building materials; 


(d) that the sale price to a veteran of land, improvements and building 
materials and livestock and farm equipment, shall be, in addition to 
any sum paid by the veteran before contract made, a sum equal to 
forty per cent of the cost to the Director of the livestock and farm 
equipment and fifty per cent of the cost to the Director of land, 
improvements thereon and building materials; 


(e) that the interest rate payable by a veteran shall be three and one-half 
per centum per annum; 


(f) that the balance of the purchase price payable by a veteran may be 
extended over a term not in excess of ten years for the payment of live- 
stock and farm equipment and not in excess of twenty-five years for 
the payment of land and improvements thereon and building material; 


(g) that livestock and farm equipment shall be sold under this subsection 
only to a veteran who at the time of such sale buys land from the 
Director or who occupies land under a rental or purchase agreement. 
satisfactory to the Director, and the cost to the Director of such live- 
stock and equipment shall not exceed forty per cent of 
(i) the cost to the Director of the land, improvements and building 

materials sold to the said veteran; or 
(ii) the value of the land occupied by a veteran under a rental or 
purchase agreement as estimated by the Director. 


(4) In the case of any contract made between the Director and a veteran 
under subsection one or three of this section save upon payment in full to the 
Director of the total outstanding cost to the Director of the land, improvements, 


livestock and farm equipment together with interest at the said rate on the ` 


said outstanding cost and all other charges owing by the veteran in respect. 
thereof, no sale, assignment, or other disposition of the subject-matter of a 
contract between a veteran and the Director shall be made by the veteran, nor 
shall a conveyance or transfer be given by the Director to a veteran during a 
period of ten years following the date of the relative contract and thereafter 
only if the veteran has complied with the terms of his agreement for the said 
ten-year period. 


(5) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection four of this section, in 
the case of any contract for the sale of livestock and equipment made between 
the Director and a veteran who occupies land under a rental or purchase agree- 
ment and who subsequently enters into a contract to buy land from the Director 
before the terms of the contract for the sale of livestock and equipment have 
been completely fulfilled, the Director shall not give a conveyance or transfer 
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in respect of the said land or improvements thereon or building materials until 
the terms of the contract for the sale of the said livestock and equipment have 
been completely fulfilled. 


: (6) The Director shall not enter into a contract for the sale of land, 
Improvements, building materials, livestock, farm equipment or commercial 
fishing equipment to a veteran who is in default in respect of any contract 
previously entered into under this Act.” 


4. Section twenty-three of the said Act is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor :— 


“23. Save with the approval of the Minister loans or advances authorized 
by this Act shall not be made to persons who obtained loans or advances under 
the provisions of the Soldier Settlement Act, and who are indebted to the 
Director of Soldier Settlement.” 


5. (1) The part of subsection one of section thirty-seven of the said Act 
that precedes paragraph (a) thereof is repealed and the following substituted 
therefor: 

“37. (1) The Governor in Council may, subject to the provisions of this 
Act, make regulations prescribing:” 

i (2) Paragraph (j) of subsection one of section thirty-seven of the said Act 
is repealed and the following substituted therefor: 


“ (J) with respect to any other matter concerning which the Minister deems 
regulations necessary for the execution of the purposes of this Act.” 

(3) Subsection one a of section thirty-seven of the said Act is repealed and 
the following substituted therefor: 


“(14) The Director may with the approval of the Minister make regulations 
authorizing persons named therein to exercise or perform with respect to such 
matters as may be specified therein, any of the powers or duties conferred or 
imposed by this Act on the Director.”

Mr. MacKinnon, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the 
House,—Copy of Agreement between Canada and the United Kingdom designed 
to insure a measure of security in the supply and of stability in the price of wheat 
supplied by Canada to the United Kingdom. (English and French editions). 


Mr. St. Laurent, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the

Provision is also made for entitlement of a member or former member of the 
Canadian forces to the statutory allowances and benefits in respect of all of his 
full-time service, if he is not accepted as a member of the permanent or regular 
force, or is not accepted for service for a special prescribed period; also for 
bringing a veteran suffering personal injury by accident when in training under 
the Government Employees Compensation . Act. 
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Whereupon, Mr. Mackenzie, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House, That His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed 
of the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolution, recommends it to the 
House.

| sented the Twenty-fifth and Final Report of the said Committee, which is as 
follows:— 


Pursuant to its Order of Reference, your Committee has examined all 

legislation passed since the beginning of World War II relating to the pensions, 

Ee treatment and re-establishment of veterans and of other persons who engaged 

j i in activities closely related to the war. In respect to the latter, particular 

i attention has been paid to the claims of those civilians whose duties took 
them overseas. 


r Immediately your Committee set to work it became apparent that if its 
_ task were to be completed during the present session it would be impossible 
i to devote any time to individual claims or submissions advancing personal views. 
hie The Committee, therefore, decided that only those proposals which reflected 
ie the views of representative groups should be accepted for consideration. While 
this rule has been strictly followed, every submission made on behalf of any 
a considerable number of persons, either veterans or civilians, has been carefully 


considered and no request for a hearing from any such group has been denied. 
The Committee has held 52 meetings and heard 57 witnesses, including repre- 
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sentatives of veteran organizations, the Canadian Red Cross Society and other 
civilian organizations, of the armed services and the various departments 
concerned. 


The following draft bills have been reported to the House, for the considera- 
tion of the Government, embodying the recommendations of the Committee: 


1. Bill: An Act respecting benefits for persons who served in the Women’s 
Royal Naval Services and the South African Military Nursing Service, known 
as Women’s Royal Naval Services and the South African Military Nursing 
Service (Benefits) Act; 


2. Bill: An Act to amend the Soldier Settlement Act; 
3. Bill: An Act to amend The Veterans Rehabilitation Act; 


4. Bill: An Act to amend The Veterans Rehabilitation Act (University 
grants) ; 


5. Bill: An Act to amend the Pension Act; 
6. Bill: An Act to amend The War Service Grants Act, 1944; 


7. Bill: An Act respecting benefits to certain persons who were recruited 
in Canada by United Kingdom authorities for special duties in war areas, 
known as Special Operators War Service Benefits Act; 


8. Bill: An Act to provide for the Reinstatement in Civil Employment of 
discharged members of His Majesty’s Forces and other designated classes of 
persons, known as The Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1946; 


9. Bill: An Act respecting loans to veterans to assist in their establish- 
ment in business or professionally, known as The Veterans Business and Pro- 
fessional Loans Act; 


10. Bill: An Act respecting veterans of forces allied with Canada, known as 
The Allied Veterans Benefits Act; 


11. Bill: An Act respecting allowances for war veterans and dependents, 
known as The War Veterans’ Allowance Act, 1946; 


12. Bill: An Act respecting civilian war pensions and allowances, known as 
The Civilian War Pensions and Allowances Act; 


18. Bill: An Act to amend The Veterans’ Land Act. 


Your Committee has also reported the following recommendations to the 
House :— 


1. That the period in which application may be made by soldier settlers 
for reduction in the amount of their indebtedness to the Director, Soldier 
Settlement Act, under the provisions of Orders in Council P.C. 10472, dated 
November 19, 1942, and P.C. 191/6282, dated September 28, 1945, be extended 
to the first day of September, 1946; 


2. That the Government give consideration to the introduction of a bill to 
amend The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, to provide that the total cost of all homes 
over six thousand dollars presently constructed or in actual process of con- 
struction under the Small Holdings Scheme be subsidized twenty-three and 
one-third per cent. 


3. That the Government take the appropriate action to ensure that all 
departments and agencies of the Dominion Government comply fully with the 
provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act; 
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4. That income tax be remitted in respect of detention allowances payable 
to merchant seamen under the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 12/4209 dated 
12th June, 1941, as amended by P.C. 87/5204 dated 16th July, 1941; 


5. That the Government consider the advisability of introducing a bill 
providing that: 

1. the supervisors of the auxiliary service and fire fighters of the Corps 
of Canadian Fire Fighters dispatched overseas, and members of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society and St. Johns Ambulance Brigade who 
served in an actual theatre of war, be accorded all benefits, pensions, 
rehabilitation rights and income tax exemptions as members of the 
armed forces; 


2. the V.A.D.’s who served with the Canadian Army under the pro+ 
visions of Order in Council P.C. 49/3546 of April 30, 1942, be granted 
(a) eligibility for Class III treatment as provided for veterans under 

the Veterans Affairs Act, and 
(b) if pensionable, eligibility for vocational training as provided for 

veterans, or equivalent educational training; 


3. the orthopaedic nurses who were selected by the Canadian Red 
Cross Society for employment by the Scottish Ministry of Health be 
granted 
(a) eligibility for Class III treatment as provided for veterans under 

the Veterans Affairs Act, 

(b) if pensionable, eligibility for vocational training as provided for 
veterans, or equivalent educational training, and 
(c) gratuity of fifteen dollars for every thirty days of service in an 

actual theatre of war as defined in The War Service Grants Act, 1944; 

and that 


4. former civilian flying personnel of No. 45 Group, Ferry Command} 

Royal Air Force, be granted 

(a) vocational and educational training as for veterans; 

(b) benefits under The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942; 

(c) a gratuity of fifteen dollars for every thirty days of service; 

(d) a re-establishment credit of fifteen dollars for every thirty days of 
service; 

(e) eligibility for Class III treatment as provided for veterans under 
the Veterans Affairs Act; 

(f) eligibility under The Veterans Insurance Act, and 

(g) income tax exemption as great as that granted any other civilian 
group. 


6. That the present civil service preference for disabled veterans and 
veterans who served overseas be extended to cover all employment, both tem- 
porary and permanent, by the House of Commons and by Dominion Govern- 
ment agencies, inclusive of Crown companies. 


Your Committee further recommends: 


(1) That the Government consider the extension of priorities in the pur- 
chase of surplus war assets to veterans on certification by the Department of 
Veterans Affairs; 

(2) That the Government consider the remission of income tax in respect 
of the earnings of Canadian War Correspondents while assigned to duty in an 
actual theatre of war. 
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Representations were also received on behalf of instructors in elementary 
training flying schools and air observer schools, the transport service of the 
Northwest Field Force, 1885, the headquarters staff of the auxiliary services, 
civil security police and radio engineers. After careful consideration it was 
decided that no recommendation be made in respect to these groups. 


In addition to the foregoing, a subcommittee was appointed to study a 
proposal presented to your Committee that the conditional grant under the 
provisions of The Veterans’ Land Act be made available to veteran members 
of co-operative farm associations. The subcommittee heard representations 
from the Hon. John H. Sturdy, Minister of Reconstruction for the Province 
of Saskatchewan, and sought the advice of the Director, The Veterans’ Land 
Act, Mr. G. A. Murchison. The Committee, while sympathetic to any sug- 
gestion which might contribute to the successful rehabilitation of veterans, 
was unable to find a solution to the administrative problems inherent in Mr. 
Sturdy’s proposal, and concurred in the subcommittee’s recommendation that 
the facilities offered under existing legislation for land settlement on a co-opera- 
tive basis be further explored, and that the departmental officers continue 
negotiations with the Province in an endeavour to formulate some mutually 
satisfactory scheme. 


Various proposals have been examined for extension or curtailment of the 
veteran preference for employment in the Civil Service. Your Committee does 
not recommend any change in the existing legislation at the present time. 


Your Committee wishes to express its appreciation of the valuable assist- 
ance and co-operation given it by Mr. W. S. Woods, C.M.G., Deputy Minister 
of Veterans Affairs; Brigadier J. L. Melville, C.B.E., M.C., Chairman, Canadian 
Pension Commission; Mr. C. H. Bland, C.M.G., Chairman, Civil Service Com- 
mission; Mr. G. A. Murchison, Director, Soldier Settlement and Veterans’ Land 
Act; Col. F. J. G. Garneau, O.B.E., Chairman, War Veterans’ Allowance Board, 
and other departmental officers who have placed their experience and knowledge 
at the disposal of the Committee.

Complying with an Order of Reference dated May 10, 1946, your Com- 
mittee has given consideration to Votes 41 to 56, both inclusive, of the Estimates 
of the Department of External Affairs for the current fiscal year. 


Your Committee has held twenty meetings in the course of which Mr. H. H. 
Wrong, Associate Under Secretary of State for External Affairs, and chiefs 
of the various divisions of that department have been heard. 


Evidence has also been taken from Mr. F. P. Varcoe, Deputy Minister 
of Justice, with respect to War Crimes Regulations (Canada), and from Mr. 
A. L. Jolliffe, Director of Immigration, Department of Mines and Resources, 
regarding the regulations affecting the admission of immigrants to Canada. 


One sitting was devoted to the activities of the United Nations Society in 
Canada, when Mr. Eric W. Morse, National Secretary, was heard. 


Your Committee approves of the said Estimates, Votes 41 to 56, and 
commends them to the consideration of the House. 


Your Committee recommends that the Government consider the advisability 
of extending the validity period of passports from two to five years and of 
having passport application forms available in all appropriate government 
offices including post offices in all cities, towns and centres of population of 
1,000 or more in Canada. 


Your Committee suggests that the Government consider the possibility of 
devoting one hour per week in the House of Commons to international develop- 
ments and conferences. 
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On the question of Financial Commitments, your Committee recommends 
that the Department of External Affairs take whatever steps are necessary 
to insure adequate controls over expenditures of Canada’s contributions to the 
various International Bodies on which Canada is represented. 


A request to appear before the Committee having been received from the 
Zionist and Arab Organizations of Canada, your Committee felt that it should 
grant their request and consequently both Organizations were heard on July 
12, 19 and 22. 


Your Committee wishes to pay tribute to the co-operation afforded by the 
officials of the Department of External Affairs and to other witnesses.

The Bill No. 336, An Act. to amend The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, was again 
considered in Committee of the Whole; 
And the House continuing in Committee; 


Objection being taken in Committee to the decision of the Chairman (Mr. 
Macdonald, Brantford City) on a point of Order, and an appeal being made to 
the House; 


Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair, and the Chairman of the Committee made 
the following report:— 


“In Committee of the Whole during consideration of Bill No. 336, An Act 
to amend The Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, Mr. Pouliot moved. in amendment: 
That a new clause numbered 1 be added to the Bill as follows:— 


Paragraph “d” Section 2 of the Veterans’ Land Act, 1942, Chapter 33 of 
the Statutes of 1942-43 be repealed and the following be substituted therefor :— 
(d) Veteran means a person who at any time during World War II has 
been in the Militia, the Air Force or Naval Services of the Canadian Armed 


Forces, whether serving voluntarily or in virtue of the National Resources 
Mobilization Act. 


The Chairman ruled this amendment out of Order on the ground that. its 
effect would be to increase the number of persons entitled to the benefits of the 
Bill and would therefore impose added charges on the people. Such a motion 
can be made only by a Minister with the consent of the Crown. 


Whereupon Mr. Pouliot appealed from the ruling of the Chairman.” 


The question being put by Mr. Speaker: Shall the ruling of the Chairman 
be confirmed?—it was decided in the affirmative on the following division:—

On motion of Mr. Bradette, the Second Report of the Standing Com- 
mittee on External Affairs, presented to the House on July 31, 1946, was 
concurred in. 


The House resolved itself again into Committee of Ways and Means. 
\ (In the Committee) 


The following Resolutions were adopted :— 
INCOME WAR TAX ACT 


Resolved, that it is expedient to amend The Income War Tax Act and to 
provide: 

1. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years the present rules for 
computation of personal income tax be replaced by the following schedule of 
graduated rates: 


On the first $250 of income or any portion thereof, 22 per cent per 
annum; or 


$55 upon the income of $250; and 25 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $250 and does not exceed $1,000; or 
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$242.50 upon the income of $1,000; and 28 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $1,000 and does not exceed $2,500; or 
$662.50 upon the income of $2,500; and 31 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $2,500 and does not exceed $4,500; or 
$1,282.50 upon the income of $4,500; and 34 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $4,500 and does not exceed $6,500; or 
$1,962.50 upon the income of $6,500; and 38 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $6,500 and does not exceed $8,500; or 
$2,722.50 upon the income of $8,500; and 42 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $8,500 and does not exceed $10,500; or 
$3,562.50 upon the income of $10,500; and 46 per cent upon the amount 
by which the income exceeds $10,500 and does not exceed $13,000; or 
$4,712.50 upon the income of $13,000; and 50 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $13,000 and does not exceed $18,000; or 
$7,212.50 upon the income of $18,000 and 55 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $18,000 and does not exceed $30,000; or 
$13,812.50 upon the income of $30,000 and 60 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $30,000 and does not exceed $50,000; or 
$25,812.50 upon the income of $50,000 and 65 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $50,000 and does not exceed $70,000; or 
$38,812.50 upon the income of $70,000 and 70 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $70,000 and does not exceed $100,000; or 
$59,812.50 upon the income of $100,000 and 75 per cent upon the amount 
by which the income exceeds $100,000 and does not exceed $150,000; or 
$97,312.50 upon the income of $150,000 and 80 per cent upon the amount 
by which the income exceeds $150,000 and does not exceed $250,000; or 
$177,312.50 upon the income of $250,000 and 85 per cent upon the amount 
by which the income exceeds $250,000. 


2. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years the following deductions 

from income be allowed:— 

(a) $1,500 in the case of married persons and persons allowed a deduction 
equivalent to that of a married person and $750 in the case of all 
other persons; 

(b) $300 in the case of dependents not eligible for family allowances, 
$100 in the case of children eligible for family allowances and amounts 
not exceeding $300 contributed to the support of partial dependents. 


3. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years the deduction of $1,500 
from the income of a married person be reduced, 
(a) where the spouse has an income of more than $250 and less than $750 
by the amount by which the spouse’s income is more than $250, or 
(6) where the spouse has an income of more than $750, to $750 
whether or not the wife’s income is earned income. 


4. That in respect of income earned after December 31, 1946, the ordinary 
income tax rate for corporation income be increased from 18 per cent to 30 
per cent and from 20 per cent to 32 per cent in a case where a company and its 
subsidiaries file a consolidated return. 


5. That the exemption of investment income for purposes of the 4 per 
cent tax on investment income be increased for the 1947 and subsequent 
taxation years from $1,500 to $1,800. 


6. That a deduction from tax be allowed in the 1946 and subsequent taxation 
years to a taxpayer who resides or is ordinarily resident in Canada during 
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only a part of the taxation year of a portion of the tax that would otherwise 
be payable upon his income during the taxation year that bears the same 
relation to the whole tax as the period in the taxation year during which he is 
not resident or ordinarily resident in Canada bears to the whole taxation year. 


7. That there be established, with provision for the expenses thereof, an 
Income Tax Appeal Board consisting of a chairman and two assistant chairmen 


` having specified legal qualifications and not less than three nor more than nine 


other members appointed by the Governor in Council, as a court of record, 
to hear, in any part of Canada, appeals from assessments made by the Minister 
of National Revenue in respect of the 1946 and subsequent taxation years and 
that an appeal may be taken from a decision of the Appeal Board to the 
Exchequer Court of Canada. 


8. That there be established, with provision for the expenses thereof, an 
Income Tax Advisory Board consisting of a chairman and not less than two nor 
more than six other members appointed by the Governor in Council to which a 
taxpayer may require the Minister of National Revenue to refer for hearing, 
consideration and advice a decision to which the taxpayer objects made by 
the Minister in the exercise of specified discretionary powers in respect of an 
assessment for the 1946 and subsequent taxation years. 


9. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years, a taxpayer, other than 
a corporation or joint stock company, may deduct from the tax otherwise 
payable by him the amount. of tax on income paid by him to the Government 
of any province in which he resides not exceeding five per cent of the tax other- 
wise payable by him. 


10. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years, a corporation other than 
a corporation whose income is primarily obtained from mining or logging 
operations shall not be allowed to deduct from income any corporation tax as 
defined in the existing wartime tax agreements paid to the Government of a 
province. 


11. That there be allowed as a deduction from income earned after January 
1, 1947, of a corporation whose income or on that part of such income is primarily 
obtained from mining or logging operations taxes paid by it to the Govern- 
ment of any province including income tax on income earned after January 1, 
1947. 


12. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years, the provision exempt- 
ing the income of certain co-operative companies and associations be repealed 
and that for the 1946 and subsequent taxation years provision be made that 
there may be deducted from a taxpayer’s income the aggregate of the payments 
made, 

(a) in the taxation year or within twelve months thereafter to his customers 

of the taxation year; and 

(b) in the taxation year to his customers of a previous taxation year and 

not previously deducted under paragraph (a) 


in respect of specified allocations in proportion to patronage for the said years 
the prospect of which was held forth . 
(c) by the statute or bylaws under which the taxpayer carries on business 
or by his contracts with his customers, or 
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(d) by the taxpayer in a specified manner prior to the commencement of 
the taxation year 


except that portion of such payments as would if deducted leave the taxpayer 
with an income less than an amount determined by deducting from three per cent 
of the capital employed in the business, including therein borrowed moneys, the 
interest paid by the taxpayer on borrowed moneys and deductible as an expense 
in computing his income. 


13. That for the 1946 and subsequent taxation years, paragraph (q) of 
section four which exempts from taxation the income of credit unions be 
amended to exempt the income of any credit union or any corporation or 
association the members of which are credit unions which derives its revenue 
primarily from loans made to members residing within the province to which it 
is restricted for carrying on its business. 


14. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years, the provision exempt- 
ing from tax the income of mutual corporations not having a capital represented 
by shares be amended to remove therefrom mutual insurance corporations 
except mutual insurance corporations which derive their premiums wholly from 
insurance of churches, schools or other religious, educational or charitable 
institutions. 


15. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years, there may be deducted 
for the purposes of this Act, from the income of insurance companies, other 
than life insurance companies, whether mutual corporations or, joint stock 
companies, amounts credited to policyholders by way of dividends or refund 
of premiums or of premium deposits and either 

(a) paid to the policyholder, 

(b) credited to the policyholder on account of premiums for renewal of 

policies or 

(c) eredited on terms under which the policyholder is entitled to or may 

obtain payment thereof within a period not exceeding thirty days 
after demand for payment by him and if notice of crediting on such 
terms has been given to the policyholder. 


16. That the income of a corporation or association commencing business 
after December 31, 1946, incorporated or registered under provincial co-operative 
legislation and organized and operated as a bona fide co-operative for the purpose 
of marketing natural products of or acquired from its members, or of purchas- 
ing supplies, equipment or household necessities for, or to be sold to, or of 
performing services for, its members be exempt from taxation during the first 
three complete taxation years following the commencement of business. 


17. That a farmer or fisherman be permitted for the 1948 and subsequent — 


taxation years, at his option, to compute his liability to pay tax on the average 
of his income for the taxation year and the two preceding taxation years. 


18. That for the 1946 and subsequent taxation years, the service pay and 
allowances, other than travelling allowances or separation allowances in place 
of travelling allowances, of a member of the permanent Canadian naval, 
military or air forces paid at the new rates of pay and allowances established 
for the said permanent forces be taxable income of a member irrespective of 
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(a) whether he is serving within or outside of Canada; or 
(b) whether he receives the pay and allowances during the first six months 
after his return to Canada. 


_ 19. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years the pay and allowances 
of a member of the non-permanent Canadian naval, military or air forces 
other than the pay and allowances received by a member serving outside of 
the Western Hemisphere or within six months of his return thereto be taxable 
income of the said member and that the provisions for 


(a) a tax credit in respect of pay and allowances exceeding $1,600 as pro- 
vided by Rule 2 of Section 3 of Paragraph A of the First Schedule; 
and for 


(b) taxation of a member serving outside of Canada in the Western 
Hemisphere at one-half the effective rate of tax applicable to his total 
income 


be repealed. 


20. That the exemption of amounts received by members of the merchant 
marine as war risk bonuses in respect of service in a war risk zone and of the 
value of board and lodging received on shipboard, while performing service 
in respect of which such bonuses are payable be repealed for 1947 and subsequent 
taxation years. 


21. That, where an elected member of a provincial legislature is, under an 
act of the provincial legislature, paid an allowance for expenses incidental to 
the discharge of his duties as a member, the allowance received in the 1946 
or a subsequent taxation year be deemed, to the extent of not more than one- 
third of the aggregate of his normal sessional indemnity as a member and the 
said allowance, not to be salary or taxable as income. 


22. That where the author or joint author of a literary, dramatic, musical 
or artistic work on which he was engaged for a period of more than twelve 
months assigns the copyright therein wholly or partially and has in the 1946 
or a subsequent taxation year received within one year of the assignment in 
consideration therefor an amount, the whole of which would otherwise be 
included in computing his income during the taxation year a specified part or 
parts of the consideration may, at his option, be attributed to his income during 
certain previous taxation years. 


23. That the special rates provided for Non-Resident-Owned Investment 
Corporations be reduced for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years from 224 
per cent to 15 per cent but that such corporations be taxable on all income 
received in Canada subject to deductions from the said income in respect. of 
interest and dividends received from other such corporations and foreign taxes 
paid by the corporation. 


24. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years investment corpora- 
tions whose profits are now exempt from tax under paragraph (f) of section 
seven of The Excess Profits Tax Act, 1940, be exempt from tax upon income 
and that such corporations that would be so exempt except that they have 
outstanding bonds, debentures or other securities evidencing bonded indebted- 
ness pay tax upon income at one-half the rate for corporations. 


25. That for taxation years ending after June 30, 1947, a corporation be 
permitted to deduct from income amounts paid to charitable organizations not 
exceeding 5 per cent of the income of the corporation subject to taxation 
without the limitation presently thereon. 
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26. That persons entitled to a payment out of an employee’s superannua- 
tion or pension fund or plan, the investment income of which has been exempt 
from taxation by reason of an election for such exemption by the trustees or 
corporation administering the fund or plan, be allowed in the 1946 and subse- 
quent taxation years as an alternative to the present deduction from the pension 
or superannuation payment, an amount computed on the basis of the amounts 
paid by the employee together with simple interest on such amounts at 3 per 
cent per annum. 


27. That the special provisions with regard to, 

(a) payments out of a superannuation .or pension fund plan upon the 
death, withdrawal or retirement from employment of an employee or 
former employee in full satisfaction of all his rights in the fund or plan, 

(b) payments by an employer to an employee upon retirement in recogni- 
tion of long service, and 

(c) payments by a person to a former employee in respect of loss of office 
or employment 


be replaced by a provision for the taxation of amounts so received after June 27, 
1946, at the option of the taxpayer either as income for the year in which he 
received the amounts or at a rate equal to the percentage which the tax upon 
the taxpayer’s income during his last full year in the employment is of that income. 


28. That for 1946 and subsequent taxation years the provision under which 
the Minister may allow double depreciation in respect of plant or equipment 
built or acquired as a new investment in a period to be fixed by the Governor 
in Council be amended to provide that the allowance be made only in respect 
of such classes of plant or equipment as may be determined by the Governor in 
Council.

The position of Assistant Librarian has been filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Robert M. Hamilton, B.A., who also holds the degree of 
Bachelor of Library Science. 


Several changes have been made in the library routine which it is hoped 
will provide Senators and Members with better service, but the Librarians again 
point out that not until additional adequate shelving space is provided can 
any attempt be made to institute a really modern system in the Library of 
Parliament. The Public Works Department has promised us some room in the 
new Supreme Court Building, but this will be only a minor and temporary relief. 


A new system of fluorescent lighting has been installed in two bays of the 
library. ‘This lighting will be extended throughout the library after the passing 
of Public Works estimates this session. 


The current literature has been procured as far as the resources of the 
library have permitted. The cost of books and essential services has increased 
greatly but it is expected that the sum of money withdrawn from the library 
vote some years ago as a wartime economy will be restored this year. 
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The statistics of the Library will be presented to the Joint Committee on the 
Library at its first meeting.

It is with feelings of regret that I am concluding my official relationship 
as the Representative of His Majesty The King in this country. It has been an 
honour and a great privilege to have served as Governor-General during the 
most eventful and calamitous years in the history of our time. The period of 
the war was frought with innumerable difficulties many of which appeared at 
the time to be insurmountable. But Parliament and the Canadian people, by 
their unselfish and untiring devotion to the cause of freedom, played a major 
part in the victorious struggle of the United Nations against the implacable 
enemies of democracy. 


My numerous tours of this vast country have enabled me to see almost 
every section of Canada. 


I have been a witness of the efficiency, perserverance and courage displayed 
by the men and women of Canada, whether they served in the Armed Forces or 
were engaged in factories or in one of the numerous societies which performed 
such miracles of organization and effectiveness. This ready response to the 
call of duty was an evidence of the loyalty of the Canadian people to His 
Majesty the King and to the British Commonwealth of Nations, of which Canada 
is so important a part. 


I am very pleased to record that my relations with the Members of both 


Houses have been of the happiest. 


I shall not fail, on my return to England, to convey to Their Majesties the 
King and Queen the loyal sentiments so admirably expressed in your address. 
It will be my pleasure also to convey to Queen Mary your kind remembrances. 
Her Majesty the Queen Mother has the warmest interest in the people of this 
Country. : 


I join with you in expressing the hope that Their Royal Highnesses the 
Princess Elizabeth and the Princess Margaret may pay a visit to Canada in 
‘the near future. 


On behalf of Princess Alice I wish to convey to you Her Royal Highness’s 
appreciation for the very kind references you have made to her in your address. 
These have touched us both very deeply. 


We shall never forget what Canada has contributed during the past isix 
difficult and testing years. She earned the admiration and true gratitude of 
all free peoples for her magnificent and munificent contribution to the victorious 
prosecution of the war and to the welfare and rehabilitation of the suffering 
peoples of the world. 

In bidding you farewell, Princess Alice and I wish to assure you of our 
deep and abiding affection and at the same time to express our complete con- 
fidence in the continued prosperity of Canada and the maintenance of her

At six o’clock, p.m., Mr. Speaker adjourned the House without question 
put, pursuant to Standing Order 6, until to-morrow, at eleven o’clock, a.m. 
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Mr. Brown, from the Special Joint Committee of the Senate and the House 
of Commons, appointed to examine and consider the Indian Act (Chapter 98, 
RS.C. 1927); and all such other matters as have been referred to the said 
Committee, presented the Third Report of the said Committee, which is as 
follows:— 

Pursuant to Order of Reference dated May 13, 1946, your Committee 
immediately commenced its sittings. From the outset it was apparent that our 
task could not possibly be completed during the present Session; that it would 
not be possible to devote any time to the consideration of individual claims, 
grievances or submissions advancing individual views or opinions. 


The Committee, therefore, adopted a plan of agenda and procedure cover- 
ing three sessions of Parliament: 
1946 Session, hearing of departmental officials; 
1947 Session, hearing of Indian, church and other organizations; 
1948 Session, revision of the Indian Act. 


The Committee has held 25 meetings and has heard 16 witnesses including, 
as exceptions to the settled procedure, the President and the Treasurer, North 
American Indian Brotherhood; the Chairman of the Legislative Committee 
of the Native Brotherhood of British Columbia; and Brigadier O. M. Martin, 
a Canadian of Indian ancestry, who is a Magistrate of the County of York 
(Ontario) Court. 

The hearing of departmental officials has disclosed the necessity for certain 
immediate administrative improvements which can be effected without the 
Tevision of any existing legislation, and which, when put into effect, will remove 
ee of the causes out of which have,arisen grievances and complaints of many 

ndians. 

In order not to break the continuity of the work envisaged by the Order 
of Reference, your Committee hereunder makes certain recommendations to 
cover the period of the coming recess of Parliament. 
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Your Committee, therefore, recommends: 


1. That the members of the Committee should voluntarily visit, during the 
coming Recess, such Indian Reserves as are in or near their Division or 
constituency ; 


2a. That at least ten members of your Special Joint Committee be empowered 
by Order in Council as a Commission to sit at such times as the said Commission 
shall decide at various places in the Maritime Provinces and eastern Quebec 
for the purpose of continuing the inquiry into and reporting upon all those 
matters mentioned in your Order of Reference dated 13th May, 1946, which 
pertain to the Indian population within the said areas; to visit such Indian 
Reserves within the said areas as the said Commission may decide to be 
expedient; to hear evidence of any person or organization who may be effected 
by the said Order of Reference and who may desire to be heard by the said 
Commissioners that the said Commissioners be authorized to engage the services 
of counsel, secretary and shorthand writers to aid and assist the Commissioners 
in their inquiry; 

2b. That the members of your Committee be empowered by Order in Council 
to sit in Ottawa as a Commission during the two weeks immediately prior 
to the opening of the next Session of Parliament, for the purpose of continuing 
the inquiry into and reporting upon all those matters mentioned in the Order 
of Reference dated 13th May, 1946, and to hear evidence of any person or 
organization who may be affected by the matters heretofore considered by 
your Special Joint Committee and who may desire to be heard by the said 
Commissioners; and that the said Commissioners be authorized to engage the 
services of counsel, secretary and shorthand writers to aid and assist the said 
Commissioners in their inquiry; 


3. That immediately Parliament next reassembles, a Special Joint Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs be constituted with powers similar to those granted 
your Committee on 13th May, 1946; 


4. That, as the amount of work still necessary to be done by a Parliamentary 
Committee is of great magnitude, particularly with regard to Treaty Rights and 
Obligations, a small inter-departmental committee be set up to survey and 
report to your next Committee with regard to that particular subject-matter 
of our Order of Reference. 


5. That the Director of Indian Affairs Branch, Department of Mines and 
Resources, in conjunction with the Civil Service Commission and the Treasury 
Board, take immediate steps to fill such vacant key posts as Indian Agents and 
such other vacancies in Indian Affairs Branch which, in the public interest, 
must be filled forthwith. 


6. That the establishment for Indian Affairs Branch, Department of Mines 
and Resources, be increased to provide for the appointment of at least two 
Indian Agents at Large;

By leave, Mr. Maybank, from the Special Committee appointed by 
resolution of the House on April 16, 1946, to consider the annual report of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and to review its policies, aims, regula- 
tions, revenues, expenditures and development, presented the Third and Final 
Report, of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your committee has held 28 meetings, including a visit to CBC studios 
in Montreal, during which it heard the Minister in charge of Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, the Chairman of the Board of Governors of the 
Corporation, its General Manager, its Director General of Programmes and 
its Director General of Music and French Network Programmes. Your 
committee also heard representatives of the Canadian Association of Broad- 
casters, of Stations CFRB, Toronto, and CFCN, Calgary. It also had 
representations from the Canadian Association for Adult Education, the 
Association of Canadian Radio Artists, The Cooperative Union of Canada, 
Canada and Newfoundland Education Association. Mr. G. C. W. Browne, 
Acting Controller of Radio, Department of Transport and Mr. Roland 
Beaudry, M.P., also gave evidence. Your committee was the recipient of a 
large number of communications from Agricultural Associations and from 
many other interested organizations and individuals expressing views upon 
various activities of the Corporation, its policies, its administration, its 
programmes and its plans. 


From time to time, ever since radio broadcasting began to receive parlia- 


mentary attention, pronouncement s have been made by successive govern- 


ments and members of governments, by commissions appointed to inquire into 
radio matters and by committees of this House upon the principles which 
ought to govern radio broadcasting in Canada. Almost without exception such 
pronouncements have been in favour of a nationally owned and operated radio 
system and in favour of full and complete national control over all broadcasting 
besides that done by the national system itself. In 1936, parliament enacted 
the Canadian Broadcasting Act giving legislative sanction to these principles. 
Without any general review of the numerous declarations approving from time 
to time the said principles your committee desires to reaffirm its belief in them 
and to express‘ complete confidence in the framework provided by the said 


Canadian Broadcasting Act. 


As was the case in other years, your committee heard from the officers 
of the Corporation a very full story of their work and activities, including a 
review of the Corporation’s programming, and including the story of the 
operation of the Sackville short-wave station; and your committee believes that 
the Corporation has been performing its functions well. 
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The Canadian Association of Broadcasters also gave to your committee a 
comprehensive review of the work of their member stations. Their own 
summation of their representations in this respect was as follows:— 


1. The community stations of Canada are discovering, developing and 
rewarding local talent and creative personnel. 


2. The community stations of Canada are sensitive to the voice of the 
listener. 


3. The. community stations of Canada are developing, producing and 
featuring worthwhile sustaining and public service programmes. 

4. The community stations afford programme diversification, and give special 
attention to the needs of minority groups. , 

5. The community stations provide adequate local creative programming. 

6. The community stations provide full information on public issues and 
give full opportunity for presentation of all sides of controversial issues. 


7. The community stations are actively and constructively engaged in 
public service. 


Your committee’s opinion might not coincide precisely with the opinions 
of the Association’s representatives as just set forth, but your committee feels 
that it would be less than fair if it did not record its view that private stations 
are giving good community service. 


Moreover, your committee feels, that while in Canada there is a necessity 
for a publicly owned and supported national system carrying on network 
broadcasting, and that, while the pattern of broadcasting which has developed 
under the Canadian Broadcasting Act is well suited to Canadian needs and 
conditions, there is, nevertheless, in the Canadian radio world, a place for, 
and a definite need for private community stations supplementary to the national 
system. Private radio stations can serve particular needs of their community 
areas. They have and we believe they should have good opportunities for 
service and for business. 


The areas of service of the two types of broadcasting agents are distinct. 
A national broadcasting system is for one purpose and community stations are 
for another purpose. Your committee believes that it is in the publie interest 
that the distinction of purpose between the two should be stated, and should 
be understood by all who are concerned with the question. It is your com- 
mittee’s opinion that network broadcasting and nation wide coverage even to 
the remotest parts of Canada are the functions of the national system. Service 
to community areas is the function of the private station.. Network operation 
or coverage of whole regions of the country, are not, your committee believes, 
the normal functions of the private radio station. Your committee feels it would 
be good for all concerned if a clear understanding were to obtain upon this 
point. 


Many examples of good community service performed by private stations 
were given by representatives of the Canadian Association of Broadcasters. 
These “examples were probably typical of the largest number of private radio 
stations but, naturally, the private stations are not all of the same degree of 
excellence in this respect. Some are better than others. Your , committee 
desires to record its opinion that the occupancy of radio frequencies confers no 
permanent right but that a licence to broadcast is in the nature of a trust 
which ought to be discharged, in part, by making sure that a reasonable segment 
of every day’s broadcast time will be used for the general benefit of listeners 
in the community. If too many hours are given over to money making broad- 
casts, such stations are not discharging their trust.

In this connection your committee desires to suggest that it is the duty 
of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and the licencing authority to make 
sure that the trust just stated is properly discharged. In furtherance of the 
view now stated we quote Section 24 of the Canadian Broadcasting Act. 


The corporation shall, each year, prior to the renewal or issue of the 
licences for private stations by the Minister review the activities of 
such private stations, and shall make such recommendations to the 
Minister in regard to their working, broadcasting or any other matter 
concerning such matters as it may deem desirable. 


and also regulation 3tA (d) made under the Radio Act, 1938: 


The Minister may require periodic or other returns to be made by the 
licensee of the revenues, profits apd expenditures of the station and any 
other information required by the Minister for the purposes of this 
Regulation and to ensure that such station is operated in the national 
interest and for the benefit of the community in which it is located. 


We recommend to CBC and to the Minister that they discharge the duties 
indicated in these quoted sections and we suggest that as a condition of the 
issuance or renewal of any licence a station should be required to submit to the 
Board of Governors of CBC an undertaking that it would faithfully perform 
its duties as a trustee of a radio frequency, and would indicate the amount of 
time and what proportion of its revenue it is prepared to devote to local com- 
munity events, the discussion of matters of local interest and the development 
of local talent and other public service broadcasts. By this means it would be 
emphasized to all that the right to occupy a frequency is a privilege granted 
to one who thus acquires a temporary monopoly in the use of an air channel 
which belongs to the people and it would be a constant reminder also to the 
Corporation and the licencing authority of their duty to see that all such persons 
carry out their obligations to their respective communities. 


As will be noted from following pages of this report there were certain 
controversial issues which arose in the hearings of the committee and in view 
of this fact we should not wish to leave the subject of private broadcasting 
stations and their relations with CBC without recording with pleasure the fact 
that good relations on the whole exist between the Corporation and the 
privately owned stations. In spite of divergent interests to a limited degree 
at times and at places between the CBC and the private stations there was 
little criticism of the Corporation by the latter. Nor was there criticism of 
the private stations by the Corporation. We are of the opinion that private 
stations should be at all times strongly encouraged and aided to improve their 
service to their respective communities. 


The main controversial subjects before the committee were two. One 
of these arose from the brief presented by the Canadian Association of Broad- 
casters. As is well known, Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is, not merely 
the owner and operator of the chief radio broadcasting business of Canada but 
it is also the controller and regulator of all broadcasting. 


CAB represented to your committee that a change should be made in the 
methods of broadcasting control. The Association averred that it believed the 
fundamental principles governing Canadian Broadcasting were sound and the 


Association wholeheartedly supported regulation of broadcasting by a public 


body. They urged, however, that complete and final regulatory control of 
broadcasting should not continue to rest in the Corporation itself. CAB did not 


` present their arguments in a manner critical of CBC nor, in fact, did their 


representations disclose cases of hardship or injustice resulting from CBC 
decisions. The weight of the argument for a change in the regulating authority 
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rested upon theory or upon principle. The Association felt that, there being 
competition to some extent at least, between the CBC and the private station 
that CBC ought not to be the sole and final arbiter of matters relating to itself 
and the private station. The following sentence taken from the brief of the 
Canadian Association of Broadcasters expresses, shortly, the idea underlying the 
brief of the CAB. The sentence is, “We submit that no government with any 
claim to being democratic combines in one body the legislative, executive, judicial 
and police powers.” 


In pursuance of its arguments CAB did not recommend displacement of 
CBC from the field of radio regulation and control but did not ask that it should 
not any longer be the final authority. In short, it recommended that there 
should be some appeal from decisions of CBC. 


The Corporation recognized that any decision upon such a matter lay 
not within its own jurisdiction but rather that it, being in the nature of a 
policy question, was one for the government or for parliament. However, CBC 
did declare opposition to the proposal for an appeal body. 


Despite the quite strong and sincere arguments presented in favour of 
the change in control method your committee is not prepared to give its approval 
to the change. On the other hand, your committee is not yet prepared to say 
that the idea ought to be dismissed at once. Your committee feels that there 
was not sufficient time to thoroughly study the problem and it recommends 
that further study of it should be made by both the officers of the Canadian 
Broadeasting Corporation and by the Department of Transport and further 
that the whole matter might be specially referred again to a parliamentary 
committee on Radio Broadcasting when such may be constituted in another 
session of parliament. But your committee in making these suggestions desires 
very emphatically to declare that it is not even tentatively giving its blessing 
to the proposal. 


The second main controversy to which we have referred relates to the 
stations CFCN at Calgary and CFRB at Toronto. Under the plans of the 
Corporation the frequencies which were allocated during the war to these 
stations, 1010 in the case of the former, and 860 in the case of the latter, are to 
be taken over and used by the Corporation for high powered broadcasting 
stations. The owners and operators of both these stations appeared before 
your committee and protested against the intended action of CBC. 


The two wave lengths referred to are what is known as Class 1-A clear 
channels. Under international agreement seven such channels were assigned 
to Canada, two of these being the ones mentioned. Under the Havana Agree- 
ment it is necessary that these frequencies must be used with a minimum 
power of 50,000 watts. No private stations are allowed to be high powered; 
only CBC stations may be such. The CBC has now four high power stations. 
It wishes to carry out its original plans to establish high power stations on the 
class 1-A clear channels of 1010 ke., 990 ke. and 860 ke. allotted for use in 
Alberta, Manitoba and Ontario respectively. 


In deciding to use henceforth for the national system of broadcasting the 
three wave lengths, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is only carrying 
out a policy long since laid down, a policy which has been declared from time 
to time to be the approved policy of CBC, and a policy which in all probability 
would have been carried out sooner had it not been that the Corporation was 
prevented from doing so by the advent of the war. That the policy has been 


well understood over a number of years, or should have been well understood, 


we believe is shown from a number of reports and public declarations of policy 
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from one of which we desire to quote at this time. The report of the Radio 
Broadcasting Committee which was tabled in the House on July 25, 1942, 
stated: 

The principle laid down by previous parliamentary committees that 
the Corporation should extend its services so as to give a complete 
national coverage, if necessary by taking over privately-owned stations, 
should be followed and the Corporation should take over any privately- 
owned broadcasting stations considered essential for national coverage. 
The private broadcasting stations have no vested interest in the sound- 
waves they are allowed to use. The Government and the Corporation 
should not hesitate to terminate any licence when it is in the public interest 
to do so. Any increase in power considered necessary and desirable to 
occupy the channels allowed under the Havana Agreement should be 
made in stations owned or taken over by the Corporation. (Page 630, 
1942 Report). 


Your committee believes there is not, and could not be, any argument as 
to the legal rights of the occupiers of the frequencies mentioned. The law is 
clear that they could acquire no such right. But it was urged that they had 
some moral right or that they were entitled to consideration as a matter of 
equity. It was said that when they were assigned the said frequencies no 
intimation was given to them that they would be, or might be, at some later 
time, displaced, and that no adequate notice of such an act was ever thereafter 
given them. It was admitted that the Department of Transport placed an 
endorsement upon their licences from 1941, and that that Department intended 
this as notice of a possible change, but the owners argued that such was not 
satisfactory notice, and that, in fact, they were taken by surprise only a short 
time back when they learned that CBC was going to operate stations on these 
frequencies itself. They were always aware, it is true, that their licences were 
annual and not subject automatically to renewal. 


Aside, however, from any notification that may have gone to these station 
owners your committee feels that they either were aware, or had reasons to 
be aware, of the policy of CBC and hence, must have known, or should have 
known, that these wave lengths would have to be developed in order that Canada 
might not lose them and that no agency except CBC would be permitted to do so, 
and that therefore they should have realized at all times that the wave lengths 
would at some time be taken over by the Corporation. 


We consequently approve the application of the Board of Governors for 
permission to occupy all Class 1-A wave lengths which were allotted to Canada 
under the Havana Agreement. We believe the government in giving approval 
to the application is carrying out the intention of the Broadcasting Act of 1936 
and recommendations of previous parliamentary committees. 


Of course it should be remembered that the station owners are not being 
refused a licence to broadcast, nor are their stations being expropriated. They 
will still have the opportunity to broadcast and it is the policy of CBC to assist 
them in discovering the best wave length possible for their use and to assign 
it to their use. 


Your committee considered the plans for the development of the national 
system which has been held up by the war. It approves the decision of the 
Corporation to use clear channels in Alberta, Manitoba and Ontario for high 
power publicly-owned stations, and to build a 10 kw. station on an additional 
clear channel in Quebec. 


Your committee was pleased to note that the Corporation is looking further 
ahead in considering the needs for improved facilities. It agrees in general 
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with the need for increasing the power in different CBC stations to bring 
improved service to more outlying areas. It also agrees with the policy of 
establishing frequency modulation stations in important centres. It also noted 
that the Corporation will need its own buildings in Montreal and Toronto to 
provide proper studio and office facilities. 


As did the Parliamentary Committee of 1944, your committee is of the 


opinion that moneys for needed capital expenditures should be provided by. 


loans and that revenues needed for the regular operation of the broadcasting 
system should not be used for, these capital expenditures. The Canadian 
Broadcasting Act at present sets a limit of $500,000 on the total amount which 
may be loaned to the Corporation by the Government for capital works. In 
view of the present and coming needs, following a long gap in construction 
cost by the war, your Committee recommends that the Broadcasting Act be 
amended to admit the necessary loans being made to cover necessary capital 
expenditures during the coming years. 


The parliamentary committee of 1944 dealt at some length with the 
question of the titular head of the Corporation and after reviewing the duties 
of the General Manager as distinguished from the duties of the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors recorded its opinion as follows: 

Your committee would therefore recommend that there would be a 
salaried chairman giving all his time to the Corporation and that the 
Board of Governors submit a recommendation so that the position of 
General Manager be filled as soon as possible. Such a set-up would 
necessitate an amendment to the Canadian Broadcasting Act and we 
recommend that an amendment be made to meet the situation. 


Your committee is pleased to note that the recommendation of the said 
committee of 1944 with reference to the appointment of a full time chairman 
of the Board of Governors has been carried into effect. 


Your committee also desires to make some comment and recommendation 
respecting the position of General Manager of the Corporation. 


At its meeting of November 29, 1945, the Board of Governors recommended 
that the General Manager of the Corporation be given permanent tenure of 
office until the age of sixty-five. Your committee feels that the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Governors is sound and reasonable and recommends that 
the General Manager should have such security of tenure. 


The Department of Transport collects the annual fee payable by owners 
of radio receiving sets and hands them over to the Corporation. The Depart- 
ment of Transport does not turn over the gross amount collected but deducts 
collection costs and certain other charges. We believe that CBC should 
receive the full amount of the fees paid and so recommends. 


Your committee recommends that serious consideration be given by the 
CBC to the establishment of a second French network which would provide 
alternative network programmes to French-speaking audiences in Canada; as 
are provided by the English language-networks: Trans-Canada and Dominion. 


The Committee noted with satisfaction the desire of both the private 
stations and the CBC to present all sides and points of view on subjects of 
public interest and of controversial nature. We are of the opinion that care in 
this respect should continue. It must be recognized that the national network 
now under control of the CBC is a powerful medium for the dissemination of 
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information and the moulding of public opinion. We are therefore of the 


opinion that if the policy of CBC is to continue to have commentators over 


the facilities of the publicly-owned networks, care should be taken in their utter- 
ances to protect at all times the heritage of our free democratic way of life. 
We recommend that the Radio Committee be appointed every year and 
that it meet early in the session. 
A copy of the printed minutes of proceedings and evidence adduced before 
the Committee, together with exhibits and papers filed by witnesses, is appended 
hereto.

The Clerk informed the House of the unavoidable absence of Mr. Speaker, 
whereupon Mr. Macdonald (Brantford City), Chairman of Committees, took ` 
the Chair as Deputy Speaker, pursuant to the Statute in that case made and 
provided. 


PRAYERS. 


Mr. Isnor, from the Special Committee on War Expenditures and Economies, 
presented the Fifth and Final Report of the said Committee which is as follows:— 


Under date of March 22, 1946, your Committee was appointed “to examine 
the expenditures defrayed out of moneys provided by Parliament for national 
defence and demobilization, and for other services directly connected with the 
war, including the disposal of surplus war assets, and to report what, if any, 
economies consistent with the execution of the policy decided by the Govern- 
ment, may be effected therein.” 


The Committee met four days after its appointment and since that date 
it has held forty-one sittings and heard twenty witnesses. 

A Steering Committee was set up and recommended procedure which was 
approved by the Main Committee. 


In giving consideration to matters coming within the scope of its reference, 
your Committee decided to pursue the inquiries initiated during the last session, 
and accordingly turned’ its attention towards the operations of War Assets 
Corporation, its organization, functions and policies in the marketing of surplus 
assets, its priority system, etc. It also inquired into the methods of declaring 
surpluses, and the receiving, checking, and storing of such surpluses before 
final disposal. 


Arising out of these inquiries, it was found expedient to secure evidence 
from the three armed services, viz: Navy, Army and Air Force with a view 
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to ascertaining what quantities of material and equipment had been transferred 
to War Assets Corporation for disposal and whether, in the interest of economy, 
stocks held by these services are limited to their requirements under post-war 
establishments. 

A visit was made to the Head Office of War Assets Corporation, at Montreal, 
so that first hand information could be sought and a study made of the general 
organization and set-up of the Corporation. 

Before the Committee had proceeded at any length into the study of quick 
disposals it was felt that a change in respect of priorities should be given 
consideration, so that the disposal of surplus material could be effected with 
greater expedition by revising the method of granting priorities insofar as 
the time element was concerned. It was, therefore, recommended and approved 
by the House “that in respect of priorities granted to federal, provincial and 
municipal governments, the thirty day period now in effect, be reduced to 
ten days.” 

From the evidence submitted it was ascertained! that greater care ‘should 
be exercised by the armed services and War Assets Corporation when surpluses 
were being turned over, and, accordingly your Committee recommended, and 
the House approved, “that when surpluses are to be declared by the armed 
services, or from any other source, advance notice be given to War Assets 
Corporation so that a representative of the Corporation be on hand to check 
and receive surpluses.” 

A statement tabled by War Assets Corporation showed gross sales of 
declared surpluses, from 1944 to July 31, 1946 as follows:

The witness representing the Royal Canadian Naval Services presented 
statements as to their war time and peace time requirements, the disposal of 
surplus assets and the policy to retain sufficient consumable stores for 3 to 5 
years, based on the anticipated rate of consumption of the peace time navy; 
and for the retention of special equipment. 


It was shown that the total surplus declarations made by the Navy from 
VJ-Day to the 31st March, 1946, was as follows:—

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The Naval Service witness also supplied a list of yachts chartered com- 
mercially, or on a uominal basis, or donated, and a statement showing the 
disposition made of such yachts, and including moneys required to recondition 
them for return to their owners. A summary showed:— 

25 vessels on commercial charters; 

27 vessels chartered at $1.00 a year; 

5 vessels sold and 

6 vessels on loan without cost from other departments. 


The Army witness outlined :— 


1. (a) The background of army equipment. 
(b) The organization of provision within the Army to assist in categoriz- 
ing information deemed necessary by the Committee. 


2. The equipment policy to provide for the post-war army, based on the 
following :— 

(a) An Active Force; 

(b) A Reserve Force; 

(c) Supplementary Reserve; 

(d) Cadet Training. 


3. Implementation of the Equipment Policy. 

In connection with economy, the governing factors were outlined in respect 
to:— 

(a) Disposal of surpluses at rates consistent with diminishing requirements. 

(b) Retention of stores and equipment required for the post-war army. 

(c) Acquisition of modern stores required to ensure a high degree of 

efficiency in the post-war army. 

It was shown that the Army vehicle surpluses amounted to 24,055 of which 
15,955 had been disposed of up to April 1, 1946, and the balance of 8,100 to be 
disposed of by the end of 1946. 

Categorizing of Army Stores and Equipment were shown under the following 
classifications :— 

1. General stores 

(a) Clothing. 
(b) Camp and barracks equipment. 


'2. Technical Stores , 
(a) Ammunition. 
(b) Small Arms. 
(c) Radio and Telecommunication Equipment. 
(d) Engineer Equipment. 


3. Vehicles. 
‘(a) Load Carrying and Passenger Vehicles. 
(6) Armoured Fighting Vehicles. 


4. Mechanical equipment, including mobile and self propelled Engineer 
Equipment such as graders and other road machinery, equipment required for 
` clearing snow, etc. 

As at April 1, 1946, the approximate cost of these holdings amounted to 
$509,286,897, and the approximate cost of materials disposed of to $86,042,008. 

The witnesses were questioned in respect of all these holdings the need 
of some and the final disposal of any surpluses. 

Your Committee desires to draw to the attention of the House and particu- 
larly to the attention of the Minister of Defence, that in pre-war days there were 
93 personnel carrier vehicles and that the post-war requirements show 4,133 
vehicles of this type, which number appears excessive. 
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Witnesses from the Royal Canadian Air Force also appeared before the 
Committee and gave a general outline of the policies and practices affecting 
equipment during the latter years of the war, since the cessation of hostilities, 
as well as those in effect at the present time. 


The statement dealt with all forms and types of equipment, provisioning and 
contract cut-backs, stock retentions, disposal policy and other matters of policy. 
In connection with declared surpluses, it was shown that the Air Force had 
declared, as at May 1, 1946, equipment of an approximate total cost of 
$624,677 ,000. 


Considerable discussion centred around the destruction of material at 
Penhold, Calgary and other depots. A statement was submitted which did not 
meet with general approval. The Committee, as a whole, were critical of the 
manner in which the R.C.A.F. admittedly acting under general authority from 
War Assets Corporation, had brought about the destruction of equipment at 
these R.C.A.F. depots. This equipment which was termed unserviceable (i.e., 
beyond economical repair) and had been listed as of no marketable value, 
was marked for physical destruction. 

It is to be regretted, and is indeed unfortunate, that no collective statistical 
data was kept of the equipment which was reduced to produce as it was not 
apparent at the time that there was any advantage to be gained from the 
additional administrative work involved. It was pointed out by the R.C.A.F 
that all serviceable bits and pieces and parts were extracted. The destruction, 
nevertheless, took place; and even though the policy, in this respect has been 
changed, your Committee takes a definite stand that no such procedure or 
action should have been followed, or allowed. According to R.C.A.F. witness 
no further destruction has taken place since August, 1945. 

Witnesses were also heard from the Special Service Branches of the Navy 
and Air Force and from the Joint Services Advisory Committee on Welfare, 
Voluntary and Auxiliary Services, Department of National War Services, 
respecting donations of materials, equipment and furnishings for the comfort 
and enjoyment of men and women of the services and the final disposal of 
same, by sale or otherwise. 

Your Committee recommends that such donated equipment, materials and 
furnishings above referred to and still in stores, be disposed of and that the 
revenue derived from this source be used for the benefit of the personnel of the 
armed services. 7 

Because of articles appearing in newspapers and magazines respecting the 
destruction of war materials, it was deemed advisable to call before the Com- 
mittee the writer of certain of these articles which charged the Air Force with the 
alleged mutilation and scrapping of batteries delivered from No. 1 Equipment 
Depot, Toronto. A report dealing with this subject had previously been received 
from the Department of National Defence for Air under date of 29th May, 
1946, as appears in the Minutes of Proceedings and Evidence of June 6, 1946. 

The writer of those articles made what appeared to your Committee serious 
charges against the Air Force and War Assets Corporation. One of his state- 
ments was that, while he had not counted the number of batteries on a junk 
` pile, he figured the volume of one battery, and then, using a correcting factor, 
arrived at a number of 2,000. The R.C.A.F. witness stated that only 371 


batteries had been released from No. 1 Equipment Depot from 25th June, 1945, _ 


to October 3, 1945. 

Another allegation by the same witness was to the effect that he had pur- 
chased for $5.00 a damaged 5J22 battery, which cost the taxpayers $80.00. 
This statement was contradicted and invoices produced to show that this type of 
battery (5J22) cost the taxpayer only $14.68.

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Certain other figures of costs, as submitted by this writer witness were 
challenged, and figures of actual cost were given to show the incorrectness of 
statements contained in printed articles, although the great majority of figures 
of cost have not yet been examined. 

Your Committee’s enquiry in this connection had not reached a stage where 
further comment on the evidence can be made, but your Committee feels that 
what appear to be sensational articles, should not go unchallenged. 

Another subject which your Committee had under consideration and to 
which it devoted much time and study, is the question of making war surpluses 
available for instructional and school purposes. 

Witnesses were heard in support of a more generous treatment to educa- 
tional institutions. The policy and procedure whereby War Assets Corporation 
disposes of surplus material and equipment to educational institutions were sub- 
mitted to the Committee. These dealt very fully with all phases of this import- 
ant question, and members of the Committee gave careful attention to means 
whereby useful equipment could be made available to educational institutions 
with the least possible delay. While, in the opinion of your Committee the 
present policy of indefinite loan is sound from the viewpoint of War Assets 
Corporation, your Committee recommends:— 

1. That the present policy of indefinite loan to educational institutions 
be broadened to inelude equipment not readily saleable. 

2. That official educational representatives be permitted to visit and inspect 
such material and equipment as may be considered of educational value. 

3. That there be granted to educational institutions a discount equal to 
that received by any dealer for similar lines. 

In the interest of economy, it is further recommended that additional 
outlets be found, or other suitable steps taken, with a view to speeding up War 
Assets Corporation’s sales, and thus save storage and maintenance charges and, 
at the same time, place much needed material on the market. 

The following measures are also recommended to speed disposal, viz:— 

(a) Decentralized ‘Sales-at-the-Site”; 

(b) Selecting “short-supply” civilian items for immediate sale; 

(c) Disposing ,of real property as quickly as possible, consistent with the 

protection of public interest; 

(d) Making all building material immediately available for construction 

purposes; 

(e) The non-employment by War Assets Corporation of persons otherwise 

interested in outside business; 

(f) Greater publicity by War Assets Corporation in respect of the sale and 

disposal of all war surpluses. 


With a view to effecting economy in the armed services, it is further recom- 
mended that all branches review, before the end of 1946, or, as early thereafter 
as possible, the need of retention of consumable stores, particularly with respect 
to the building up of reserves of clothing and equipment, bearing in mind the 
present shortage of many lines required for civilian consumption. 

Tt is also recommended that a review should be made of post-war require- 
ments. 


Your Committee recommends that a similar Committee be appointed 
immediately after the opening of the next session. In this connection, it is 
respectfully suggested that study be given to the advisability of merging the 
work of this Committee with that of the Standing Committee on Public 
Accounts by broadening its reference to include all war expenditures, and that 
the Committee be known as the Special Committee on National Expenditures. 
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Your Committee wishes to express its appreciation of the co-operation and 
assistance received throughout its deliberations, from officials of War Assets 


Corporation, representatives of the armed services and other departmental 
officials.

That the said Committee be directed and empowered to investigate, 
immediately, all issues connected with and appertaining to the present 
industrial unrest in Canada, with power to call and examine witnesses 
under oath, and with power to call for persons, papers and records and 
take all essential evidence, and to report their findings and conclusions 
to the House; 
And that the said Committee be empowered to sit while the House is 
sitting, and that the said Committee be further empowered to employ 
counsel to assist them in their deliberations,” 


your Committee immediately commenced its sittings, and held forty-eight 
meetings as the exigencies of the session permitted. 

It was apparent to your Committee that the present industrial unrest in 
Canada creates a condition of emergency necessitating the immediate investiga- 
tion of all issues connected with and appertaining thereto. 


An opportunity was thus afforded for the first time for labour and manage- — 


ment to present to a committee of Parliament such statements as the terms of 
your Order of Reference required and such are on record. 

In addition your Committee heard evidence from responsible officials of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, the National War Labour Board and 
the Minister and other officials of the Department of Labour, as well as the 
acting Minister of Finance. i `

Mr. Clark, from the Sessional Committee on Railways and Shipping, owned, 
operated. and controlled by the Government, presented the Third Report of 
the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee had referred to it, on the 12th, 15th and 16th April and 
8th May, 1946, the following matters, namely: 


(a) Annual Report of the Canadian National Railways System for the 
year ended December 31, 1945; 


(b) Annual Report of the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, 
Limited, for the year ended December 31, 1945; 


(c) Annual Report of the Canadian National Seii Trust for the 
year ended December 31, 1945; 


(d) Annual Report of Tene! Govads Air Lines for the year ended 
December 31, 1945; 


(e) Report to Parliament of the firm of George A. Touche and Company, 
auditors of the accounts of the Canadian National Railways System, 
Canadian National Railways Securities Trust, Trans-Canada Air Lines 
and Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, for the 
year ended December 31, 1945; 


(f) Financial Budget of the Canadian National Railways System and the 
Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, for the year 
1946. 


Your Committee held 9 meetings in the course of which the said Reports 
were severally examined and unanimously adopted. 

Your Committee noted with satisfaction that the income surplus of the 
Railway System in 1945 was $24,756,000 but Mr. R. C. Vaughan, C.M.G., 
Chairman and President, Canadian National Railways System, pointed out to 
the Committee how increases in wage rates and material prices were constantly 
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increasing the cost of operation and he warned that as traffic recedes from its 
wartime intensity such higher costs would prevent a continuance of the favour- 
able financial results which the System has been able to report for the past 
five years. Mr. Vaughan also gave to the Committee a statement with respect 
to the Fixed Charges of the System which contained a recommendation that 
the Government accept Income Bonds of the Canadian National Railway 
Company in payment of the amount owing by the Railway to the Government 
for repatriation of British held securities of the Canadian National Railway 
Company. 


The financial budget of the Railway System for the calehdar year 1946, 
shows the estimated income surplus to be $7,500,000 with the net requirements 
in the Capital Budget estimated to be $22,550,000. This includes $9,777,000 
for retirement of funded debt and $8,863,000 for the purchase of new rolling 
stock and $7,000,000 for the acquisition of the lines of the Manitoba Railway 
Company. The Budget for 1946 was approved. 


Your Committee reviewed the, Canadian National (West Indies) Steam- 
ships, Limited, results for the year 1945 which produced a net income surplus 
of $1,116,000. A. further statement to the Committee by Mr. Vaughan reviewed 
at length the operations of! the Line from the inception of the service in 1929. 


The Financial Budget of the Steamships Company for the`year 1946 shows 
an estimated income surplus of $416,000 and capital requirements of $4,200,000 
for the purchase of four vessels. This purchase is the initial step in replacing 
vessels lost during the war. No Government funds are required as the cost 


will be financed from the Company’s Steamship Replacement Fund. The ° 


Budget for 1946 was approved. 


In reviewing the Trans-Canada Air Lines’ accounts for the year 1945 it 
was noted that the authorized capital stock was increased from $5,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 under the 1945 amendment to the Trans-Canada Air Lines’ Act, 
1937. In its 1946 Budget the Canadian National Railway Company indicated 
it may. be-required to meet additional calls on this capital stock to the amount 
of $14,000,000. 


Your Committee is most anxious to put on record an appreciation of the 
valuable contribution to the national war effort of both the management and 
the employees of the nationally owned, operated and controlled transportation 
systems. 


The task. of your Committee was facilitated by the valuable assistance 
of Mr: R. C. Vaughan, C.M.G., Chairman ef the Board of Direetors and 
President, of the Canadian National Railways System, of Mr. H. J. Symington, 
C.M.G., K.C., President of Trans-Canada Air Lines and their respective officers 
who willingly supplied all information requested of them. Your Committee 
desires to place itself on record in appreciation of this fact.

Then the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons addressed 
the Honourable the Deputy Governor General as follows:—

“The Commons of Canada have voted Supplies required to enable the 
Government to defray certain expenses of the Public Service. 

“Tn the name of the Commons I present to Your Honour the following 
Bill: — 

“An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for the Public 
Service of the financial year ending the 31st March, 1947.” 


“To which Bill I humbly request Your Honour’s Assent.” 


To this Bill the Clerk of the Senate, by command of the Deputy of His 
Excellency the Governor General, did thereupon say:— 

“In His Majesty’s name, the Honourable the Deputy Governor General 
thanks his loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence, and assents to this Bill.” 


After which the Honourable the Deputy Governor General was pleased to 
-close the Second Session of the Twentieth Parliament of the Dominion of 
Canada, with the following Speech:— 


Honourable Members of the Senate, 
Members of the House of Commons: 


A year has passed since hostilities ceased with the surrender of Japan. 
The world is but slowly emerging from the turmoil and ravages of war. The 
domestic problems of individual nations have become inseparably linked with 
the problems of all nations. 
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Of international problems, the world shortage of food has caused the greatest 
immediate concern. It is a source of gratification to the people of Canada to 
know that our country has provided over one-fifth of the supply of food to 
relieve the greatest famine in human history. The government has continued 
to give practical expression to the wholehearted desire of the Canadian people 
to relieve human suffering and to contribute to international tranquillity. 


My Ministers are continuing their efforts to restore and expand peace- 
time markets for the surplus production of our country. In the period of 
transition, exports to our wartime allies have been financed in part by credits 
voted by Parliament. In accordance with this policy, you have approved a 
financial agreement with the United Kingdom and made a further amendment 
to the Export Credit Insurance Act. 


A bountiful crop, which will help in meeting the demand for food, now 
seems assured. An agreement has been made with the United Kingdom for 
the marketing of our wheat. The wheat agreement, with agreements for the 
marketing of other foodstuffs already in operation, will greatly assist the 
government in its policy of maintaining stable prices for agricultural products. 


The demand, both at home and abroad, for Canadian manufactures has 
never been greater. Production at a high level is required both to meet this 
demand and to check inflationary pressure on prices. 


The wartime battle against inflation has been continued with substantial 
success through the period of transition. Despite gradual measures of decontrol, 
and a shift to a selective price ceiling, the rise of prices has been held well in 
check. To this end, a most important step was the restoration of exchange 
parity with the United States dollar. 


The conversion of our war industries to peacetime production has been 
achieved more smoothly and speedily and with less dislocation than might 
have been expected. Opportunities for employment have been maintained at. 
a high level and the transfer to civilian occupations of displaced war workers: 
and demobilized veterans is being accomplished swiftly and effectively. 


In recent weeks essential production has been slowed down, and the 
dangers of inflation increased, by stoppages of work in certain key industries. 
My Ministers endorse the view of the Standing Committee on Industrial 
Relations that continued price control is only possible with a reasonable measure 
of wage control. The government is firmly convinced that the exercise of 
moderation and restraint by all parties is essential to the satisfactory adjustment 
of labour disputes and the maintenance of the high level of production without 
which there cannot be ample opportunities for employment. 


The repatriation of the armed forces is now virtually completed. It is 
anticipated that the wives and children of veterans will almost all have been 
brought to Canada by the close of the present year. The demobilisation of 
the wartime army, navy and air force is likewise practically accomplished. 
Foundations have been laid for the permanent peacetime defence forces. 

A series of measures relating to war veterans has been enacted, with 
the object of making provision for the veterans, and for the dependents of the 
fallen, worthy of the service and sacrifice of Canada’s armed forces. 

In Canada, as in other countries, the housing shortage has grown more 
acute since the end of the war, despite the provision of a large supply of new 
housing. In order to increase the efficiency of governmental action, the 
responsibility for housing has been largely concentrated in one Minister of the 
Crown. The National Housing Act has been amended to expand facilities for 
the provision of housing. 
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The British North America Act has been amended by the United Kingdom 
Parliament in accordance with the request contained in a joint address adopted 
by both Houses of Parliament. The amendment will have the effect of main- 
taining more effectively the historic principle of representation by population, 
in the representation of the people in the House of Commons. 

You have enacted a measure to clarify and define Canadian citizenship 
and to make it the distinctive status of the people of this country. The 
Immigration Act has also been amended to bring it into conformity with the 
revised definition of Canadian citizenship. ; 

_Other Bills enacted include measures respecting the armed forces, the 
development and control of Atomic Energy, the National Research Council, 
the Department of External Affairs, the operation of Crown Companies, the 
Exchequer Court, the remuneration of Judges, the investigation of Combines, 
Foreign Exchange Control, Unemployment Insurance, War Crimes and the 
Federal District Commission. 

The Dominion-Provincial Conference resumed its meetings on April 25, 
and adjourned on May 3. The Conference not having reached unanimous 
agreement, proposals in respect to taxation were subsequently made which 
could be accepted by the provinces individually. These proposals have been 
accepted in principle by three provincial governments. Preliminary discussions 
are under way with certain other provinces. It is hoped that ultimately general 
agreement embracing all the provinces may be concluded. 

Your approval has been given to the membership of Canada in the World 
Health Organization and in the United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization. Canada has continued to give the utmost support to. 
the various agencies of the United Nations. 

Early in the session, the Prime Minister visited the United Kingdom tts 
join in consultations on matters of common concern with the Prime Ministers 
or their representatives of other nations of the British Commonwealth. 

Canada is represented at the Conference convoked to consider the treaties 
of peace with Italy and the Axis satellites of Southern and Eastern Europe 
which opened its proceedings in Paris on July 29, by a delegation presided over, 
at the outset, by the Prime Minister.
